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Ebenezer  Milton  Saunders 

1852-1923 


Ebenezer  Milton  Saunders  was  born  in  Warren,  New  Hampshire  in  1852.  The  Saunders  family 
was  from  Salem,  New  Hampshire  and  Methuen,  Massuchusetts.  Ebenezer  was  the  son  of  Franklin 
Saunders,  who  later  (in  1884)  became  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  state  legislature,  and  Hannah 
Jane  Tenney.  Ebenezer  Saunders  lived  his  young  years  in  Methuen  and  attended  Phillips  Academy 
in  Andover,  Massachusetts. 

In  the  summer  of  1868,  Charles  H.  Tenney,  also  of  Methuen,  Massuchusetts,  Ebenezer's  uncle, 
a  man  of  nearly  his  same  age,  proposed  to  the  Saunders  family  that  Ebenezer  accompany  him  to 
New  York  to  open  a  wholesale  hat  business.  Mr.  Tenney  owned  a  hat  factory  in  Methuen.  Given 
a  choice  by  his  father  of  continuing  school  or  going  to  New  York,  Ebenezer  Saunders  chose  the  lat¬ 
ter,  a  decision  he  never  regretted. 

He  became  a  partner  in  the  C.H.  Tenney  Company  and  worked  there  for  45  years  until  his  retire¬ 
ment  in  1914.  This  wholesale  hat  company,  located  at  8  Washington  Place  and  15-19  West  4th  Street 
was  known  as  the  largest  and  most  successful  commission  house  in  the  trade,  according  to  a  notice 
in  The  American  Hatter  magazine,  April  1914. 

At  the  retirement  dinner  for  Mr.  Tenney  and  Mr.  Saunders  at  the  Waldorf-Astoria,  Saunders  traced 
the  history  of  the  business,  giving  appreciation  to  his  fellow  workers  and  business  associates.  He 
recalled  that  he  and  "Charley"  Tenney  stayed  their  first  night  in  New  York  at  the  St.  Nicholas  Hotel 
and  went  to  see  George  L.  Fox  in  Humpty  Dumpty,  a  play  staged  in  the  Olympic  Theater  between 
Houston  and  Bleecker  streets.  "I  venture  to  say  that  my  behavior  at  that  performance,  which  was 
a  very  funny  one,  gave  as  much  amusement  to  those  around  us  as  did  the  actors  on  stage.  It  is  need¬ 
less  to  say  that  we  went  to  the  theater  again  and  often,  and  our  good  resolution  not  to  indulge  in 
such  frivolities  was  quite  lost  sight  of  and  we  saw  all  the  best  shows  of  the  day." 

Ebenezer  Saunders  did  indeed  enjoy  life.  He  was  a  collector  of  coins,  outstanding  art  works,  and 
first  edition  books.  Concerning  the  latter,  he  was  a  great  admirer  of  Charles  Dickens.  He  belonged 
to  the  Crescent  Athletic  Club  and  was  honored  with  a  testimonial  dinner  for  his  support  of  the  hock¬ 
ey  team  in  1902. 

Ebenezer  Saunders  was  a  wonderful  family  man  and  loyal  friend.  Upon  retirement  in  1914,  he 
moved  his  family  to  Middlebury,  Vermont,  and  lived  in  the  Charter  House— the  home  in  which  the 
charter  for  Middlebury  College  was  written— enjoying  the  countryside  and  especially  his  cottage  on 
Lake  Dunmore.  He  contributed  his  business  knowledge  and  support  to  the  town  and  to  Middlebury 
College,  even  having  a  banquet  for  the  entire  Middlebury  College  football  team  in  1916  when  they 
were  football  champions  of  the  state. 

Mr.  Saunders  was  a  director  of  the  National  Bank  of  Middlebury.  Upon  his  death  a  resolution  was 
passed  which  stated  that  "he  had  brought  to  the  bank  a  knowledge  of  larger  affairs  and  a  ripe  judg¬ 
ment  as  to  investments  that  few  of  the  directors  had  known.  Ever  thoughtful  and  kindly,  he  was 
so  loyal  to  his  friends  that  they  came  to  love  him  the  more,  the  longer  they  knew  him,"  according 
to  a  contemporary  newspaper  report. 

Ebenezer  Saunders  died  of  a  heart  attack  in  Winter  Haven,  Florida,  in  March  1923,  while  winter¬ 
ing  there.  He  was  survived  by  his  wife.  Flora  Frances  Price  Saunders  and  their  daughter,  Katherine 
Martica  Saunders.  Two  children  by  his  first  wife  also  survived:  Mrs.  Frank  McCarthey  and  Mr.  C.H. 
Tenny  Saunders. 

Typical  of  Ebenezer  Saunders'  interest  in  collecting  fine  objects  and  relying  on  his  business  exper¬ 
tise,  is  his  numismatic  cabinet,  which  was  formed  in  the  late  19th  and  early  20th  centuries.  This  col¬ 
lection  was  left  in  its  entirety  in  his  will  to  his  daughter  Martica  Saunders. 

For  54  years  Martica  Saunders  Griffin  (Mrs.  Carlus  Griffin)  lovingly  cared  for  and  preserved  the 
collection  as  it  was  left  to  her.  Mrs.  Griffin  died  on  December  5,  1986.  Her  coin  collection  is  offered 
at  auction  by  her  family. 
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Introduction

time  numismatic  holdings,  cabinets  assembled  years  ago.  Among  these,  the  treasures  acquired 
by  Mr.  Saunders  are  some  of  the  finest  to  cross  the  auction  block  in  recent  times. 

A  superb  Panama-Pacific  set,  complete  from  the  half  dollar  through  both  varieties  of  $50  gold 
coins,  was  acquired  directly  from  Farran  Zerbe,  the  official  distributor,  is  accompanied  by  its  original 
papers  and  documentation,  and  has  remained  intact  in  the  Saunders  family  ever  since  the  expos¬ 
ition  closed!  Little  did  Mr.  Saunders  ever  realize  that  the  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  set  would  become 
one  of  the  most  prized  items  in  American  numismatics. 

Half  dollars  were  one  of  Mr.  Saunders'  specialties,  and  his  collection  of  Proof  and  Uncirculated 
pieces  from  the  late  1850s  onward  is  simply  superb,  all  the  more  so  because  the  majority  of  pieces 
display  gorgeous  lilac,  iridescent,  and  other  colorful  toning.  Many  of  these  were  acquired  directly 
from  the  Mint  at  the  time  of  issue. 

There  are  many  other  numismatic  treasures  to  contemplate— pieces  from  the  Saunders  Collec¬ 
tion  as  well  as  from  other  holdings,  coins  ranging  from  the  colonial  era  to  modern  times.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  regular  United  States  coins,  we  call  your  attention  to  a  special  section  devoted  to  what 
we  like  to  call  numismatic  Americana,  of  which  is  popularly  become  known  as  "exonumia."  Me¬ 
dals,  political  items.  Hard  Times  tokens,  Bryan  money,  encased  postage  stamps,  and  many  other 
pieces  are  offered  for  your  consideration  and  competition.

surfaces.  Well  struck  and  excellently  defined  in  all  areas.  Well  cen¬ 
tered,  with  the  beaded  border  being  prominent  on  both  obverse 
and  reverse. 

The  obverse  is  distinguished  by  having  the  L  in  LIBERTY  slightly  low,  and  TY  very 
low.  The  date  is  in  almost  a  straight  line  across  the  top  of  the  numerals,  and  the  numer¬ 
als  are  closely  spaced.  David  Proskey  called  this  the  Large  Date. 

The  reverse  has  the  fraction  crowded  between  the  ribbons  and  is  even  at  quick  glance 
far  different  from  the  reverse  found  combined  with  this  obverse  is  Breen-1. 

The  1793  half  cent  is  of  course  exceedingly  desirable  as  the  first  year  of  issue  of  the 
half  cent  denomination,  and,  more  important  on  the  present  market,  the  only  year  with 
Miss  Liberty  facing  to  the  left,  with  a  liberty  cap  on  pole  behind  her  head.

A  pristine  example  which  has  never  been  cleaned, 
dipped,  or  treated.  Pieces  like  this  are  becoming  increasingly  dif¬ 
ficult  to  find  on  today's  market. 

Possibly  from  a  hoard  reputed  to  have  been  distributed  by  the  Guttag  Brothers  dur¬ 
ing  the  early  1930s.

tractive  light  pale  orange  fields  and  slightly  darker  rims.  Boldly 
struck. 

The  obverse  is  from  the  die  used  to  coin  all  issues  this  year,  with 
a  crack  extending  from  the  denticles  beyond  the  second  star,  through 
the  third,  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  stars,  to  the  border  at  the  sev¬ 
enth  star.  This  crack  is  known  on  all  1841-dated  half  cents  with  the 
solitary  exception  of  an  example  reported  (but  apparently  not  seen) 


to  Walter  Breen.  Obviously,  the  die  failed  early  in  its  life. 

The  reverse  is  of  the  Large  Berries  style  characterizing  "originals" 
of  the  1840  through  1848  years  (with  some  minor  exceptions). 

In  general,  half  cents  of  the  Proof-only  era  1840  through  1848  are  classified  into  three 
categories: 

Originals  have  large  berries  in  the  reverse  wreath. 

First  Restrikes  have  small  berries  in  the  wreath  and  have  double  outlines  on  CENT 
and  the  ribbon. 

Second  Restrikes  have  small  berries,  lack  the  outlines  just  mentioned,  and  have  horizon¬ 
tal  die  striations  extending  from  the  denticles  above  RICA  of  AMERICA

ample  of  this  seldom  seen  issue. 


A  tiny  die  flaw  is  seen  at  the  tip  of  the  fourth  start,  the  one  closest  to  the  denticles, 
but  as  this  flaw  has  been  seen  on  other  1842  half  cents  as  well,  apart  from  B-2,  Series 
III,  the  information  given  in  the  right  column  of  page  39 7  of  Walter  Breen's  Enclyclopedia 
of  United  States  Half  Cents  1793-1857  is  not  conclusive. 

The  reverse  is  from  the  previously-described  First  Restrike  style,  with  doubling  on  CENT 
and  the  ribbon.

1844  B-3.  Small  Berries.  Second  Restrike.  77.6  grains.  Proof-63  to 

64.  Pale  copper  surfaces  with  hints  of  iridescence.  "Knife"  rims  on 
obverse  and  reverse.  Apparently  Series  VI,  late  die  state,  of  which 
Walter  Breen  specifically  mentions  two  specimens  known  to  him 


and  three  others  reported  in  private  collections. 

With  reverse  showing  diagonal  die  striations  over  RICA  of  AMERICA,  characteristic 
of  the  variety. 
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8  1851  B-l.  AU-55  or  finer.  Medium  brown  surfaces  with  ample  traces 

of  original  mint  red. 

Under  magnification  traces  of  an  erroneously  placed  digit  I  can  be  seen.  Apparently 
the  digit  was  first  punched  in  the  incorrect  position,  then  effaced,  but  not  completely, 
so  that  vestiges  remain.

1854  B-l.  MS-64.  A  specimen  notable  for  its  superb  quality.  The 
piece  is  fiery  bright  original  mint  red,  with  just  a  whisper  of  natu¬ 
ral  light  toning.  Here  is  a  coin  that  has  never  been  cleaned,  dipped, 
or  treated  in  any  way— a  pristine  piece  of  a  quality  seldom  seen 
today. 

Walter  Breen  notes  that  A.C.  Gies  discovered  a  bag  containing  possibly  1,000  mint 
red  examples  of  this  date,  but  that  most  of  them  were  spotty  (unlike  the  piece  offered 
here).  By  now  this  hoard  has  been  widely  distributed. 


1855  B-l.  MS-64.  A  blazing  gem  cent,  with  a  few  flecks,  and  with 
an  area  of  toning  at  CA  and  the  adjacent  denticles  on  the  reverse. 
Here  is  an  outstanding  coin,  quality  seldom  seen,  and,  while  not 
quite  in  the  class  of  the  two  preceding  lots,  still  the  half  cent  is  nota¬ 
ble  for  its  pristine  state.

13  1857  B-l.  MS-65.  A  fiery  blazing  red  gem,  with  surfaces  about  as 

bright  as  the  day  the  piece  was  minted,  separated  from  this  by  only 
a  few  trivial  flecks  scarcely  worth  mentioning. 

The  1857  has  long  been  prized  as  the  scarcest  issue  among  half  cents  of  the  late  1850s, 
with  this  respect  coming  from  the  published  mintage  figure  of  35,180  coins,  which  is 
smaller,  but  not  by  a  great  deal,  than  the  other  issues  from  1853  through  1856.  However, 
what  the  mintage  figure  does  not  reveal  is  that  of  the  35, 180  struck,  relatively  few  were 
released.  In  A  Description  of  Ancient  and  Modem  Coins  in  the  Cabinet  Collection  of  the  Mint 
of  the  United  States,  1860,  Mint  Director  James  Ross  Snowden  stated  concerning  the  1857 
half  cents: 

"The  latter  were  nearly  all  retained  in  the  Mint,  and  subsequently  melted  up, 
this  denomination  having  been  abolished  by  the  same  law  that  authorized  the 
substitution  of  a  nickel  for  the  copper  cent." 

It  is  no  exaggeration  to  state  that  in  MS-65  grade  an  1857  half  cent  is  at  least  a  dozen 
or  more  times  rarer  than  such  dates  as  1854  and  1855,  and  in  MS-65  grade  the  1854  and 
1855  are  in  themselves  rarities. 

The  1857  half  cent  offered  here  could  well  be  the  centerpiece  of  the  next  owner's 
collection.

red  just  beginning  to  tone.  An  outstanding  piece,  which  in  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  the  preceding  coin  would  be  recognized  as  a  landmark— 
as  indeed  it  should  be.  While  this  will  not  bring  the  price  of  the 
preceding,  still  it  is  one  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  this  high¬ 
ly  prized  date.

glossy  light  brown  surfaces.  Sharply  struck,  well  defined,  and  vir¬ 
tual  perfection  for  the  grade  save  for  the  merest  suggestion  of  a 
tiny  edge  bump  below  the  first  digit  of  the  date.  An  excellent  piece 
for  variety  or  type. 


This  is  Sheldon's  Sprung  Die  obverse,  with  a  slight  bulge  in  the  form  of  a  ridge  ex¬ 
tending  from  behind  Miss  Liberty's  hair,  as  always  seen.  The  reverse  is  characterized 
by  having  a  bow  smaller  and  heavier  than  any  other  in  the  cent  series,  with  the  left  rib¬ 
bon  in  particular  appearing  very  bold.

The  value  of  such  a  piece  is  difficult  to  determine,  for  the  financial 
evaluation  of  marks  and  defects  are  apt  to  vary  widely  from  one 
observer  to  another.  Taken  as  a  whole,  however,  the  piece  is  quite 
attractive  and,  while  not  Condition  Census,  it  is  certainly  among 
the  finer  known  examples  of  the  variety.

The  edge  is  lettered  ONE  HUNDRED  FOR  A  DOLLAR,  with  a 
single  leaf  after  the  inscription. 

The  present  coin  is  very  pleasing  from  an  aesthetic  viewpoint 
as  it  combines  the  historical  appeal  of  a  1793  Wreath  cent  with  the 
attractiveness  of  high  condition  and  pleasing  surfaces.

18  1793  Wreath.  S-9.  Value  of  G-4  or  better,  but  actually  VF-20,  with 

numerous  edge  knocks  and  bumps,  and  with  abrasions  at  the  center 
of  the  obverse.  Here  is  a  piece  which  should  be  inspected  in  per¬ 
son  by  prospective  bidders,  as  it  is  a  good  example  that  "one  can¬ 
not  live  by  numbers  alone." 

The  obverse  is  the  well-known  Horizontal  Stem  type,  with  the 
sprig  stem  being  nearly  (but  not  quite)  parallel  to  the  top  of  the 
date.  The  reverse  has  a  large  round  bow  and  in  particular  is  distin¬ 
guished  by  having  four  trefoils  in  line  with  the  word  CENT.  The 
edge  is  of  the  Vine  and  Bars  type. 


20  1793  Wreath.  S-llc  as  preceding.  VG-8  to  F-12.  Dark  brown  sur¬ 

faces  with  microscopic  porosity.  Fairly  "clean"  surfaces  without  sig¬ 
nificant  problems,  although  a  tiny  mark  is  noted  above  E  of  AMERI¬ 
CA  on  the  reverse,  and  there  are  two  tiny  edge  bumps  on  the 
reverse.  For  the  grade,  it  is  indeed  an  excellent  example  and  wor¬ 
thy  of  a  generous  bid. 

With  edge  lettered  ONE  HUNDERED  FOR  A  DOLLAR,  one  leaf 
after  the  inscription. 
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21  1794  S-65.  VF-20  to  30.  Dark  brown  surfaces,  glossy,  with  microscop¬ 
ic  granularity.  Overall  a  pleasing  example  of  this  issue. 

The  variety  is  the  famous  Shielded  Hair  style,  so-called  because 
the  denticles  are  exceedingly  prominent  at  the  lower  left  of  the  ob¬ 
verse,  thus  shielding  or  protecting  the  hair  from  wear.  As  a  result, 
even  low-grade  specimens  are  apt  to  have  the  hair  strands  well 
defined. 

The  reverse  is  from  a  later  state  with  the  break  extending  from  the  denticles  through 
the  left  of  the  second  S  in  STATES  to  the  topmost  leaf  at  the  right  side  of  the  wreath. 
A  second  break,  occurring  later  in  the  die,  is  not  as  well  defined  and  extends  from  the 
denticles  through  the  left  foot  of  the  terminal  A  in  AMERICA  to  the  lowest  wreath  leaf 
on  the  right. 

22  1799  S-189.  "Perfect  Date."  AG-3  to  G-4.  Brown  surfaces  with 
numerous  marks  and  some  indentation,  and  slight  waviness.  The 
date  numerals  are  all  discernible,  with  the  last  two— the  most 
important— being  quite  clear.  The  word  LIBERTY  is  clear,  but  not 
sharp  at  the  top,  and  Miss  Liberty  is  visible  in  outline,  with  some 
interior  details.  The  reverse  inscriptions  are  all  readable  except  for 
ES  OF  which  are  there  in  shadow  form.  Medium  to  dark  brown 
coloration. 

The  1799  is,  of  course,  the  most  famous  date  among  large  cents  and  is  also  the  rarest. 

23  1817  Newcomb-6.  13  Stars.  AU-58  obverse,  MS-63  reverse.  Lustrous 
medium  brown  surfaces  with  some  tinges  of  original  mint  color, 
particularly  in  protected  areas  on  the  reverse.  The  issue  is  struck 
with  a  high  jarotective  rim,  reminiscent  somewhat  of  N-16  (the 
15-Star  issue),  but,  unlike  N-16,  the  dies  are  properly  aligned,  with 
parallel  faces,  so  the  rim  height  is  evenly  distributed  around  the 
coin.

25  1820  N-13.  MS-63.  A  very  pleasing  specimen  with  needle-sharp  de¬ 

tails  in  all  areas.  Rich  glossy  brown  surfaces,  lustrous.  The  obverse 
stars  and  date  are  connected  by  a  series  of  breaks  (see  footnote  to 
preceding  lot).  This  issue  is  not  rare,  but  it  is  certainly  beautiful. 
A  coin  for  the  connoisseur.

24  1818  N-10.  MS-60  to  63.  A  beautiful  coin,  possibly  from  the  Ran¬ 

dall  Hoard,  with  the  obverse  being  light  brown  and  gunmetal  blue. 
The  stars  and  date  are  connected  by  die  breaks,  a  curious  hallmark 
of  this  variety  (see  footnote).  The  reverse  is  a  lighter  brown  color 
with  suggestions  of  original  mint  red.  A  few  trivial  marks  are  seen 
beneath  O  of  ONE.  A  nice  piece  for  type  or  variety. 

Interestingly,  the  series  of  circular  die  breaks  on  the  obverse  seen  on  1818  N-10  is  repeat¬ 
ed  on  the  following  lot,  1820  N-13.  This  pattern  of  die  breaks  indicates  that  the  stars 
punched  along  the  border  weakened  the  die  metal  at  that  point,  causing  breakage. 


26  1820  N-13.  MS-63.  Another  attractive  example  of  the  variety.  The 
obverse  and  reverse  are  mostly  light  brown  with  hints  of  olive  and 
with  some  isolated  tinges  of  original  mint  color. 

27  1820  N-13.  MS-60.  A  final  specimen  of  this  die  variety.  This  issue 
is  not  as  well  struck  as  the  preceding  and  exhibits  some  flatness 
at  the  left  obverse  stars.  Medium  brown  coloration. 
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28  1823  restrike.  AU-55  or  finer.  Olive-brown  surfaces,  iridescent,  with 

tinges  of  "mint"  red.  From  a  late  state  of  the  dies,  with  cracks  on 
the  obverse  and  reverse,  and  with  die  rust  particularly  evident  with¬ 
in  the  wreath  on  the  reverse.  Probably  struck  during  the  late  19th 
century. 

As  this  is  a  private  production  made  outside  of  the  mint,  it  may  not  be  appropriate 
to  say  that  it  has  tinges  of  "mint"  lustre!  As  did  certain  other  coinage  dies,  the  dies  used 
to  strike  the  obverse  of  an  1823  cent  and  the  reverse  of  an  earlier  dated  piece  fell  into 
private  hands,  probably  having  been  disposed  of  as  "scrap  metal"  by  the  Mint.  Restrikes 
were  made  in  silver  and  copper  on  a  number  of  occasions  during  the  19th  century.

29  1840  N-5.  Large  Date.  MS-65.  A  blazing  gem  specimen  with  virtu¬ 

ally  full  original  mint  red,  just  beginning  to  tone  at  the  borders. 
The  finest  we  have  ever  seen  of  the  issue  and,  for  that  matter,  cer¬ 


tainly  one  of  the  finest  in  existence  of  any  cent  of  this  era.  A  truly 
amazing  coin  which  should  be  a  highlight  in  the  cabinet  of  its  next 
owner.

30  1844  N-8.  Proof-64  or  finer.  A  super  Gem  Proof  with  bright  origi¬ 

nal  mint  red  just  beginning  to  tone.  Sharply  struck  in  all  areas  and 
with  a  partial  wire  rim  on  the  reverse.  This  piece  is  certainly  one 
of  the  very  finest  known  of  the  relatively  few  surviving  Proofs  bear¬ 
ing  this  date. 

The  number  of  authentic  Proofs  among  large  cents  of  the  1817-1857  era  is  considerably 
smaller  than  the  literature  would  indicate,  for  time  and  time  again  pieces  described  as 
"Proof"  have  been  simply  wishful  thinking  and  have  represented  coins  which  were  bur¬ 
nished  or  polished  years  ago,  and  since  retoned,  or  pieces  which  are  business  strikes 
but  with  some  prooflike  surface. 

About  TO  years  ago,  one  of  our  clients,  Warren  Snow,  of  Binghamton,  New  York,  un¬ 


dertook  a  study  of  Proof  large  cents.  His  first  effort  was  to  review  catalogues  of  principal 
sales.  This  went  on  quite  smoothly,  until  Mr.  Snow  chanced  to  see  a  catalogue  issued 
in  the  1950s,  describing  the  cabinet  of  a  well-known  large  cent  collector,  and  constituting 
an  offering  punctuated  with  a  number  of  Proofs.  Some  of  these  Proofs  were  not  Proofs, 
it  turned  out,  but  had  polished  surfaces  or  prooflike  surfaces.  Somewhat  disillusioned, 
Mr.  Snow  then  decided  to  scrap  his  review  of  historical  literature,  considering  it  at  that 
point  to  be  rather  meaningless,  and  to  proceed  by  examing  collections  in  person.  This 
was  much  more  difficult  to  do,  and  a  smaller  number  of  coins  could  be  surveyed,  but 
the  results  were  more  conclusive.  It  was  his  feeling  that  fewer  than  half  of  the  large  cents 
described  as  "Proof"  in  earlier  catalogues  actually  were  Proofs,  and  among  large  cents 
of  the  1817-1830  era,  far,  far  fewer  than  half  were  truly  Proofs. 
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31  1850  N-7.  MS-60.  Reddish  brown  surfaces.

32  1853  N-15  or  similar.  MS-65.  A  blazing,  dazzling  gem  coin  virtual¬

While  not  rare  in  lower  grades,  in 
the  condition  here  offered  the  coin  is  indeed  a  landmark,  a  major 
rarity  of  a  quality  such  that  many  years  may  elapse  before  another 
crosses  the  auction  block.

38  1856  Flying  Eagle.  Proof-63.  A  glittering  beautiful  specimen  of  this, 

one  of  the  most  famous  of  all  American  coins.  The  surfaces  are  a 
rich  gold  color  with  hints  of  blue  and  iridescence.  Each  feature  is 
exceedingly  sharply  struck.  Overall  the  coin  possesses  great  aes¬ 
thetic  appeal  and  certainly  is  in  the  top  5%  quality-wise  of  all  known 
specimens.  Here  is  still  another  coin  for  the  connoisseur. 

Approximately  600  business  strike  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents  were  made  in  the  year  in¬ 
dicated  for  distribution  to  congressmen,  newspaper  editors,  and  others  of  influence,  to 
acquaint  them  with  the  proposed  new  copper-nickel  cent  of  reduced  weight  and  diameter. 
The  issue  proved  to  be  popular,  and  by  1859  examples  were  bringing  $2  as  collector's 
items,  at  a  time  when  numismatics  was  in  its  infancy  in  this  country.  The  Mint  struck 
additional  specimens,  most  or  all  of  which  were  Proofs,  and  distributed  them  through 
dealers  and  others  with  connections.  The  total  mintage  figure  for  the  1856  Flying  Eagle 
cent  is  not  known,  nor  will  it  ever  be,  but  somewhere  in  the  range  of  1,600  to  1,800  may 
a  good  guess. 

Today,  relatively  few  high-grade  Proofs  survive.  A  number  of  these  trace  their  recent 
pedigrees  to  the  estate  of  John  Beck  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  which  was  disposed 
of  by  Abner  Kreisberg  and  Jerry  Cohen  years  ago.  It  is  to  the  credit  of  these  gentlemen 
that  hundreds  of  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents  were  parcelled  out  over  a  period  of  time  with¬ 
out  adversely  affecting  the  market  price. 

The  1856  has  always  been  one  of  the  great  classics  in  American  numismatics,  and  any¬ 
one  preparing  a  list  of  the  100  most  famous  United  States  coins  would  certainly  include 
this  issue. 


Rare  1857  Proof  Flying  Eagle  Cent 


39-  1857  Proof-63.  Sharply  struck,  with  "square"  rim,  and  mirror  fields. 

A  superb  specimen  of  a  great  rarity.  It  is  believed  that  fewer  than 
50  Proofs  survive  of  this  issue,  and  only  at  infrequent  intervals  does 
an  example  cross  the  auction  block.  This  piece  from  the  Saunders 
Collection  has  been  off  the  market  for  generations  and  will  undoubt¬ 
edly  meet  an  enthusiastic  reception  from  present  bidders.

A  very  nice  example  of 
an  issue  which  is  only  occasionally  seen  in  Proof  state.  It  may  have 
been  the  case  that  just  80  were  struck.

only  by  a  few  microscopic  flecks.  Attractive  light  golden  surfaces 
similar  to  the  other  copper-nickel  Proofs  offered  here.

42  1859  Proof-63.  A  superb  specimen  acquired  as  part  of  the  Saun¬ 

ders  Collection  generations  ago.  A  prize  for  the  connoisseur. 


43  1860  Proof-63  or  finer.  A  superb  specimen. 

Among  various  "sleepers"  in  the  current  market,  few  areas  are  more  outstanding  in 
this  regard  than  Proof  Indian  cents.  Years  ago,  going  back  to  the  1950s,  such  pieces  were 
in  great  demand.  Most  of  the  issues,  especially  those  dated  prior  to  1879,  are  fairly  scarce 
in  higher  grades  of  Proofs  preservation,  with  some  of  them  being  actually  quite  rare. 

Since  the  1950s,  there  has  been  a  great  penchant  for  cleaning  and  dipping  coins  of 
all  kinds,  under  the  misguided  theory  that  "brilliant  is  best."  This  has  been  encouraged 
by  many  advertisements  for  various  potions  and  lotions  claiming  to  improve  the  bril¬ 
liance,  ergo  the  value,  by  their  use.  Of  course,  just  the  opposite  happens— and  the  result 
is  an  unsightly  coin  which,  in  the  bronze  series,  may  never  regain  the  desirability  that 
an  uncleaned  piece  has.  All  of  this  adds  up  to  the  situation  that  Proof  Indian  cent  issues 
which  were  scarce  several  decades  are  much  scarcer,  even  rarer,  today. 

The  present  catalogue  offers  many  opportunities  to  acquire  pristine  pieces  which  were 
put  away  many  years  ago  and  which  are  of  a  quality  seldom  encountered. 


44  1860  Proof-63.  A  splendid,  pristine  specimen  of  excellent  quality. 

Very  scarce  so  fine. 


46  1861  MS-64  or  finer.  A  sharp  strike,  well  defined,  with  satiny,  gold¬ 

en,  lustrous  fields,  almost  as  if  the  piece  were  made  for  presena- 
tion  purposes.  A  true  numismatic  delight.  And,  more  good  news:

58  1868  Proof-64.  A  Proof  cent  of  exceptional  quality.  Worthy  of  a  gener¬ 

ous  bid. 


59  1869  Proof-63.  A  splendid  piece  with  nearly  full  original  mint  bril¬ 

liance  just  beginning  to  tone,  especially  on  the  reverse. 


53  1864  With  L  on  Ribbon.  MS-60.  Reddish  brown  surfaces, 
predominantly  original  mint  red.  A  classic  among  Indian  cent 
scarcities. 

54  1865  Proof-60/63.  Still  another  pristine  coin  of  a  quality  seldom  seen. 
A  few  flecks  keep  this  out  of  a  higher  category,  but  we  have  no 
doubt  that  some  observers  would  readily  call  this  Proof-63  or  even 
finer.  In  any  event,  call  it  as  you  wish,  here  is  an  outstanding  piece. 


60  1870  Proof-63.  A  gorgeous  specimen  with  golden  and  iridescent 

coloration.

Brown  toning  with  tinges  of  mint  red,  all  overlaid  with  a  whisper 
of  electric  blue. 


61  1870  Proof-63.  Another  example,  this  one  with  original  orange-red 

coloration  just  beginning  to  tone. 
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62  1871  Proof-63.  Mostly  bright  golden  color,  just  beginning  to  tone 

a  natural  light  brown.  A  very  attractive  example  which,  like  others 
in  this  section,  is  of  far  above  average  quality. 


63  1872  Proof-63.  A  splendid  example  of  this  highly  prized  date.  The 

surface  coloration  is  quite  similar  to  the  preceding. 

The  reverse  die  is  unusual  and  has  been  described  earlier  in  our  catalogues.  The  right 
arm  of  the  T  in  CENT  is  very  heavy,  and  is  in  high  relief  on  the  coin.  It  could  have  been 
that  it  was  strengthened  by  using  a  small  triangular-shaped  punch.  In  any  event,  the 
die  is  quite  distinct.  The  same  reverse  die  was  used  for  coining  various  later-dated  Proof 
Indian  cents  as  well.

With  regular  reverse,  not  the  Reverse  of  1872.  This  "regular  reverse"  has  its  own  charac¬ 
teristics,  including  traces  of  die  flaking  within  the  upper  part  of  the  E  in  ONE.  Under 
magnification  other  differences  can  be  noted  as  well.  This  "regular  reverse"  was  con¬ 
tinued  in  use  through  1884,  after  which,  beginning  in  1885— at  least  as  evidenced  by  coins 
in  the  present  collection  sampled— a  new  reverse  was  employed,  the  new  reverse  having 
the  inscription  ONE  CENT  in  slightly  lower  relief  than  in  the  preceding,  and  without 
traces  of  flaking  within  certain  letters.  The  writer  suspects  that,  as  in  the  case  of  the  earlier- 
described  1877  cents,  more  than  one  reverse  may  have  been  used  in  certain  years,  and 
there  may  be  overlapping.  All  of  this,  of  course,  is  exceedingly  unimportant  in  the  scheme 
of  the  universe,  but  it  is  an  interesting  point. 


70  1878  Proof-63.  A  pleasing  coin  with  attractive  golden-brown  surfaces. 

Regular  reverse,  as  on  all  to  follow  through  1884. 
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71  Group  of  Proof  Indian  cents.  Acquired  generations  ago  by  Mr.  Saun¬ 
ders  and  consisting  of  one  of  each  date  from  1879  through  1889  in¬

The  1864  Small  Motto  two- 
cent  piece  is  elusive  in  all  grades,  and  in  the  higher  levels  of  Mint 
State  the  pieces  can  be  described  as  a  rarity.  Indeed,  the  Guide  Book 
of  United  States  Coins  does  not  price  it  above  MS-63.

surfaces.  Scarce  so  fine.

83  1864  Large  Motto.  Large  Date  over  Small  Date.  A  curious  variety 
which,  under  magnification,  exhibits  traces  of  a  previous  date,  es¬ 
pecially  by  the  digits  18,  in  smaller  and  more  delicate  figures, 
punched  too  high  on  the  coin.  Beneath  this  early  "Small  Date"  is 
a  regular-sized  date  in  the  normal  position.  AU-55  to  MS-60. 

In  his  monograph.  The  Two-Cent  Piece  and  Varieties,  Myron  M.  Kliman  under  listings 
for  the  year  1864,  No.  20,  describes  a  variety  as  having  a  recut  1  and  8,  which  was  subse¬ 
quently  overpunched  in  1865  to  create  an  overdate  (his  1865  die  No.  2).  However,  the  Kli¬ 
man  description  for  No.  20  of  1864  apparently  refers  to  a  different  die  from  that  used  here. 

84  1865  Proof-60/63.  A  few  flecks  keep  this  out  the  Proof-64  or  65  class. 
Attractive  reddish-brown  surfaces. 


85  1866  Proof-63.  Gorgeous  reddish-brown  surfaces.  Another  superb 

specimen  from  an  old-time  collection. 


86  1867  Proof-63.  Still  another  gorgeous  coin,  this  one  with  toning  simi¬ 

lar  to  the  last. 

As  a  class,  Proof  two-cent  pieces  are  very  elusive  in  higher  grades.  Putting  together 
a  set  of  Proof  two-cent  pieces  in  what  we  call  Proof-63  or  finer  would  be  quite  a  challenge 
and  might  well  take  several  years  to  do.

Rather, 
these  marks  were  on  the  original  planchet  before  the  piece  was  struck,  but  the  striking 
pressure  did  not  completely  obliterate  them.  We  mention  this  as  an  interesting  technical 
note.  In  actuality,  the  marks  are  scarcely  visible  and,  as  stated,  magnification  is  needed 
to  see  them.

A  few  microscopic  flecks  from  Proof-65  or  a  higher 
grade.  Like  the  other  pieces  offered  here,  this  is  far  above  average 
in  quality. 

101  1875  MS-63.  Very  scarce,  indeed  rare,  as  a  business  strike.  A  sharp 
and  lustrous  piece.

105  1879  value  of  Proof-64  or  so,  but  actually  Proof-65  with  the  merest 
planchet  flake  on  the  obverse  to  the  right  of  OF.  Bright  surfaces. 
Well  struck.  And  a  pleasing  example  of  this  scarce  date. 


106  1880  MS-64.  A  lustrous,  frosty  business  strike,  far  scarcer  than  a 
Proof  in  terms  of  surviving  examples.  Quite  scarce.  One  of  just 
21,000  business  strikes  made. 

Although  Proofs  were  deliberately  saved,  and  a  fair  percentage  of  Proofs  originally  made 
still  survive  today,  the  saving  of  a  business  strike  in  Uncirculated  grade  was  merely  a 
matter  of  chance.  As  a  result,  there  are  numerous  issues  in  various  series  in  the  1880s 
which  in  Uncirculated  form  are  far  rarer  than  Proof  strikings. 


107  1881  Proof-65.  Attractive  light  gray  toning. 

108  1881.  Value  of  Proof-60  or  so,  but  actually  Proof-64  or  even  finer, 
but  with  several  substantial  oxidation  spots  on  the  rims,  particu¬ 
larly  on  the  reverse.

The 
1882  is  a  very  popular  issue,  not  because  it  is  rare  in  Proof  grade, 
but  because  it  is  rare  as  a  date  for  relatively  few  were  minted  for 
general  circulation. 


Ill  1882  MS-64  to  65.  A  sharply  struck  and  very  frosty  business  strike. 
Far  rarer  than  a  Proof.  A  piece  which  the  coinnoisseur  will  ap¬ 
preciate.

1886 
is  one  of  the  most  desired  dates  in  the  series,  for  it  is  a  member 
of  the  elite  Proof-only  grouping.  No  related  business  strikes  were 
made  of  this  date. 


Silver  Three-Cent  Pieces 


Sharp  1851-0  Silver  Three-Cent  Piece 


119  1851-0  MS-63.  A  sharp  specimen  with  some  traces  of  prooflike  sur¬ 
faces.  Brilliant,  with  hints  of  iridescence.  Significant  as  the  only 
branch  mint  coin  of  the  denomination,  and  also  as  the  issue  with 
by  far  the  lowest  mintage  of  the  Type  I,  minted  from  1851  through 
1853. 

We  recommend  the  series  of  silver  three-cent  pieces  to  prospective  collectors,  for  it 
is  a  series  which  has  the  appeal  of  offering  a  continuous  string  of  dates,  no  "impossible" 
rarities,  and  a  pleasing  situation  that  on  today's  market  many  of  the  scarcer  issues  are 
,  priced  simply  as  "types,"  without  regard  to  their  status  of  being  rarer  than  some  of  the 
others.  Apropos  of  this  is  the  1851-0  piece  offered  here,  which  is  at  least  20  times  rarer 
than  the  1852  silver  three-cent  piece,  but  which  sells  for  only  slightly  more.  In  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  the  present  writer,  there  is  something  exhilarating  about  buying  pieces  which  are 
undervalued,  for  everyone  likes  the  idea  of  gettting  a  bargain. 


116  1887/6  Overdate.  Proof-64.  A  glittering  specimen  of  the  only  over¬ 
date  in  the  nickel  three-cent  series. 

Although  market  values  do  not  reflect  this,  both  the  1887/6  and  the  regular  1887  Proof 
issues  are  quite  scarce.  The  total  mintage  was  just  2,960  for  the  pair,  one  of  the  lowest 
figures  of  the  era— and  this  figure  has  to  be  divided  between  two  different  varieties. 

For  the  past  decade  or  so,  market  values  have  been  skewed  toward  "types,"  with  the 
result  that  scarce  varieties  have  not  had  their  share  of  appreciation.  In  numismatics,  ev¬ 
ery  coin  eventually  has  its  due,  and  we  believe  that  sooner  or  later  a  lot  of  the  sleepers 
with  which  our  hobby  is  dotted  will  come  into  their  own  and  will  advance  sharply  in  price. 


117  1889  Proof  63  to  64.  Separated  from  a  higher  grade  by  a  few  flecks. 

118  1889  MS-64  to  65.  A  frosty  business  strike.  Last  year  of  the  nickel 
three-cent  piece. 


Another  1851-0  Issue 


120  1851-0  MS-63.  Another  example,  this  one  with  gorgeous  frosty  sur¬ 
faces,  separated  from  MS-65  by  a  tiny  obverse  fleck.  A  far  above 
average  example  of  this  highly-prized  New  Orleans  coin. 


121  1852  MS-63.  A  frosty  specimen  with  a  whisper  of  light  natural 
toning. 

122  1852  MS-60  to  63.  Attractive  light  toning. 
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Scarce  1854  Silver  3c 


Rare  Business  Strike  1863 


123  1854  MS-64.  Brilliant,  frosty  surfaces.  Very  scarce  in  this  grade.  The 
1854  has  added  desirability  as  the  first  year  of  the  1854-1858  de¬ 
sign  type. 


124  1856  MS-63.  Frosty  surfaces  with  just  a  hint  of  light  natural  ton¬ 
ing.  Very  elusive  in  this  grade. 


128  1863  MS-63.  A  business  strike,  not  a  Proof,  with  much  mint  frost, 
intermixed  with  a  couple  patches  of  Proof  surface.  Deeply  struck. 
The  rarity  of  this  business  strike  cannot  be  overemphasized,  for 
it  is  true  that  probably  no  more  than  a  few  dozen  equivalent  ex¬ 
amples  exist  in  all  of  numismatics.  Here  is  a  prize  the  connoisseur 
will  recognize  and  for  which  he  or  she  will— or  at  least  should— bid 
liberally!

129  1864  Proof-64.  A  brilliant  specimen  with  just  a  suggestion  of  light 
gray  toning.  1864  is  one  of  the  most  highly  prized  dates  in  the  se¬ 
ries.  Just  470  Proofs  were  struck  during  this  Civil  War  year,  and 
probably  no  more  than  a  couple  hundred  can  be  traced  today.  Of 
these,  few  can  equal  the  quality  of  the  piece  here  offered. 


Scarce  1859  Proof 


125  1859  Proof-63.  A  beautiful  specimen  with  electric  blue  and  gray  ton¬ 
ing.  Very  scarce.  Although  a  mintage  figure  of  800  pieces  is  given 
for  Proofs  of  this  year,  we  doubt  if  as  many  as  half  that  quantity 
actually  saw  distribution,  and  probably  no  more  than  a  couple  hun¬ 
dred  survive  today,  most  of  which  are  substantially  less  in  quality 
than  the  piece  offered  here.  The  1859  has  added  desirability  as  be¬ 
ing  the  first  year  of  the  1859-1873  design  type. 


126  1860  MS-63.  Frosty  surfaces  with  a  hint  of  light  toning. 

127  1862  MS-60  to  63.  Deeply  struck  and  with  a  high  rim.  Attractive 
or  iridescent  surfaces. 


1865  Business  Strike  Rarity 


130  1865  MS-64.  A  business  strike,  not  a  Proof,  with  lustrous,  frosty 
surfaces.  Some  evidence  of  die  clash  marks  are  seen,  caused  by 
the  dies  coming  together  earlier  without  an  intervening  planchet. 

In  business  strike  form,  the  1865  silver  three-cent  piece  is  a  prime 
rarity.  Just  8,000  business  strikes  were  minted,  and  most  of  these 
were  never  released.  Once  this  piece  is  sold,  it  may  be  years  be¬ 
fore  a  comparable  piece  crosses  the  auction  block  in  one  of  our  sales. 
(Yes,  we  said  years.) 

131  1866  Proof-60  or  finer.  Very  sharply  struck.  Another  key  date. 

132  1867  Proof-63.  Pleasing  light  gray  toning.  Another  important  date. 
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133  1868  Proof-63  or  finer.  A  glittering,  splendid  specimen  of  a  quality 
which  would  be  difficult  to  improve  upon. 


Remarkable  1869  Business  Strike 


134  1869  MS-64.  A  business  strike,  not  a  Proof,  with  frosty  surfaces. 
Well  struck.  A  remarkable  coin  of  exceeding  rarity,  another  coin 
which  is  sufficiently  elusive  that  a  period  of  years  may  elapse  be¬ 
fore  we  have  a  chance  to  present  another.  We  doubt  if  more  than 
a  dozen  other  examples  exist  in  numismatics.  Proofs  are  available 
in  proportion  to  their  mintage,  but  business  strikes,  of  which  just 
4,500  were  minted,  are  another  thing  entirely.  It  is  presumed  that 
most  were  melted  and  never  released,  and  of  the  few  that  were 
released,  probably  no  more  than  a  half  dozen  to  a  dozen  were  saved 
at  the  time.  A  simple  incredible  coin  that  will  delight  the  knowing 
buyer. 


135  1870  Proof-63.  Iridescent  surfaces.  A  scarce  issue  which  for  all  prac¬ 
tical  purposes  might  as  well  be  a  Proof-only  issue,  for  like  other 
dates  after  the  early  1860s,  although  there  were  some  business 
strikes  minted,  business  strikes  today  are  nearly  as  rare  as  the 
proverbial  hen's  teeth. 


136  1871  Proof-63.  Bright  surfaces.  A  splendid  coin. 

137  1872  Proof-63  obverse,  Proof-60  reverse,  the  reverse  being  down¬ 
graded  slightly  because  of  a  rim  defect.  The  obverse  is  brilliant, 
while  the  reverse  shows  light  gray  toning. 

138  1873  Proof-60  to  63.  Light  gray  toning.  A  sharp  and  quite  attractive 
example  of  the  last  year  of  the  silver  three-cent  series.  A  Proof-only 
issue;  no  examples  were  made  for  general  circulation.

The  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  suggests  that  somewhat  over  125  pieces  of  this 
issue  were  struck,  while  other  estimates  have  been  in  the  175  range  (Walter  Breen).  How¬ 
ever,  the  present  writer  believes  that  the  number  is  closer  to  500  coins,  as  evidenced  by 
the  frequency  of  auction  and  private  sale  transactions,  which  indicates  that  several  doz¬ 
en  pieces  change  hands  each  year,  something  which  would  not  be  the  case  if  only  125 
were  minted.  The  discussion  is  perhaps  moot,  for  the  desirability  of  the  1866  Proof  Shield 
nickel  is  unquestioned,  for  it  is  the  first  issue  in  the  Shield  series  and  is  the  only  issue 
of  the  two  dates  with  the  With  Rays  reverse  generally  available  in  Proof  (for  the  1867 
version  is  an  extreme  rarity). 

Years  ago,  what  we  now  call  as  the  "With  Rays"  variety  was  called  the  "Stars  and  Bars" 
variety,  although  we  suppose  that  "Stars  and  Stripes"  might  have  been  more  appropri¬ 
ate  and  at  least  in  keeping  with  our  flag. 


140  1868  Proof-64.  Brilliant  surfaces.  A  far  above  average  example. 

The  style  Without  Rays  as  first  minted  in  1867— and  continued  through  the  Shield  se¬ 
ries  in  1883. 


141  1869  Proof-63.  Brilliant.  Another  pleasing  coin. 

142  1870  MS-63.  Frosty,  lustrous  surfaces.  Delicate  golden  toning  is  just 
beginning  to  form. 

Under  magnification  a  delicate  tracery  of  die  breaks  can  be  seen,  in  roughly  circular 
form,  around  the  border  of  the  obverse  motif. 


143  1871  Proof-63.  Brilliant  with  just  a  whisper  of  light  toning.  The 
desirability  of  the  1871  Proof  is  enhanced  by  the  low-related  busi¬ 
ness  strike  mintage.  It  is  significant  to  mention  that  the  Guide  Book 
of  United  States  Coins  prices  an  1871  nickel  five-cent  piece  at  $30  in 
just  Good  grade.

Although  48,000  business  strikes  were  minted  of  this  issue,  in  practice,  actual  busi¬ 
ness  strike  examples  are  few  and  far  between,  even  in  well  worn  grades,  never  mind 
Mint  State.  The  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  prices  the  piece  at  $175  in  just  Good 
grade,  and  in  MS-60  preservation  the  value  is  $1,500.  The  piece  is  not  catalogued  in  higher 
business  state  grades  such  as  this. 

It  is  presumed  that  most  pieces  minted  during  the  Civil  War,  but  after  specie  payments 
were  suspended,  went  to  the  melting  pot  and  were  never  released.

The  1838-0  dime  in  Uncirculated  grade  is  at  least  several  dozen 
times  rarer  than  its  Philadelphia  Mint  design  counterpart.  Only  a 
very  few  1838-0  dimes  exist  in  grades  above  MS-60. 

The  1838-0  dimes,  coined  during  the  first  year  of  operation  of  the  New  Orleans  Mint, 
did  not  attract  the  attention  of  collectors  at  the  time.  The  number  of  numismatists  in 
the  United  States  desiring  such  a  coin  at  the  time  of  issue  could  be  counted  on  the  fingers 
of  one  hand.  Accordingly,  the  pieces  slipped  into  circulation.  Decades  later,  when  col¬ 
lecting  them  became  popular.  Mint  State  pieces  had  vanished  for  the  most  part.

A  splendid  coin  for  the  type  set  owner,  to  illustrate  the  first  year 
of  the  with-arrows  motif.

Just  11,000  coins 
were  minted  for  circulation,  and  of  that  number  only  a  handful 
survive  in  Mint  State.  Still  another  prize  for  the  connoisseur  and 
specialist.

A  superb  ex¬ 
ample  of  one  of  the  most  important  of  all  branch  mint  Liberty  Seated 
dimes.  Indeed,  the  coin  catalogues  $2,750  in  just  MS-60  grade  in 
the  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins. 


Although  50,000  1870-S  dimes  were  minted,  apparently  only  a 
few  were  saved  in  Mint  State.  Now  that  this  and  the  Norweb  Col¬ 
lection  (October  1987)  coins  have  been  presented  for  sale,  it  may 
be  many  years  until  another  example  crosses  the  auction  block.

A  su¬ 
perb  piece  which  because  of  the  condition  alone  is  a  prize,  but 
which  has  an  added  cachet  because  of  the  arrows  feature,  for  ar¬ 
rows  were  used  on  this  type  only  in  1873  and  1874.

200  1876-CC  MS-64.  Deeply  struck,  with  the  features  seemingly  in 
higher  relief  than  usual.  Lustrous  fields,  brilliant  on  the  reverse, 
but  with  gunmetal  blue  and  iridescent  toning  on  the  obverse,  par¬ 
ticularly  around  the  border. 

Under  magnification,  the  central  figure  is  seen  to  have  been  struck 
from  a  rusted  die.  The  reason  for  this  is  not  clear,  but  it  is  worth 
mentioning,  for  of  such  things  editorial  notes  or  even  articles  in 
The  Gobrecht  journal  are  made!  An  examination  under  magnifica¬ 
tion  of  the  reverse  shows  that  the  dies  for  this  were  somewhat  peb¬ 
bly  also,  but  not  with  the  rust  seen  on  the  obverse. 

The  explanation  for  this  could  be  one  of  several  possibilities.  First, 
the  pair  of  dies  could  have  been  kept  in  damp  circumstances,  not 
a  particularly  likely  event  at  the  arid  location  of  Carson  City,  but 
still  possible.  External  atmosphere  aside,  the  dies  could  have  been 
packed  in  wet  cloth  or  in  a  sealed  container  which  exacerbated  the 
dampness. 

Another  possibility  is  that  the  dies  could  have  been  stored  for 
a  long  period  of  time,  then  used  at  a  later  date,  for  the  Carson  City 
Mint  was  in  operation  through  1893.  There  is  no  record  of  any  autho¬ 
rized  Carson  City  dime  coinage  in  the  1890s,  but  that  is  not  to  say 
that  such  could  not  have  happened. 

A  third  possibility  is  that  the  piece  may  have  been  a  restrike  pro¬ 
duced  at  a  later  date.  That  "unusual"  1876-CC  dimes  are  made  is 
evidenced  by  the  existence  of  an  1876-CC  dime  in  copper,  although 
probably  not  from  the  same  dies  as  this,  or  at  least  not  in  such  an 
advanced  state. 

Our  own  feeling  is  that  this  is  indeed  a  regular  business  strike, 
made  during  the  normal  course  of  production  at  Carson  City,  prob¬ 
ably  in  or  about  the  date  indicated,  but  from  dies  which  had  been 
improperly  stored.  In  any  event,  it  is  worthy  of  more  than  a  pass¬ 
ing  glance  by  the  Liberty  Seated  specialist,  for  between  its  surfaces 
it  seems  to  have  a  story  to  tell.

204  1897  Proof-64  or  finer.  A  gem  specimen  with  delicate  champagne 
toning.  Quality  such  as  this  is  rarely  seen.  One  of  just  731  Proofs 
struck,  the  lowest  Proof  mintage  since  the  beginning  of  the  series 
in  1902,  a  low  mintage  record  which  would  stand  until  1904  (dur¬ 
ing  which  year  just  670  Proofs  were  made).

IMPORTANT  NOTE  concerning  diameters.  Readers  who  acquired  a  copy  of  our  Nor- 
web  Collection  catalogue  (October  1987)  may  have  noticed  an  "essay"  on  coin  diameters, 
"Narrow  Mill,"  "Medium  Mill,"  "Broad  Mill,"  which  appeared  under  our  discussion  of 
half  eagles  dated  in  the  1840s. 

Relevant  to  the  series  now  being  offered,  that  of  20-cent  pieces,  for  a  number  of  years 


the  writer  has  noted  that  1875-S  coins  sometimes  (always?)  come  with  wider  rims  than 
do  other  issues.  Taking  out  a  pair  of  calipers,  we  have  measured  the  20-cent  pieces  in 
the  present  sale,  to  find  that,  indeed,  the  1875-S  coins  are  of  significantly  larger  diameter, 
enough  so  that  perhaps  someone  may  want  to  call  them  "Broad"  or  "Wide  Planchet," 
or  something  similar.  To  be  specific,  the  measurements  of  the  20-cent  pieces  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  sale,  preceded  by  the  lot  numbers,  are  as  follows:

As  a  suggestion  for  anyone  interested  in  such  things,  it  seems  to  the  present  writer 
that  the  diameters  of  United  States  coins  represent  a  subject  which  has  scarcely  been 
touched  upon  so  far  as  research  is  concerned.  The  diameters  of  such  pieces  depends, 
of  course,  upon  the  diameter  of  the  opening  in  the  restraining  collar  (applicable  only 
in  coins  struck  in  closed  collars).

Over  a  period  of  many  years  we  have  seen  the  popularity  of  the  low-mintage  quarter 
dollars  and  half  dollars  of  this  era  rise.  Never  has  the  interest  in  such  pieces  been 
diminished,  for  the  tantalizing  low  overall  production  figures  have  made  this  a  collec¬ 
tors'  favorite.  The  typical  challenge  is  to  put  together  a  set  of  quarter  dollars  or  half  dol¬ 
lars  commencing  with  1879  and  continuing  through  the  end  of  the  Liberty  Seated  series 
in  1891. 

The  rarity  of  quarters  and  half  dollars  of  this  era  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  under 
the  Bland  Allison  Act  of  1878,  the  Treasury  Department  was  compelled  to  purchase  mil¬ 
lions  of  ounces  of  silver  and  convert  it  to  coins.  This  was  done,  and  tremendous  silver 
dollars  were  produced.  In  the  meantime,  production  of  quarter  dollars,  the  next  two 
highest  silver  denominations,  was  neglected.

It  is  believed  that  the  first 
year  saw  the  minting  of  just  80  silver  Proof  sets,  most  if  not  all  of  which  were  distribut¬ 
ed.  Today,  probably  fewer  than  fifty  1858  Proof  half  dollars  remain. 

Here  commences  an  illustrious  offering  of  early  Proof  half  dollars  put  together  genera¬ 
tions  ago  by  Mr.  Saunders.  Although  the  descriptions  speak  for  themselves  in  each  in¬ 
stance  to  follow,  in  general  the  coins  have  absolutely  gorgeous  toning  and  are  of  the  aes¬ 
thetic  that  is  typically  encountered  only  when  great  cabinets  are  dispersed.  Once  again, 
opportunity  is  the  word.  We  urge  prospective  buyers  to  bid  liberally,  for  quality  of  this 
high  level  is  sufficiently  elusive  that,  technical  grades  aside,  from  an  aesthetic  viewpoint, 
probably  not  one  in  10  or  20  surviving  examples  of  any  given  date  of  the  following  Proofs 
is  as  nice  as  these.

Mintage 
figures  must  be  taken  with  a  large  grain  of  salt,  for  at  the  time  specie  (silver  and  gold) 
payments  were  suspended,  and  coins  that  were  minted  went  into  Treasury  vaults,  from 
which  some  were  exported,  and  many  others  were  melted.  The  rarity  of  Uncirculated 
business  strikes  in  this  era  is  just  beginning  to  be  appreciated,  and  a  survey  of  auction 
records  and  sale  appearances  will  reveal  that  among  numerous  issues  with  "casual"  cat¬ 
alogue  values  there  are  some  world  class  rarities.

As  noted  earlier  in  our  discussion  of  quarters,  beginning  in  1879,  in  the  quarter  and 
half  dollar  series,  mintages  were  very  low.  At  the  time  the  Philadelphia  Mint  was  preoc¬ 
cupied  with  the  striking  of  record  numbers  of  Morgan  silver  dollars  in  compliance  with 
the  Bland-Allison  Act,  so  the  next  two  highest  silver  denominations,  the  quarter  and 
half  dollar,  remained  on  the  sidelines  for  the  next  decade.  It  has  been  a  popular  pursuit 
to  assemble  sets  of  quarters  and  half  dollars  beginning  with  1879  and  continuing  through 
1891.  In  the  half  dollar  series,  such  a  set  contains  key  issues,  pieces  which  have  low  related 
business  strike  mintages.  The  present  auction  affords  an  important  opportunity  in  this 
regard.

Very  few 
business  strikes  were  set  aside,  for  Proofs  were  considered  to  be  "better"  than  business 
strikes.  Today,  numismatists  realize  that  Proofs  and  business  strikes  are  different  methods 
of  manufacture,  and  that  one  is  not  necessarily  "better"  or  "worse"  than  another.  In¬ 
deed,  certain  issues  can  be  common  in  Uncirculated  grade  and  rare  in  Proof  format,  or 
the  opposite  can  be  true,  a  coin  can  be  common  in  Proof  format  and  rare  in  Uncirculated 
form.

A  very  pleasing  coin  with  smooth, 
even  wear,  and  although  a  few  marks  are  evident,  as  is  normal  for 
the  grade,  the  piece  is  far  above  average  in  quality.  The  surfaces 
are  a  glossy  light  silver  gray.  Overall  the  piece  has  an  extraordi¬ 
nary  aesthetic  appeal. 

The  1794  silver  dollar  has  been  the  object  of  admiration  and  de¬ 
sire  for  nearly  as  long  as  American  coins  have  been  collected.  The 
number  minted  is  not  known  for  certain,  although  A  Guide  Book 
of  United  States  Coins  states  the  precise  figure  of  1,758,  a  figure  which 
is  reiterated  by  Scott's  Catalogue  and  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  Coins, 
1976  edition  (the  last  edition  published),  which  does,  however,  put 
their  figure  in  italics,  indicating  that  it  is  an  estimate  (something 
the  Guide  Book  does  not  do).  Our  footnote,  which  we  have  borrowed 
from  our  own  description  of  a  1794  silver  dollar  appearing  in  our 
recent  sale  of  the  Bebee  Collection  and  other  properties,  gives  fur¬ 
ther  information.  It  is  believed  that  perhaps  60  to  100  different  coins 
survive  today. 

One  of  the  finest  essays  in  print  on  the  subject  of  the  1794  silver  dollar  is  to  be  found 
in  a  book  which  has  been  overlooked  by  much  of  the  numismatic  fraternity:  Die  Varieties 
of  Early  United  States  Coins,  by  Robert  P.  Hilt  II,  1980.  The  writer  relates  that  by  October 
1794  an  estimated  5,574  silver  dollar  planchets  were  prepared  from  silver  refined  from 
a  deposit  of  69,692.4  ounces  of  silver,  taken  from  French  minor  coins,  made  by  the  Bank 
of  Maryland. 


Mr.  Hilt  writes  that  after  just  1,758  coins  were  struck  [the  published  total  mintage  fig¬ 
ure  for  the  date  as  given  in  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  and  other  standard  refer¬ 
ences],  the  dies  became  damaged  and  coinage  ceased.  The  pieces  from  this  initial  effort 
can  be  identified  today  by  having  stars  on  the  lower  left  obverse  well  struck,  and  well- 
struck  portions  of  the  corresponding  reverse  area. 

After  production  was  halted,  3,810  planchets  for  silver  dollars  were  still  available,  but 
the  dies  were  not  in  suitable  state,  nor  was  a  press  available  for  dollar  coinage.  By  May 
1795,  according  to  Mr.  Hilt,  a  newly  constructed  large  press  was  ready,  the  damaged 
1794-dated  die  combination  was  repaired  by  lapping  or  grinding  (thus  weakening  the 
design  at  the  lower  left  obverse  die  and  the  corresponding  areas  of  the  upper  left  reverse 
die),  and  some  3,810  coins,  all  dated  1794,  were  produced. 

The  same  author  posits  that  approximately  1,250  additional  1794-dollars  were  produced, 
some  of  which  were  not  released  but  were  used  as  planchets  for  making  later  1795-dated 
coins.  Combining  the  various  estimates,  Mr.  Hilt  comes  up  with  the  mintage  figure  of 
6,770  1794-dated  dollars  made.  He  suggests  that  approximately  105  coins  exist  today. 

The  final  word  on  1794  dollars  has  yet  to  be  written  although  Mr.  Hilt's  essay  does 
provide  food  for  thought.  To  the  present  cataloguer,  it  seems  more  logical  that  the  weak¬ 
ness  of  striking  seen  on  the  left  obverse  and  corresponding  part  of  the  reverse  may  have 
been  due  to  the  die  faces  not  being  parallel  to  each  other,  with  a  wider  separation  in 
the  weak  areas  noted  on  the  resultant  coins.  The  entire  structure  of  18th-  and  early  19th- 
century  Mint  production  figures  is  one  largely  composed  of  guesswork,  for  it  was  the 
Mint's  practice  to  keep  earlier-dated  dies  on  hand  until  they  wore  out,  and  thus  the  dates 
appearing  on  the  coins  do  not  conform  with  calendar  dates.  Complicating  the  situation 
is  the  fiscal  year  basis  of  accounting  used  by  the  Mint,  running  from  the  summer  of  one 
year  to  the  summer  of  the  next.

B-5  is  characterized  by  a  small  line  or,  as  Bolender  puts  it,  a  "bar"  extending  from  be¬ 
hind  the  hair  and  pointing  to  the  fifth  star.  The  reverse  has  13  berries,  divided  into  seven 
on  the  left  branch  and  six  on  the  right.

Some  evidence  of  contact  on  the  higher  points,  typical  of  the 
grade,  and  from  coin-to-coin  contact  in  a  bag,  separates  this  from 
an  even  higher  grade.  The  coloration  is  mostly  brilliant,  with  a  sug¬ 
gestion  of  light  gray  and  golden  toning.

The  piece  is  quite  well  struck,  far  above  aver¬ 
age.  A  few  light  mint-caused  adjustment  marks  can  be  seen  and 
are  not  unusual  for  the  issue.  Extending  from  near  the  center  of 
the  coin,  downward  through  the  neck  truncation,  through  the  right 
side  of  the  7,  continuing  to  the  denticles  is  a  die  break.  This  may 
be  one  of  just  two  specimens  known  to  exist  with  this  feature.  Apart 
from  that,  B-12  (without  the  die  break)  is  of  high  rarity.  Concern¬ 
ing  B-12a,  M.H.  Bolender  noted:  "The  author's  specimen  was  for¬ 
merly  in  the  great  Stickney  Collection,  Lot  807,  in  the  Stickney  Sale 
held  by  Henry  Chapman  in  1907.  Mr.  Chapman  there  described 
the  die  break.  No  other  specimen  has  been  found  bv  the  author.

373  1796  B-l.  Small  Date,  Small  Letters.  Value  of  VG-8  to  F-12,  but  more 
completely  described  as  VF-20,  but  with  a  depression  in  the  right 
obverse  field  caused  by  burnishing  away  what  must  have  been  a 
mark  or  scratch  of  some  kind,  and  on  the  reverse  fields,  on  the 
right  side  beneath  the  eagle,  a  similar  burnish  area  intended  to  re¬ 
move  a  scratch  in  the  form  of  the  letter  X,  which  is  still  partly  visi¬ 
ble.  The  piece  has  been  lightly  polished  overall  and  has  since  re¬ 
toned  a  rather  attractive  lilac  and  blue  color.  Here  is  a  piece  with 
a  "complicated  pricing  structure,"  one  which  cannot  be  conveniently 
evaluated  to  a  specific  technical  grade.  In-person  examination  is 
recommended. 

The  obverse  is  distinguished  by  having  the  last  two  digits  quite  close  together,  and 
with  two  points  of  the  first  star  touching  the  curl.  The  reverse  die  was  quite  durable  and 
lasted  through  marriages  with  six  different  obverses,  over  a  period  of  four  years,  includ¬ 
ing  1795  B-14,  1796  B-l  (here  offered),  1796  B-2,  1796  B-3,  1797  B-2,  and  1798  B-2!

What  Bolender  describes  as  "light  die  crack  from  milling  through  left  side  to  R  to  hair" 
has  developed  in  this  piece  to  a  fairly  large  break,  including  a  piece  out  of  the  die,  giving 
the  effect  of  a  triangular  "spike"  extending  from  the  top  of  Miss  Liberty's  hair. 


1836  Gobrecht  Silver  Dollar 


383  1836  Gobrecht  silver  dollar.  Name  on  base.  Starless  field.  Plain 
Edge.  Reverse  with  eagle  flying  amid  26  stars,  13  small  and  13  large. 
Proof-60.  Delicate  light  lilac  and  gray  toning.  A  very  nice  example 
of  the  issue. 

The  reverse  die  is  aligned  in  the  same  direction  as  the  obverse  die  (rather  than  180° 
apart),  but  not  quite,  as  the  eagle  is  flying  horizontally  rather  than  slightly  upward.  This 
is  believed  to  have  been  a  restrike  made  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  circa  1858-1860,  although 
more  information  is  needed  before  such  is  determined  with  finality.  In  general,  1836 
Gobrecht  dollars  of  this  variety  occur  in  the  following  form: 

1.  "Originals,"  with  the  obverse  and  reverse  dies  oriented  180°  apart,  as  on 
a  normal  coin. 

2.  Issues  of  March  31,  1837,  with  the  obverse  and  reverse  dies  oriented  in  the 
same  direction  (with  the  eagle  on  the  reverse  flying  upward,  and  with  the  in¬ 
scription  ONE  DOLLAR  at  the  bottom). 

3.  Restrikes  believed  to  be  circa  1858-1860,  with  the  reverse  die  oriented  nearly 
on  the  same  axis  as  the  obverse,  but  with  the  eagle  flying  horizontally  rather 
than  upward  at  an  angle. 

The  explanation  for  the  alignment  of  No.  3  above  may  be  provided  by  the  fact  that 
when  these  were  restruck  circa  1858,  if  indeed  they  were  restruck  then,  the  person  do¬ 
ing  the  restriking  did  not  know  that  on  the  originals  the  eagle  was  flying  upward.  In¬ 
stead,  he  noted  that  on  current  Flying  Eagle  cents,  then  being  minted,  the  eagle  was  fly¬ 
ing  horizontally— and  so  he  naturally  assumed  that  the  dollar  should  be  made  this  way 
as  well.  Of  course,  this  is  conjecture,  but  it  does  seem  logical,  especially  in  the  absence 
of  other  information. 

Of  the  three  varieties  enumerated  above,  No.  3  seems  to  be  significantly  scarcer  than 
the  others. 
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Another  1836  Gobrecht  Dollar 


384  1836  Gobrecht  dollar.  Designs  as  preceding.  Proof-60.  Medium  gray 
and  gunmetal  blue  toning.  Very  sharply  struck,  and  quite  attractive. 

This  is  the  issue  of  March  1837,  with  the  obverse  and  reverse  dies 
oriented  in  precisely  the  same  direction.  On  the  reverse  the  eagle 
is  flying  slightly  upward. 

This  is  No.  2,  as  described  in  the  footnote  under  the  preceding  lot.  It  is  believed  that 
600  were  struck  of  this,  whereas  1,000  were  struck  of  No.  1  So  far  as  the  mintage  of 
No.  3  is  concerned,  the  figure  is  unknown,  but  may  have  been  somewhere  between  100 
and  200  pieces. 

Nos.  1  and  2  are  so-called  currency  issues  and,  for  the  most  part,  were  placed  into 
circulation  at  face  value.  Details  concerning  this  have  been  written  by  Robert  W.  Julian 
and  published  in  Coin  World,  our  own  Rare  Coin  Review,  and  elsewhere. 


Mint  State  1844  Dollar 


385  1844  MS-60  to  63.  Brilliant  surfaces.  Quite  lustrous  and  frosty. 

1844  is  one  of  the  classic  scarcities  among  early  Liberty  Seated  dollars.  Just  20,000  pieces 
were  minted  in  an  era  in  which  few  if  any  numismatists  desired  to  save  business  strikes. 
Accordingly,  the  number  of  Uncirculated  pieces  is  very  small. 


Landmark  1846-0  Dollar 


386  1846-0  MS-63.  A  landmark  coin,  a  superb  specimen  with  light  gray 
and  olive  toning,  well  struck,  and  attractive  in  every  respect.  The 
1846-0  dollar  is  scarce  in  all  grades,  but  in  MS-60  preservation  it 
emerges  as  a  great  rarity.  Only  a  few  specimens  are  known  to  ex¬ 
ist,  and  even  the  greatest  collections  are  apt  to  lack  a  Mint  State 
example. 


387  1850-0  EF-45.  Mottled  magenta  and  sea  green  toning.  Under  mag¬ 
nification  some  marks  can  be  seen  at  the  left  side  of  the  obverse, 
parallel  to  Miss  Liberty's  arm,  but  these  are  readily  discernible  to 
the  unaided  eye.

388  1853  MS-64/63.  Brilliant  and  frosty.  A  superb  specimen  of  this  scarce 
Philadelphia  Mint  issue. 


Gem  Proof  1859  Dollar 


389  1859  Proof-64.  A  gem  specimen  with  light  gray  and  gunmetal  blue 
toning.  This  is  certainly  one  of  the  finest  survivors  among  Proofs 
of  this  issue.  Another  prize  for  the  Liberty  Seated  specialist. 

Although  mintage  figures  posted  at  600  Proofs,  it  is  quite  probable  that  the  number 
distributed  was  only  several  hundred,  if  indeed  that  many.  During  the  previous  year, 
1858,  just  80  silver  Proofs  sets  were  sold,  and  there  is  no  record  of  them  having  been 
oversubscribed  (although  at  a  later  time  the  1858  dollar  was  recognized  as  a  rarity,  and 
additional  dollars  of  the  1858  date  were  produced).  What  the  increase  in  demand  was 
from  80  sets  to  the  next  year  can  only  be  guessed,  but  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that 
perhaps  1859  saw  a  distribution  of  200  or  300  sets— perhaps  400  at  most.  To  suggest  that 
the  demand  had  multiplied  tenfold  from  80  to  800  strains  credulity.  It  is  possible,  of  course, 
that  800  pieces  were  actually  struck,  but  if  this  was  the  case,  it  is  likely  that  most  re¬ 
mained  "on  the  shelf"  and  were  later  melted.  In  any  event,  today  the  1859  Proof  dollar 
is  a  rarity.

A  beautiful  specimen  with  delicate  lilac  toning,  of 
a  quality  seen  only  when  old-time  collections  are  dispersed.  Op¬ 
portunities  such  as  this  are  becoming  fewer  and  fewer  as  the  years 
go  by.  Here  is  a  piece  worthy  of  enthusiastic  bidding  competition!

394  1878  Morgan.  Eight  Tailfeathers.  Proof-65/64.  Brilliant  surfaces  with 
just  a  hint  of  light  champagne  color  toning.  A  superb  piece,  cer¬ 
tainly  one  of  the  finest  known  from  an  estimated  500  struck.  Im¬ 
portant  not  only  as  a  Proof  which  is  rare  in  its  own  right,  but  as 
a  first  year  of  issue  in  the  Morgan  dollar  series,  and  the  only  varie¬ 
ty  with  eight  feathers  in  the  tail  of  the  eagle.  Here  is  another  piece 
which  should  create  quite  a  bit  of  attention  when  it  comes  up  for 
bidding.

All  one 
could  ask  for  in  this,  by  far  the  scarcest  of  all  Carson  City  dollars 
of  the  early  1878-1885  production.

396  1880  Proof-65.  Brilliant  surfaces  with  just  a  suggestion  of  light  ton¬ 
ing  on  the  reeding.  A  gem  specimen,  certainly  one  of  the  finest 
known.  We  doubt  if  more  than  a  few  dozen  equivalent  examples 
can  be  traced. 

As  we  noted  in  our  recent  King  of  Siam  Sale  catalogue.  Proof  Morgan  dollars  are  much 
rarer  than  their  mintages  suggest.  First  of  all,  the  mintages  are  low,  which,  on  the  basis 
of  mintage  alone  would  suggest  scarcity  or  even  rarity.  However,  at  the  time  of  issue, 
Morgan  dollars  were  not  popular  with  collectors.  And  yet,  Proof  silver  coins  were  sold 
only  in  sets,  so  in  order  to  acquire  Proof  dimes,  quarters,  and  half  dollars,  one  necessari¬ 
ly  had  to  acquire  the  dollars  as  well.  As  the  Proofing  charge  was  nominal,  many  collec¬ 
tors,  perhaps  even  the  majority  of  recipients,  simply  spent  the  Proof  dollars  when  they 
were  received.  At  the  time,  a  dollar  represented  the  best  part  of  a  day's  pay  for  the  aver¬ 
age  working  person. 

We  feel  it  is  the  case  that  of  a  typical  issue  of  the  era,  fewer  than  half  of  the  Proofs 
originally  minted  still  survive.  Of  course,  of  those  that  do  survive,  few  are  of  top  quality 
such  as  the  piece  offered  here.

397  1882  Proof-64  or  finer.  A  splendid  specimen,  brilliant,  with  just 
a  suggestion  of  light  champagne  toning.

A  splendid  piece  overall,  and  certainly  one  of  the  finest  sur¬ 
vivors  from  an  original  Proof  mintage  of  1,039.

The  1889-CC  is  the  most  desired  of  all  Carson  City  silver  dollars, 
and  in  view  of  the  extremely  strong  demand  for  rarities  in  the  Mor¬ 
gan  dollar  series,  relatively  few  pieces  appear  for  sale  in  this  grade. 
When  they  do,  strong  competition  inevitably  results.

Most¬ 
ly  brilliant  at  the  centers,  changing  to  delicate  gold  and  blue  at  the 
borders.  A  simply  superb  coin,  breathtakingly  beautiful,  all  that 
one  could  desire  in  a  Proof  Morgan  dollar.  Enhancing  the  desira¬ 
bility  of  the  issue  is  the  fact  that  top  quality  business  strikes  are 
exceedingly  scarce,  and  an  MS-65  coin  of  the  same  date  catalogues 
for  $10,000  in  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins.

A  splendid  ex¬ 
ample  of  this  highly  prized  issue,  and  a  variety  which  in  Proof  grade 
is  quite  rare.  It  is  significant  to  note  that  just  650  Proofs  were  mint¬ 
ed,  the  lowest  production  after  1891  (which  also  was  produced  to 
the  extent  of  650  Proof  coins).

These  marks,  scarcely  visi¬ 
ble,  and  then  only  on  early  impressions  from  the  dies,  are  indicative  of  the  coining  proc¬ 
ess  and  add  interest  to  the  piece.

Here  is  one  of  the  very  finest  known  ex¬ 
amples  of  this  Proof-only  issue.  Quality  never  goes  out  of  style, 
and  the  next  owner  of  this  coin  will  consider  it  to  be  a  centerpiece 
in  his  or  her  collection. 


United  States  Pattern 

Coins 

The  following  offering  of  United  States  pattern  coins  is 
composed  primarily  of  coins  purchased  years  ago  from  our 
1961  offering  of  the  Major  Lenox  R.  Lohr  Collection.  Since 
that  time  they  have  been  the  property  of  a  prominent  up¬ 
state  New  York  numismatist.  They  are  once  again  present¬ 
ed  for  sale,  to  the  delight  of  a  new  generation  of  specialists. 

The  Major  Lenox  R.  Lohr  Collection  was  acquired  by  us 
through  the  assistance  of  Abner  Kreisberg.  It  contained  over 
1,400  different  varieties  of  patterns  and  was  at  that  time,  and 
remains  today,  the  most  extensive  collection  of  United  States 
patterns  ever  dispersed. 

For  the  numismatist  with  an  intellectual  turn  of  mind,  pat¬ 
terns  offer  many  interesting  challenges.  Described  in  the 


reference  United  States  Pattern,  Experimental,  and  Trial  Pieces, 
by  Abe  Kosoff  and  Dr.  J.  Hewitt  Judd  (the  basis  of  the  num¬ 
bers  used  in  the  following  descriptions),  each  issue  is  scarce, 
most  are  rare,  and  many  are  exceedingly  rare.  In  compari¬ 
son  with  standard  coins  of  the  era,  it  is  usually  the  case  that 
patterns  are  several  multiples  rarer,  and  yet  the  prices  are 
often  not  much  higher. 

Patterns  tell  the  story  of  what  might  have  been,  but  wasn't, 
in  the  field  of  United  States  coins.  Ideas  that  were  tried  and 
abandoned,  proposals  that  were  felt  to  impractical,  attrac¬ 
tive  designs  that  were  rejected  for  political  or  personal  rea¬ 
sons,  strikings  from  Proof  regular  issue  dies  using  planchets 
of  metals  other  than  those  of  normal  coinage,  and  other 
pieces  that  fall  under  the  general  heading  c  c  "patterns." 

The  following  offering,  containing  over  60  pieces,  contains 
many  coins  of  interest  and  significance. 

Note:  We  are  in  the  process  of  compiling  research  notes 
leading  to  a  new  book  on  the  subject  of  United  States  pat¬ 
terns,  a  complete  revision  of  present  texts.  Readers  with  pho¬ 
tographs,  data  concerning  unlisted  pieces,  and  other  tech¬ 
nical  information  are  invited  to  contact  Raymond  Merena  of 
our  organization,  who  is  coordinating  the  project. 


416  1854  pattern  cent.  Judd-160.  Copper.  91.2  grains.  Proof-60.  Glossy 
brown  surfaces  with  some  tinges  of  original  Mint  red. 

The  Judd  description  notes  that  examples  of  J-160  weigh  160  grains,  which  this  does 
not,  so,  obviously,  it  does  not  precisely  fit  the  description.  It  possibly  could  be  J-161  or 
J-162,  but  in  the  absence  of  metallic  analysis,  we  cannot  say. 

Concerning  the  description  of  J-161,  the  Judd  notation  is  inaccurate,  inasmuch  as  it 
implies  that  all  are  in  bronze,  and  that  there  are  two  categories— originals  and  restrikes. 
If  there  are  originals,  they  cannot  be  in  bronze,  for  in  1864  the  Mint  did  not  make  coins 
of  bronze  alloy.  The  use  of  this  alloy  did  not  occur  until  nearly  a  decade  later  in  a  process 
which,  indeed,  is  described  on  page  70  of  the  Judd  reference  itself,  wherein  the  follow¬ 
ing  notation  appears:  "The  alloy  lately  introduced  in  France  and  England,  called  bronze." 

417  1854  pattern  cent.  J-160  or  161.  Copper  or  bronze.  94.2  grains.  Val¬ 
ue  of  F-12  or  better,  but  actually  EF-40,  but  with  the  second  letter 


418  1855  pattern  cent.  J-167  or  168.  Copper  or  bronze.  93.9  grains. 
Proof-60.  Attractive  light  brown  surfaces. 

The  obverse  is  of  the  Flying  Eagle  design,  copied  more  or  less 
from  Gobrecht's  dollar  motif  of  1836,  but  differently  detailed,  and 
with  the  neck  being  more  pronounced  on  the  present  example.  The 
reverse  is  imitation  in  smaller  format  of  the  current  cent. 

The  Judd  description  for  J-168  is  inaccurate  inasmuch  as  there  can  be  no  such  thing 
as  an  original  bronze  piece  made  in  1855,  for,  as  already  noted,  bronze  was  not  known 
at  the  Mint  until  nearly  a  decade  later.  If  J-168  is  to  be  used,  a  more  appropriate  descrip¬ 
tion  would  be  as  follows:  "Bronze,  restrike  produced  after  1862."  That  leaves  open  the 
question  of  weight.  If  some  specimens  struck  in  bronze  alloy  indeed  weight  96  grains, 
they  are  restrikes,  not  originals.  The  same  goes  for  bronze  coins  of  any  other  weight, 
115  grains  or  otherwise.  Virtually  nothing  has  ever  been  done  in  terms  of  metallic  analy¬ 
sis  of  extant  patterns  of  this  era,  so  until  this  is  done,  the  differentiation  between  copper 
and  bronze  coins  will  not  be  ascertainable. 

This  and  the  pieces  offered  earlier,  and  also  in  the  next  three  lots,  represent  interesting 
issues  made  to  test  a  new  format  for  the  one-cent  piece.  At  the  time,  the  old  copper  cent 
was  viewed  as  clumsy  and  cumbersome.  A  smaller,  lighter  weight  substitute  was  de¬ 
sired.  A  number  of  experiments  ensued  finally  resulting  in  the  copper  nickel  alloy,  small 
diameter  Flying  Eagle  cent  of  1856. 
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419  1855  pattern  cent.  J-167  or  168.  Copper  or  bronze.  95.8  grains. 
Proof-63.  A  splendid  specimen,  far  above  average  in  quality,  with 
rich  medium  brown  surfaces. 


Again  we  note  that  the  Judd  reference  is  inaccurate,  and  this  present  piece,  which  weighs 
approximately  %  grains  and  which  would  qualify  as  a  "bronze  original"  J-168,  if  in  bronze, 
cannot  be  original.  If  it  is  in  copper,  then  it  is  J-167,  for  which  Judd  lists  none  of  this  weight. 


420  1855  pattern  cent.  J-167  or  168.  Copper  or  bronze.  92.0  grains. 
Proof-60.  Mottled  iridescent  brown  coloration. 

The  footnote  under  the  preceding  lot  equally  applies  to  the  lot  offered.

Proof-55  to  60.  Rich  glossy  brown  surfaces.

The  obverse  is  from  the  regular  die  of  the  year,  the  Small  Letters 
style,  as  used  on  regular  issue  Proof  coins.  The  reverse  depicts  an 
oak  wreath  enclosing  the  denomination  at  the  center.  This  issue  , 
is  one  of  those  originally  sold  in  12-piece  pattern  sets.  , '•n 
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423  1858  pattern  cent.  J-203.  Copper-nickel.  72.1  grains.  Proof-63.  An 
attractive  piece  with  light  natural  golden  and  brown  toning. 

The  obverse  is  of  the  so-called  “Small  Eagle"  style,  a  flying  eagle 
which  is  differently  formed  than  Gobrecht's  version  and  which, 
unlike  Gobrecht's  version,  has  the  wing  closest  to  the  observer 
higher  on  the  coin.  The  reverse  depicts  an  oak  wreath. 

Examples  of  J-203  and  11  other  varieties  of  this  year  were  sold  in  sets  of  12  at  the  Mint 
in  1858  and  were  popular  with  collectors  at  the  time.  The  only  original  set  of  12  we  have 
ever  handled  is  one  obtained  from  David  Bullowa  in  the  1950s. 


424  1858  pattern  cent.  J-206.  Copper-nickel.  70.1  grains.  Proof-60  to  63. 

Pale  golden  surfaces. 

The  obverse  is  of  the  Small  Eagle  style  as  in  the  preceding  lot. 
The  reverse  consists  of  a  so-called  “Agricultural"  wreath  as  used 
on  regular  issues  of  the  year. 

Another  issue  which  once  comprised  a  part  of  the  set  of  12  patterns  described  under 
the  preceding  lot 


425  1858  pattern  cent.  J-208.  Copper  nickel.  71.3  grains.  Proof-60  or  finer. 
Attractive  golden  and  iridescent  surfaces.  This  is  the  famous  tran¬ 
sitional  Indian  Head  cent  which  is  identical  to  a  regular-issue  1859 
cent  in  every  respect  except  the  date.  It  is  a  nice  specimen  of  one 
of  the  most  popular  and  most  desired  of  the  1858  pattern  cents, 
and  this  piece  should  attract  wide  attention. 

This  is  another  coin  from  the  set  of  12  earlier  mentioned. 


426  1863  pattern  cent.  Bronze.  J-299.  49.4  grains.  Proof-63.  Beautiful  red¬ 
dish  brown  surfaces. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  historical  of  all  pattern  cents  and  is  a  transitional  issue  similar 
to  the  regular  1864  bronze  issue,  but  dated  a  year  earlier.  The  detailed  story  of  this  piece 
is  described  beginning  on  page  70  of  the  Judd  reference  and  in  other  texts.  In  brief,  in 
1863  the  Philadelphia  Mint  was  coining  cents  in  copper-nickel  alloy  on  72-grain  plan- 
chets.  The  copper-nickel  alloy,  of  extreme  hardness,  caused  lots  of  problems,  not  the  least 
of  which  were  die  breakage  and  indistinct  striking  of  details.  During  the  year  1863  the 
public  hoarded  coins  of  all  kinds— first  gold  and  silver  coins  (commencing  in  July  1862), 
then  copper-nickel  coins  as  well.  To  fill  the  need  of  pieces  in  the  channel  of  commerce, 
a  vast  quantity  of  privately-minted  copper  and  bronze  tokens  made  an  appearance.  Sooner 
than  official  copper-nickel  cents,  the  pieces  found  wide  acceptance.  Today,  collectors  recog¬ 
nize  approximately  10,000  different  die  varieties  of  these  Civil  War  tokens. 

The  public's  use  of  these  lightweight  bronze  coins  was  not  lost  upon  officials  of  the 
Mint,  who  used  the  opportunity  to  conduct  their  own  experiments,  as  evidenced  with 
the  pattern  piece  offered  here.  The  alloy  selected  was  a  new  one,  described  in  correspon¬ 
dence  (which  is  quoted  in  the  Judd  reference)  as  a  metal  "lately  introduced  in  France 
and  England,  called  bronze.  It  is  composed  of  95%  copper,  3%  tin,  and  2%  zinc,  and 
makes  beautiful  and  ductile  alloy." 

Several  hundred  (at  least)  of  these  coins,  known  today  as  J-299,  were  minted.  Although 
the  Judd  reference  states  that  these  coins  "often"  have  the  obverse  and  reverse  dies  aligned 
in  the  same  direction,  in  our  opinion  J-299  always  has  this  feature.  The  original  intent 
of  the  patterns  was  to  demonstrate  to  those  of  influence  what  a  new,  thin  bronze  piece 
would  look  like.  The  pattern  proved  successful,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  following, 
1864,  the  bronze  cent  was  a  reality  in  circulation. 


427  1863  pattern  cent.  J-299.  49.3  grains.  Proof-60  with  attractive  brown 
toning.  With  some  incusation  marks  on  the  rim,  not  affecting  the 
field  or  the  design  of  the  coin,  apparently  from  contact  with  one 
or  two  other  coins,  possibly  during  the  minting  process. 

From  our  sale  of  the  Abe  Kosoff  Estate,  November  1985,  Lot  1049. 

We  noted  in  the  Kosoff  Sale  that  these  incusation  marks  were  interesting  and  unex¬ 
plained,  and  we  note  in  the  present  listing  that  there  were  two  examples  of  J-299  in  the 
kosoff  Sale,  Lot  1049  (offered  here)  and  also  Lot  1050,  which  had  incusation  marks  on 
the  same  part  of  the  rim!  Here  indeed  is  a  minor  mystery. 


428  1869  pattern  cent.  J-666.  Nickel  alloy.  23.5  grains.  Proof-63.  Small 
diameter  format,  a  miniature  version  of  the  contemporary  nickel 
three-cent  piece,  and  of  basically  the  same  design,  but  with  the 
denomination  on  the  reverse  expressed  as  the  Roman  numeral  I. 
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Superb  1884 
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430 
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1884  pattern  cent.  J-1721.  Nickel  alloy.  45.4  grains.  Proof-63  or  finer. 
Brilliant  surfaces.  One  of  the  nicest  we  have  ever  seen  of  this  issue. 

This  is  the  so-called  "Holey"  pattern,  known  as  "Eastman  John¬ 
son's  Holey  Design."  Apparently  the  attempt  was  made  to  emu¬ 
late  Oriental  coins,  or  possibly  the  intention  was  to  make  a  coin 
larger  in  diameter  by  having  no  metal  at  the  center,  and  yet  main¬ 
taining  a  constant  weight.  The  motif  is  a  curious  one,  as  illustrated. 

What  is  called  "nickel"  in  the  Judd  reference,  and  also  in  numismatics  in  general,  usu¬ 
ally  refers  to  nickel  alloy,  which,  in  the  case  of  nickel  five-cent  pieces,  is  an  alloy  contain¬ 
ing  more  copper  than  nickel.  Similarly,  what  the  Judd  reference  called  "copper,"  for  pat¬ 
terns  dated  after  the  mid-1860s,  typically  refers  to  what  should  be  called  bronze. 


1863  pattern  two-cent  piece.  J-305.  Bronze.  88.3  grains.  Proof-60. 
Attractive  brown  surfaces. 

The  obverse  depicts  the  bust  of  George  Washington,  the  ex¬ 
perimental  motto  GOD  AND  OUR  COUNTRY  above,  and  the  date 
below,  while  the  reverse  is  similar  to  that  used  on  the  regular  cir¬ 
culating  two-cent  piece  of  the  year  following^ia^T  except  that  the 
word  CENTS  is  more  curved. 


1863  pattern  two-cent  piece.  J-312.  Bronze.  92.3  grains.  Proof-60. 
Glossy  chocolate  brown  surfaces.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  some¬ 
what  similar  to  the  adopted  design  of  the  next  year,  1864,  except 
that  the  motto  in  the  present  instance  reads  GOD  OUR  TRUST, 
and,  on  the  reverse,  the  word  CENTS  is  more  curved. 


432  1850  pattern  silver  three-cent  piece.  J-125.  Silver.  12.1  grains. 
Proof-60.  Attractive  surfaces  lightly  toned  a  lilac  color.  An  outstand¬ 
ing  example,  certainly  one  of  the  finest  we  have  seen  of  the  issue. 

The  obverse  depicts  a  liberty  cap  with  resplendent  rays,  as  used 
on  Mexican  coinage  of  years  earlier  and  as  also  used  at  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Mint  in  1836  on  a  pattern  $1  gold  issue  and  on  a  medal 
struck  to  observe  the  first  use  of  steam-powered  coining  presses. 
The  reverse  bears  the  denomination  III  within  a  palm  branch  bent 
in  the  shape  of  a  circle.  The  inscription  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA  surrounds.

433  1863  pattern  three-cent  piece.  J-319.  Bronze.  140.2  grains.  Proof-60 
to  63.  Rich  copper  surfaces  with  traces  of  a  lighter  color  in  protect¬ 
ed  areas. 

The  obverse  is  of  the  Liberty  Head  style  used  on  large  cents  of 
the  1843-1857  era,  with  the  date  1863  in  small  numerals  below.  The 
reverse  is  as  illustrated  and  is  somewhat  reminiscent  of  an  early 
cent  reverse,  but  differently  executed. 

Because  of  the  resemblance  of  this  issue  to  a  large  cent,  this  pattern  has  been  eagerly 
desired  by  large  cent  collectors  over  the  years.

An  impression  in  bronze  from  one  of  the  regular  Proof  dies.  Un¬ 
der  magnification,  the  date  1865  shows  sharp  evidences  of  recut¬ 
ting.  Apparently  an  earlier  1865  date  was  placed  on  the  die,  par¬ 
tially  effaced,  then  the  present  date  was  punched  over  it.  The

A  Proof  with  some  evidence  of  friction.  Attractive  light  blue  and 
golden  toning. 
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436  1866  pattern  five-cent  piece.  J-491.  Bronze.  71.1  grains.  Proof-63. 

The  obverse  die  is  somewhat  similar  to  the  regular  issue,  except 
that  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  appears  in  smaller  letters,  and  the  date 
is  divided  by  the  ball  at  the  bottom  of  the  shield.  The  reverse  has 
an  ornate  wreath  enclosing  what  Dr.  Judd  called  a  "Dutch"  5,  with 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  at  the  extreme  border. 

There  is  no  practical  way  to  differentiate  J-490  and  491,  and  it  is  not  at  all  certain  whether 
two  distinct  metallic  varieties  exist  of  the  issue. 


The  obverse  depicts  a  large  (for  the  coin)  bust  of  Washington  with 
inscription,  while  the  reverse  shows  a  laurel  wreath  and  appropri¬ 
ate  inscriptions  as  ill 


437  1868  pattern  five-cent  piece.  J-623.  Nickel  alloy.  76.9  grains.  VF-30. 
A  pattern  piece  which  has  seen  evidence  of  circulation,  or,  more 
probably,  was  used  as  a  pocket  piece. 

The  obverse  depicts  the  head  of  Miss  Liberty  similar  to  that  used 
on  the  contemporary  nickel  three-cent  piece,  while  the  reverse  fea¬ 
tures  a  wreath  at  the  extreme  border,  with  accompanying  inscrip¬ 
tions  as  illustrated.

A  superb  specimen  in  nearly  full  original  brilliance.  Certainly  this 
is  one  of  the  finest  known  pieces. 

The  obverse  is  of  the  Liberty  Head  design  by  Charles  E.  Barber, 
the  same  central  motif  as  used  on  circulating  coinage  beginning 
in  1881,  but  in  the  present  instance  surrounded  by  UNITED  STATES 
OF  AMERICA  instead  of  stars.  The  reverse  has  the  denomination 
expressed  as  a  Roman  numeral  within  a  wreath  of  cotton  and  corn.

The  obverse  is  similar  to  that  used  on  the  contemporary  nickel  three-cent  piece  except 
that  a  star  appears  on  the  coronet.  The  reverse  is  as  illustrated  and  has  a  laurel  wreath 
with  the  motto  on  a  scroll  at  the  top,  a  Maultise  cross  in  the  folds  of  the  scroll,  and  the 
denomination  expressed  in  the  center  as  V.

The  reverse  is  a  pattern 
design  and  is  somewhat  related  to  the  preceding,  except  that  the 
motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  has  been  added  in  tiny  letters  above 
the  wreath.

Proof-65.  A  superb  specimen  with  light  golden  toning.  The  piece 
is  one  of  the  so-called  "Eastman  Johnson's  holey  design."  It  is  a 
companion  to  the  J-1721  cent  offered  earlier.  At  the  center  is  a  hole, 
octagonal  in  the  present  instance,  with  scalloped  edges.  The  in¬ 
tention  was  to  make  a  coin  larger  in  diameter  than  the  regular  is¬ 
sue,  but  to  maintain  the  same  thickness. 

The  design  shows  very  little  in  the  way  of  artistic  merit,  so  this  is  an  "experimental . 
piece"  in  the  strictest  sense  of  the  term. 


448  1868  pattern  10-cents.  J-647.  Nickel  alloy.  152.7  grains.  Proof-60. 

This  piece  was  probably  made  up  as  a  whim  at  the  Mint,  for  the 
obverse  in  reality  is  an  "1868  large  cent."  The  reverse  is  similar  to 
a  large  cent  of  the  1843-1857  date  except  for  the  denomination. 

While  this  piece  may  have  been  made  in  response  to  a  call  for  a  new  variety  of  10-cent 
piece  (see  the  editorial  quoted  on  page  98  of  the  Judd  reference),  it  seems  to  the  present 
writer  that  someone  at  the  Mint  was  having  a  little  "fun,"  for  from  the  same  dies  a  num¬ 
ber  of  1868-dated  'Targe  cents"  were  minted  (see  J-610  and  J-611).  It  does  not  seem  reasona¬ 
ble  that  a  10-cent  piece  directly  copied  from  the  earlier  large  cent  design,  and  of  the  same 
diameter,  was  seriously  contemplated  for  circulation  beginning  in  1868!  Be  that  as  it  may, 
the  "pattern"  is  a  favorite  with  collectors  today.

1869  pattern  dime.  J-710.  Bronze.  32.4  grains.  Proof-63.  Mostly  bright 
surfaces  with  some  iridescent  toning.  A  very  pleasing  example  of 
this  Standard  Silver  pattern  issue. 

The  Standard  Silver  issue,  so-called,  was  intended  as  a  replacement  for  fractional  cur¬ 
rency  and  to  aid  in  the  retirement  of  these  paper  notes.  The  diameter  of  the  dime  here 
offered  is  slightly  different  than  the  regular  issue  of  the  era,  and  the  designs  are  distinc¬ 
tively  different.  What  may  have  begun  as  an  issue  of  patterns  quickly  changed  into  a 
field  day  for  employees  of  the  Mint,  who  created  all  sorts  of  mulings,  metal  variations, 
and  edge  differences— providing  delicacies  for  collectors  of  the  day. 


The  obverse  is  similar  to  the  adopted  1883  design  except  that 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  appears  instead  of  stars.  The  re¬ 
verse  refers  to  an  alloy  of  7-5  parts  nickel  and  25  parts  copper  (al¬ 
though  there  is  no  assurance  that  the  particular  piece  offered  here 
is  in  that  precise  alloy,  for  different  variations  were  made).  The  pres¬ 
ent  coin  is  a  glittering  gem  specimen  and  is  certainly  one  of  the 
finest  known  of  this  curious  issue.

One  of  the  nicest  impressions  we  have  seen  of  this  die 
combination,  for  most  known  pieces  are  rather  "scruffy"  in 
appearance. 

The  obverse  features  a  shield  motif,  not  like  that  used  1866-1883, 
but  of  a  style  as  illustrated.  The  reverse  is  a  pattern  motif,  also  as 
illustrated. 


The  design  was  by  Charles  E.  Barber.  Cents  and  five-cent  pieces  were  made  to  test 
various  alloys  of  nickel.  As  the  design  is  not  particularly  artistic  (gratuitous  editorial  com¬ 
ment),  it  seems  to  the  present  writer  that  it  was  made  up  hastily  in  order  to  test  metal 
alloys,  rather  than  being  considered  as  a  serious  proposal  for  revising  our  nation's  coin¬ 
age  design,  although  it  should  be  noted  at  the  time  there  was  a  great  hue  and  cry  for 
design  revision— much  as  there  is  today,  in  1987.  The  Treasury  Department  considered 
voices  raised,  sample  designs  were  submitted  the  earlier  year,  in  1895,  but  nothing  came 
of  the  idea. 

Back  to  the  subject  of  1896-dated  pattern  nickel  five-cent  pieces,  large  numbers  of  these 
were  made  but  were  kept  at  the  Mint.  Around  1909-1910,  when  William  W.  Woodin 
returned  two  gold  impressions  of  the  pattern  1877  $50  to  the  Mint,  and  received  in  a 
complicated  exchange  (involving  two  Philadelphia  coin  dealers)  what  was  described  as 
"several  trunks  of  patterns,"  dozens  of  1896  pattern  cents  and  nickel  five-cent  pieces  were 
included,  primarily  strikings  in  aluminum.  The  present  writer  acquired  a  number  of  these 
indirectly  from  the  Woodin  estate  through  a  Pennsylvania  dealer  in  the  1950s.  Nearly 
all  of  these  showed  corrosion. 
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1879  "Washlady"  Silver  Dime 


450  1879  pattern  dime.  J-1584.  Silver.  39.0  grains.  Proof-64.  A  gem  speci¬ 
men  with  gorgeous  electric  blue  and  golden  toning.  This  is  the  fa¬ 
mous  "Washlady"  design  by  Charles  E.  Barber.  The  reason  for  the 
appellation  is  not  known,  for  in  reality  Miss  Liberty  is  elegantly 
coiffed,  but  the  name  has  stuck. 

The  obverse  depicts  a  distinctive  represenation  of  Miss  Liberty, 
somewhat  reminiscent  of  George  T.  Morgan's  silver  dollar  design, 
but  more  elegantly  style.  The  reverse  is  a  pattern  motif  with  ONE 
DIME  in  a  circle  of  dots,  E  PLLTRIBUS  UNUM  in  a  cartouche  above, 
with  a  wreath  of  cotton  and  wheat  below  and  to  the  sides. 

This  issue  has  always  been  on  the  "most  wanted"  list  of  numis¬ 
matists,  due  to  the  great  beauty  of  the  design.

452  1870  pattern  quarter.  J-883.  Silver.  96.29  grains.  Proof-63  to  65.  Mot¬ 
tled  light  gray  toning. 

This  is  Barber's  design  for  a  Liberty  Seated  motif  and  differs 
materially  from  the  Gobrecht  style  currently  in  use.  The  reverse 
is  from  the  regular  Proof  die  of  the  year.

453  1870  pattern  quarter.  J-908.  Bronze.  81.5  grains.  Proof-65.  A  glitter¬ 
ing  specimen  with  bright  mint  red  color  just  beginning  to  fade.  A 
tiny  fleck  is  noted  in  the  denticles  on  the  obverse  and  shouldn't 
really  be  mentioned  at  all,  for  the  coin  is  so  beautiful.  This  piece 
certainly  is  right  at  the  top  of  the  list  so  far  as  quality  is  concerned, 
among  survivors  of  this  rare  issue. 

Another  in  the  Standard  Silver  design  series  intended  to  retire 
fractional  currency.

A  gem  speci¬ 
men  with  delicate  champagne-colored  toning.  The  obverse  is  by 
George  T.  Morgan  and  is  copied  from  that  used  on  his  famous  sil¬ 
ver  dollar  design  initiated  the  year  before.  The  reverse  has  an  in¬ 
scription  and  stars  within  a  circle  of  dots,  with  a  continuous  wreath 
at  the  border.  Here  is  another  exceedingly  popular  and  very  beau¬ 
tiful  dime  design,  one  which  is  bound  to  create  widespread 
attention.

A  beauti¬ 
ful  specimen  with  mottled  light  lilac  toning. 

The  obverse  of  Morgan's  design  copied  from  his  silver  dollar  motif 
of  the  year  before,  while  the  reverse  is  a  pattern  style  featuring  a 
very  large  eagle,  all  as  illustrated.  The  issue  is  a  beautiful  classic 
and  should  be  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  present  offering  of  pat¬ 
terns.  Very  few  specimens  exist,  and  of  those  that  do,  no  more  than 
two  or  three  could  equal  this  in  quality. 


457  1859  pattern  half  dollar.  J-245.  Silver.  191.7  grains.  Proof-63.  A  far 

above  average  specimen.  Somewhat  lightly  struck  on  the  reverse 
as  usual  (refer  to  the  Judd  plate  coin,  for  example).  This  example, 
with  brilliant  surfaces,  is  one  of  the  finest  known.  A  tiny  line  at 
the  left  of  the  obverse  keeps  this  out  of  a  higher  class,  but  still  it 
is  head  and  shoulders  above  most  others  we  have  seen.  In  keep¬ 
ing  with  all  varieties  of  1859  pattern  half  dollars,  there  are  some 
parallel  die  striae  visible. 

The  obverse  is  Longacre's  rendition  of  Miss  Liberty,  is  also  used 
on  contemporary  (beginning  in  1860)  Assay  Commission  medals. 
The  reverse  displays  a  perched  eagle  as  preceding,  the  reverse  be¬ 
ing  attributed  to  Paquet.  _

liant  surfaces.  With  typical  die  striations  as  seen  on  various  exam¬ 
ples  of  the  issue. 

The  piece  is  a  combination  of  Paquet's  Liberty  Seated  obverse  with 
a  reverse  displaying  an  ornate  wreath  enclosing  the  denomination 
HALF  DOLLAR.

The  obverse  displays  Anthony  C.  Paquet's  Liberty  Seated  design, 
which  differs  in  a  number  of  ways  from  the  standard,  most  nota¬ 
bly  by  the  fasces  on  which  Miss  Liberty's  right  hand  rests,  the  po¬ 
sition  of  Miss  Liberty  facing  to  the  observer's  left,  the  style  of  the 
shield,  etc.  The  reverse  illustrates  a  perched  eagle  with  a  ribbon 
inscribed  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  across  the  breast.  In  keeping  with 
most  examples  of  this  variety  seen,  there  is  lightness  of  striking 
at  the  reverse  center. 


At¬ 
tractive  chocolate-brown  surfaces.  A  copper  impression  of  the 
preceding.  Sharply  struck. 
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Two-Headed  Pattern  Coin 


459  1859  pattern  half  dollar.  J-253.  Silver.  191.8  grains.  Proof-63.  Bril¬ 
liant  surfaces.  Some  die  striae  as  normal. 

This  is  an  authentic  two-headed  coin,  and  consists  of  a  combi¬ 
nation  of  two  pattern  obverse  dies.  The  obverse  (or  reverse,  take 
your  pick)  consists  of  Paquet's  Liberty  Seated  design,  and  the  re¬ 
verse  (or  obverse,  take  your  pick)  displays  Longacre's  rendition  of 
Miss  Liberty. 

This  variety  is  exceedingly  rare.  The  only  examples  cited  by  Abe 
Kosoff  are  those  impounded  in  the  Connecticut  State  Library  and 
in  the  Byron  Reed  collection,  both  of  which  are  presumably  off  the 
market.  Here  is  a  landmark  pattern  coin,  one  which  should  excite 
the  specialist  and  connoisseur,  for  it  may  be  a  long  time,  even  de¬ 
cades,  before  another  is  offered. 


460  1861  pattern  half  dollar.  J-280.  Copper.  178.3  grains.  EF-40.  Some¬ 
what  porous  surfaces. 

The  design  is  similar  to  the  regular  issue  except  for  the  addition 
of  the  experimental  motto  GOD  OUR  TRUST  above  the  reverse. 


Gem  Proof  1869  Pattern  50c 


461  1869  pattern  half  dollar.  J-749.  Silver.  153.5  grains.  Proof-65.  Fully 
brilliant  surfaces  with  just  a  whisper  of  gorgeous  iridescent  toning 
on  the  borders.  From  an  aesthetic  viewpoint,  this  is  one  of  the  nicest 
pattern  half  dollars  we  have  seen  of  any  variety  of  the  era. 

This  issue  is  one  of  the  so-called  Standard  Silver  pieces  made  in  response  to  a  sug¬ 
gestion  for  retiring  fractional  currency  notes.  The  diameter  and  weight  are  somewhat 
less  than  the  normal  Liberty  Seated  issues  of  the  era,  for  it  was  intended  that  the  Stan¬ 
dard  Silver  coins  should  be  of  lighter  weight  in  order  to  discourage  hoarding. 


462  1870  pattern  half  dollar.  J-935.  Copper.  Reeded  edge.  168.7  grains. 
Proof-63.  A  splendid  piece  with  rich  brown  surfaces  mingled  with 
iridescent  hues. 

The  obverse  is  Barber's  suggestion  for  a  Liberty  Seated  motif, 
which  differs  from  the  regular  design  in  the  manner  illustrated. 
The  reverse  is  from  the  regular  die  of  the  year.

463  1870  pattern  half  dollar.  J-972.  Copper.  Plain  edge.  160.8  grains. 
Proof-65.  A  gem  specimen  of  nearly  flawless  appearance,  certain¬ 
ly  one  of  the  very  finest  in  existence.  The  surfaces  are  a  rich  orange- 
brown  hue  with  some  iridescence,  especially  on  the  reverse. 

This  variety  is  sufficiently  rare  that  Abe  Kosoff  was  not  able  to 
locate  any  recent  price  records  when  he  compiled  the  seventh  edi¬ 
tion  of  United  States  Pattern,  Experimental  and  Trial  Pieces.  Only  a  few 
specimens  are  known  to  exist.

A  Proof  which  has  seen  some  circulation.  Light  brown  surfaces. 
A  few  minor  edge  marks  are  noted.  The  obverse  bears  the  form 
of  Miss  Liberty,  seated,  with  a  plain  field  surrounding  C. 
GOBRECHT  F.  on  the  base,  and  the  date  1836  below.  The  reverse 
shows  an  eagle  flying  upward  in  a  field  consisting  of  13  small  and 
13  large  stars.  The  edge  is  plain.  This  is  one  of  the  so-called  'origi¬ 
nal'  issues,  with  dies  aligned  in  normal  coin  fashion,  struck  in  De¬ 
cember  1836  to  the  extent  of  1,000  pieces. 

As  Robert  Julian  has  pointed  out,  although  these  have  been  considered  to  be  patterns 
by  collectors  over  the  years,  in  actuality  nearly  all  were  placed  into  circulation  at  face 
value,  where  they  served  in  the  channels  of  commerce

466  1870  pattern  dollar.  J-1004.  Copper.  Reeded  edge.  390.3  grains. 
Proof-65.  A  gem  specimen  with  reddish-brown  surfaces  intermin¬ 
gled  with  electric  blue.  A  simply  superb,  breathtaking  coin  which 
must  rank  as  one  of  the  finest  known  of  only  a  dozen  or  so  extant 
pieces. 

The  obverse  displays  Barber's  proposal  for  a  Liberty  Seated  de¬ 
sign,  which  differs  from  the  standard  issue.  The  reverse  is  the  regu¬ 
lar  silver  dollar  die  of  the  era. 


467  1870  pattern  dollar.  J-1004.  Copper,  silver  plated.  371.8  grains. 
Proof-60  to  63.  Some  hairlines,  and  with  an  edge  bump  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  reverse. 

The  piece  is  a  duplicate  to  the  preceding  except  that  it  has  been 
lightly  silver  plated  and,  apart  from  weight,  resembles  a  silver 
impression. 


465  1866  pattern  dollar.  J-541.  Copper.  Reeded  edge.  367.6  grains. 
Proof-60  to  63.  Deep  reddish-brown  surfaces.  Some  friction  is  seen 
on  the  higher  spots,  probably  truly  'cabinet  friction,'  where  the  fields 
indicate  that  the  coin  has  not  come  into  contact  with  other  coins 
nor,  of  course,  was  it  ever  in  circulation.  A  very  scarce  issue. 


Outstanding  1879  J-1617  Pattern  Dollar 


468  1879  pattern  dollar.  J-1617.  Silver  alloy.  387.0  grains.  Proof-63.  An 

exceptional  specimen  with  brilliant  surfaces  overlaid  with  light  gold¬ 
en  toning.  A  far  above  average  example  of  an  issue  which  of-ten 
comes  scuffed  or  even  lightly  worn.  The  Judd  plate  coin  shows  ex¬ 
tensive  friction,  for  example. 

The  weight  of  this  piece  indicates  that  it  may  indeed  be  struck 
in  metric  alloy,  although  this  has  not  been  verified. 

The  intention  of  the  issue  was  to  create  a  coin  weighing  25  grains  and  to  be  composed 
of  895.8  parts  silver,  4.2  parts  gold,  and  100  parts  silver,  as  specified  in  the  inscription 
on  the  reverse.  This  and  related  ideas  never  came  to  pass,  for  the  Mint  determined  that 
it  would  be  impossible  for  anyone  without  laboratory  equipment  to  verify  the  presence 
of  gold  in  such  a  coin,  thus,  the  issue  could  be  counterfeited  by  simply  using  a  silver 
alloy  and  omitting  the  gold. 
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469  1879  pattern  dollar.  J-1626.  Goloid  alloy.  217.3  grains.  Proof-63.  Bril¬ 
liant  surfaces  with  light  gray  and  lilac  toning. 

The  weight  of  this  piece  indicates  that  it  may  be  struck  in  goloid 
composition,  although  in  the  absence  of  laboratory  analysis  this 
cannot  be  verified. 

The  inscription  on  the  reverse  indicates  that  those  in  goloid  metal  weigh  14  grams 
and  contain  15.3  parts  gold,  236.7  parts  silver,  and  28  parts  copper.  The  motto  DEO  EST 
GLORIA  used  on  this,  the  preceding  coin,  and  certain  other  patterns  of  the  era  is  the 
same  as  found  on  the  $4  Stella  issues  and  translates  to  'God  is  Glorious.'

470  1880  pattern  dollar.  J-1645.  Silver  metric  alloy.  386.6  grains.  Proof-63. 
Brilliant  surfaces  with  just  a  suggestion  of  light  gray  toning.  A  far 
above  average  example. 

Closely  related  to  the  preceding  issues,  the  present  piece  is  in 
essence  an  1880-dated  version  of  the  early-offered  J-1617.  The  de¬ 
sign  is  by  Barber,  and  the  inscription  relate  to  the  efforts  at  the  time 
to  secure  a  metric  coinage. 


Rare  1873  Pattern  Trade  Dollar 


471  1873  pattern  trade  dollar.  J-1276.  Silver.  Reeded  edge.  419.7  grains. 
Proof-63.  A  gorgeous  specimen  with  lilac  and  electric  blue  surfaces. 

This  issue,  featuring  Miss  Liberty  wearing  a  coronet,  is  one  of 
the  most  distinctive  patterns  of  the  era  and  was  inspired  by 
Gobrecht's  Coronet  or  Braided  Hair  motif  of  the  late  1830s,  although 
now  in  more  delicate  and  differently  executed  form.  The  reverse 
bears  inscriptions  relating  to  the  fineness  in  metal  content,  as  il¬ 
lustrated,  and  is  different  from  that  adopted  for  general  circulation. 


472  1852  pattern  gold  dollar.  J-147.  Copper,  gilt.  22.0  grains.  Proof-55 
to  60. 

An  example  of  the  annular  or  'ring'  dollar,  an  effort  to  increase 
the  diameter  of  the  gold  dollar  without  increasing  its  weight  or  in¬ 
trinsic  value.  A  number  of  variations  on  this  theme  were  produced 
during  the  era. 

Two  die  breaks  are  seen  on  the  reverse,  one  just  below  the  top  of  the  left  side  of  the 
wreath,  and  other  after  DOL  in  the  inscription.  The  issue  may  have  been  struck  later 
than  the  date  indicated. 


1880  Pattern  $4 


473  1880  pattern  $4  Stella.  J-1658.  Copper  gilt.  57.8  grains.  Proof-55. 

The  obverse  is  by  Charles  E.  Barber  and  depicts  Miss  Liberty 
with  flowing  hair.  The  reverse  illustrates  a  five-pointed  star  on  which 
is  inscribed  ONE  STELLA,  400  CENTS.  The  1879  and  1880  $4  Stel¬ 
las  are  amoung  the  most  famous  of  all  American  coins.  The  gold 
version  of  this  issue  is  valued  in  the  $100,000  range,  so  the  presently- 
offered  gilt  copper  piece,  indistinguishable  from  gold  except  by  the 
weight,  represents  an  opportunity  to  contain  the  variety  in  a  col¬ 
lection  without  paying  a  six-figure  price. 
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1880  $4  Stella  Pattern 


474  1880  pattern  $4  Stella.  J-1661.  Copper,  gilt.  59.5  grains.  Proof-55. 

A  companion  to  the  preceding,  this  features  the  Coiled  Hair  de¬ 
sign  by  George  T.  Morgan.  Gold  impressions  of  these  dies  are  also 
valued  in  the  $100,000  range,  so  the  present  gilt  copper  piece  should 
fill  a  need  for  those  not  inclined  to  part  with  such  a  large  sum. 


Gem  1860  Pattern  $5 


475  1860  pattern  $5.  J-272.  Copper.  65.1  grains.  Proof-64  or  finer.  A  glit¬ 
tering  specimen  with  rich  copper  surfaces  with  iridescent  blue. 

This  issue  represents  an  effort  to  increase  the  diameter  of  the  $10  piece  and  make  it 
thinner,  thus  preventing  the  'filling'  of  a  coin  by  sawing  it  in  half  and  inserting  a  disk 
of  platinum  in  the  center.  At  the  time,  platinum  was  not  valued  as  much  as  gold.  A  dis- 
cription  of  the  process  can  be  found  at  the  top  of  page  63  of  the  Judd  reference. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  on  the  reverse  an  inverted  A  punch  was  used  to  create 
the  V  in  FIVE,  undoubtedly  an  engraving  error. 


for  the  addition  of  the  experimental  motto  GOD  OUR  TRUST  on 
a  ribbon  above  the  eagle.  The  bronzed  surface  was  popular  at  the 
time  and  was  made  by  putting  bronzing  powder  on  the  surface 
of  coins  before  striking  them.  This  is  a  standard  way  to  prepare 
bronze  medals  and  was  in  use  at  the  Mint  during  much  of  the  19th 
century. 


477  1863  Pattern  $10.  J-350.  Copper.  144.3  grains.  Bronzed  Proof-63.  A 
nice  mate  for  the  preceding,  and  quite  similar  to  it  save  for  the  date.

478  1874  Pattern  $10.  J-1374.  Copper,  gilt.  234.0  grains.  Proof-55.  Some 
friction  is  seen  on  the  higher  areas,  but  overall  the  coin  is  quite 
attractive.  Except  for  the  weight,  it  has  every  indication  of  being 
a  gold  impression. 

This,  one  of  the  most  famous  of  all  patterns,  follows  the  sugges¬ 
tion  made  by  Dana  Bickford.  The  idea  was  to  create  a  coin  which 
could  be  used  in  several  different  European  countries.  The  reverse 
gives  equivalent  value  in  various  currencies,  and  the  center  states 
the  fineness  and  weight,  together  with  the  inscription  "UBIQUE," 
meaning  ubiquitous,  or  existing  everywhere. 

As  was  true  of  other  international  proposals,  the  idea  had  a  fatal 
flaw.  Although  currencies  might  be  translated  to  one  another  at 
a  given  point  in  time,  such  equivalents  did  not  remain  in  effect  for 
long,  for  values  changed  with  relation  to  each  other.  Thus,  the 
proportions  shown  on  the  reverse  of  this  coin,  while  it  may  have 
been  in  effect  in  1874,  would  not  have  remained  in  effect  for  a  long 
period  of  time. 


476  1861  pattern  $10.  J-285.  Copper.  150.0  grains.  Bronzed  Proof-65.  A 
splendid  piece  which  is  in  condition  nearly  as  struck. 

The  obverse  and  reverse  are  similar  to  the  regular  issue  except 
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1867  Die  Trial 


479  1867  Die  trial.  Struck  in  copper-nickel.  MS-60.  Planchet  cracked 
at  the  bottom  due  to  the  striking  process.  This  piece  is  unique,  so 
far  as  we  know,  and  is  illustrated  on  page  239  of  the  Judd  refer¬ 
ence  and  is  mentioned  in  Taxay  as  variety  EP-495. 

Far  more  than  being  a  trial  piece,  the  coin  actually  is  handmade, 
in  the  manner  of  a  die,  by  punching  the  portrait  of  Miss  Liberty 
at  the  center,  inscribing  a  circular  line  around,  and  then  hand- 
punching  the  inscription  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  1867 
with  individual  letter  punches.  Thus,  all  the  inscriptions  are  in¬ 
cuse,  and  the  copper  nickel  blank  is  a  "die"  rather  than  a  coin  or 
coin  impression.  A  wax  impression  of  this  "die"  would  show  the 
portrait  and  legends  raised,  as  on  a  coin.

"Die”  conception  for  the  obverse  of  an  1869  Standard  Silver  pat¬ 
tern,  similar  to  J-702.  Incuse  on  a  bronze  disk  are  various  design 
elements,  including  the  head  of  Miss  Liberty,  the  individually 
punched  inscription  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  and  the  mot¬ 
to  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.  The  intent  was  to  create  a  "die"  which  could 
be  impressed  in  wax  in  order  to  show  the  appearance  of  the  final 
design. 

The  importance  of  this  and  other  "trials"  offered  in  this  section 
cannot  be  over-emphasized.  The  rarity  of  most  of  these— nearly  all 
are  unique— in  such  that  it  may  be  decades,  even  a  lifetime,  before 
such  a  purchase  opportunity  occurs.

A  virtually  identical  coin  is  illustrated  on  the  top  of  page 
226  of  the  Judd  reference,  and  another  was  sold  by  us  in  the  re¬ 
cent  1987  ANA  Convention  sale.  MS-65. 

The  issue  was  made  at  a  date  later  than  that  indicated  on  the 
coin,  possibly  around  the  turn  of  the  20th  century. 
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484  Impression  of  the  obverse  of  an  1806  half  dollar  on  a  shield-shaped 
white  metal  planchet,  with  the  embossed  die  of  a  12-cent  stamp 
on  the  reverse.  MS-65.  Believed  to  be  unique.  Mentioned  in  the 
Judd  reference  as  follows:  "One  known  mule  with  an  impression 
of  the  embossing  die  for  12-cent  U.S.  stamped  envelope."  Don  Tax- 
ay  also  mentions  this  piece,  giving  its  pedigree  as  Schuman  and 
Empire  Coin  Company.  The  postal  die  dates  from  the  1874-1876  era.

Unique  Longacre  Dollar  Motif  Trial 


485  Circa  1859  Liberty  head  by  J.P.  Longacre,  possibly  intended  for  the 
silver  dollar.  Struck  in  white  metal.  AU-50. 

Unique.  The  only  specimen  known  to  exist.  This  piece  is  illus¬ 
trated  on  page  235  of  the  Judd  text. 

The  motif  is  of  Longacre's  Liberty  head,  similar  to  that  used  on 
his  1859  pattern  half  dollars  in  1860,  etc.  Assay  Commission  me¬ 
dals,  but  without  the  word  LIBERTY  on  the  band,  and  of  signifi¬ 
cantly  larger  format.  No  coins  embodying  this  motif  are  known  to 
exist,  so  this  die  trial  may  represent  the  only  surviving  impression 
of  the  work.

A  glittering  gem 
specimen  of  this  issue,  believed  to  have  been  struck  only  to  the 
extent  of  1,000  or  so  pieces,  and  considered  to  be  the  first  gold  dol¬ 
lar  issue  made  for  circulation.  An  absolutely  breathtaking  coin  which 
will  delight  the  connoiseur. 

A  Guidebook  to  United  States  Coins  mentions  this  issue  in  a  footnote  but  does  not  grant 
it  a  separate  listing.  Scott's  Catalogue  and  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  Coins,  1976  edition 
(the  last  edition  published),  specifically  lists  this  issue  and  notes  that  only  1,000  pieces 
were  minted  At  the  time  the  issue  in  uncirculated  grade  was  valued  at  over  double  the 
price  of  a  regular  1849  Large  Head  style.

490  1849  Small  Head.  No  L  on  truncation.  Open  wreath.  MS-63.  A 

glittering  gem  specimen,  brilliant,  lustrous  and  desirable  in  every 
respect. 

This  issue,  of  which  only  a  few  were  made  (estimates  range  from 
1,000  up),  is  quite  a  bit  different  from  the  later  issues  inasmuch 
as  the  portrait  in  the  obverse  is  smaller,  seemingly  in  higher  relief, 
and  has  a  cameo-like  appearance.  The  initial  of  the  engraver,  L, 
for  Longacre,  was  not  included. 

The  piece  here  possesses  a  high  degree  of  aesthetic  appeal  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  rarity  and  should  elicit  a  generous  bid.

An  incredible  specimen,  sharply  struck,  frosty,  and 
brilliant.  It's  probably  correct  to  say  that  no  finer  business  strike

even  a  theoretically  finer  piece,  for  this  coin  approaches  perfection. 
Quite  probably  it  was  set  aside  at  the  time  of  issue  for  assay  pur¬ 
poses  and  was  never  released  through  the  channels  of  commerce. 
For  the  connoiseur  here  is  a  truly  incredible  opportunity. 


Last  year  of  the  Type  I  gold  dollar  designed, 
in  the  first  year  of  production  at  the  newly  opened  San  Francisco 
Mint.

A  very  pleasing  example  of  this  classic 
gold  dollar  issue.  This  is  one  of  the  keys  in  the  series  and  is  the 
only  San  Francisco  Mint  gold  dollar  struck  after  1860. 

Walter  Breen  relates  that  on  May  14,  1870,  O.  H.  LaGrange,  superintendent  of  the  San 
Francisco  Mint,  telegraphed  Philadelphia  to  advise  that:  'LETTER  S  OMITTED  ON  ONE 
AND  THREE  DOLLAR  DIES  SENT  TO  THIS  BRANCH  FOR  THIS  YEAR.  2,000  PIECES 
COINED.  CAN  THEY  BE  ISSUED.' 

On  May  27,  1870,  LaGrange  wrote  to  Philadelphia  stating  that  the  $1  and  $3  dies  were 
returned.  The  $3  die  had  been  engraved  with  the  letter  S  by  coiner  J.  B.  Harmstead,  and 
one  piece  was  struck. 

Later  the  San  Francisco  Mint  was  to  report  a  coinage  of  3,000  gold  dollars  for  the  year. 
If  the  2,000  1870  gold  dollars  without  mintmark  were  melted,  then  all  3,000  pieces  would 
have  been  of  the  standard  1870-S  variety.  However,  if  the  3,000  figure  includes  2,000  without 
the  S  mintmark  (which  would  be  similar  to  Philadelphia  Mint  coins),  then  only  1,000 
1870-S  dollars  with  mintmark  were  produced. 

The  1870-S  is  one  of  the  best  known  rarities  in  the  field.  Walter  Breen  noted  in  1964 
that  about  two  dozen  could  be  traced  and  that  probably  no  more  than  30  pieces  exist  in  all. 


Prooflike  1878  Gold  Dollar 


497  1878  MS-63,  prooflike.  Another  superb  coin,  and  another  rarity; 
just  3,200  business  strikes  were  minted  this  year,  and  relatively  few 
were  saved  at  the  time  of  issue.

498  1879  obverse  MS-64,  reverse  MS-60,  the  reverse  having  a  hairline 
scratch.  Sharply  struck  and  very  frosty.

506  1832  AU-55  or  finer.  On  the  obverse  a  mark  is  seen  on  the  cap  which 
lies  above  the  R  in  LIBERTY.  Much  luster  still  remains  in  protected 
areas.  A  very  pleasing  example  from  the  'rarest  of  the  rare'  series 
of  quarter  eagles,  the  style  without  motto  minted  from  1821  through 
1834.  Just  4,000  1832  quarter  eagles  were  struck. 

Although  the  mintage  of  this  and  surrounding  quarter  eagles  was  low  to  begin  with, 
even  fewer  survived  than  the  low-mintage  would  indicate,  or  during  this  era  gold  coins 
had  a  higher  intrinsic  value  than  face  value,  so  most  were  exported  or  melted. 


Prooflike  1834  Classic  Head  $2V2 


507  1834  MS-60,  prooflike.  Striking.  This  is  the  first  year  of  the  so-called 
Classic  Head  issue  designed  by  William  Kneass. 

The  portrait  is  redesigned  from  the  preceding,  and  on  the  reverse  the  motto  H  PLURI- 
BUS  UNUM,  in  use  since  1796,  is  discontinued. 


Rare  Proof  1866  Quarter  Eagle 


509  1866  Proof-60.  Glittering  surfaces.  Some  friction  in  the  field  keeps 
this  from  a  higher  grade. 

This  piece  is  doubly  rare.  First,  as  a  Proof  it  is  exceedingly  elu¬ 
sive,  for  only  30  Proofs  were  minted,  of  that  number  only  a  dozen 
or  so  survive  today.  Beyond  that,  the  1866  quarter  eagle  is  a  rare 
date,  for  just  3, 110  examples  were  minted  totally;  divided  into  3,080 
business  strikes  and,  as  noted,  30  Proofs. 


510  1896  AU-58.  A  lustrous,  frosty  example  of  an  issue  of  which  just 
19,202  were  minted.

A  number  of  numismatists  of  our  acquaintance  have  put  together  'short  sets'  of  quar¬ 
ter  eagles  A  logical  place  to  begin  is  1880,  from  which  point  no  branch  mint  quarter 
eagles  were  made  of  this  type,  continuing  through  1907,  the  last  year  that  Liberty  Head 
quarter  eagles  were  minted.  Such  a  collection  contains  no  'impossible'  rarities  yet  is 
challenging  to  put  together.

525  1908  Gem  Matte  Proof-64.  A  superb  specimen  of  the  first  year  of 
the  Indian  Head  design.  Certainly  this  is  one  of  the  finest  several 
dozen  Matte  Proof  still  surviving. 

In  1908  Bela  Lyon  Pratt's  innovative  incuse  $2Vi  and  $5  design  appeared.  For  the  first 
time  in  american  coinage,  the  main  motifs  were  recessed  in  the  coin's  surface,  and  the 
field  of  the  coin,  traditionally  the  lowest  part,  became  the  highest. 

Numismatists  become  enchanted  with  the  Saint-Gaudens  $10  and  $20  of  the  preced¬ 
ing  year,  were  quick  to  condemn  the  new  $2’/2  and  $5  designs,  and  many  adverse  com¬ 
ments  concerning  the  new  style  are  to  be  found  in  the  pages  of  The  Numismatist  and 
The  American  Journal  of  Numismatics. 

Originally  it  was  intended  by  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  that  Augustus  Saint- 
Gaudens  would  redesign  the  entire  american  coinage  from  the  cent  to  the  double  eagle. 
However,  the  artist's  health  intervened,  and  by  the  autumn  of  1907  Saint-Gaudens  had 
passed  away,  leaving  a  legacy  of  the  $10  and  $20  denominations,  plus  a  few  sketches 
for  others.  William  Sturgis  Bigelow  acted  as  an  intermediary  and  enlisted  the  help  of 
Bela  Lyon  Pratt,  Boston  sculpturist,  to  fill  the  gap  left  by  Saint-Gaudens.  At  one  time 
Pratt  was  a  student  of  the  latter.

(which  is  1927,  which  388,000  were  struck).

536  1854-D  EF-45  to  AU-50.  Very  sharply  struck,  unusual  for  the  issue, 
with  much  luster  still  remaining  in  protected  areas.  In  keeping  with 
other  authentic  examples,  the  rim  milling  is  incomplete  in  areas. 

1854-D  is  rare  as  a  variety,  for  just  1,120  were  struck.  Beyond  that, 
the  coin  has  special  importance  as  the  only  coin  of  this  denomina¬ 
tion  to  have  been  struck  at  the  Dahlonega  Mint.  Among  surviving 
1854-D  $3  pieces,  the  coin  offered  here  is  one  of  the  very  finest. 


537  1854-0  EF-40.  An  attractive  example  of  the  only  New  Orleans  Mint 
coin  of  the  denomination.

In  such  lofty  business  strike  form  this  coin  is  a  major  rarity.  Un¬ 
der  today's  tightened  grading  interpretations,  it  is  probably  correct 
to  say  that  now  no  more  than  a  dozen  or  two  equivalent  examples 
exist  in  all  of  numismatics.

On  this  piece  and  on  the  preceding,  both  struck  from  the  same  die  pair  (although 
the  present  piece  is  a  later  die  state  and  does  not  show  the  finishing  lines),  the  last  digit 
of  the  date,  the  number  six  in  1856,  is  in  higher  relief  than  the  other  digits,  indicating 
that  it  was  punched  more  deeply  in  the  die.  Undoubtedly,  the  $3  reverse  die  was  made 
up  in  advance  with  the  first  three  digits  only,  with  the  last  place  left  blank  to  be  used 
during  the  appropriate  year.  When  the  last  digit  was  punched  in,  the  engraver  swung 
his  mallet  too  strongly,  and  impressed  the  date  punch  further  into  the  die  than  he  should 
have.

540  1856  MS-60  to  63.  An  exceptionally  deep  and  bold  strike,  with 
needle-sharp  definition  of  all  detail.  One  wonders  if  this  piece  was 
among  those  saved  for  Assay  Commission  purposes.  All  in  all  it 
is  an  incredible  example. 

The  obverse  and  reverse  show  a  series  of  finely-space  minute  die  striae,  made  at  the 
mint  during  the  die  preparation  process,  indicating  that  this  piece  was  among  the  first 
coins  made  from  the  die  pair  (later,  such  preparation  lines  wear  away). 


Important  1858  $3  Gold 


545  1858  VF-30  to  EF-40.  Boldly  struck  and  sharp  in  all  details.  Although 
the  catalogue  value  for  the  issue  is  not  much  higher  than  that  of 
its  contemporaries,  the  1858  years  ago  was  recognized  as  a  classic, 
an  aspect  which  has  been  overlooked  in  modern  times. 

As  we  have  noted  in  our  numerous  earlier  instances  (refer  to  our  Norweb  and  King 
of  Siam  catalogues,  for  example),  many  19th  century  American  gold  coins  are  sharply 
undervalued  in  relation  to  their  true  rarity.  This  situation  affords  many  opportunities 
for  the  astute  buyer,  with  the  1858  $3  piece  offered  here  being  but  one  of  dozens  of  ex¬ 
amples  that  could  be  cited.

562  1873  closed  3.  VF-20.  A  very  pleasing  example,  for  the  grade,  of 
the  third  rarest  Philadelphia  Mint  coin  in  the  series.  Although  the 
closed  three  varieties  have  been  designated  as  'restrikes'  by  some, 
we  feel  that  this  assumption  may  be  incorrect  (a  sentiment  shared 
by  expert  David  Akers,  by  the  way),  for  a  number  of  examples,  such 
as  this  one,  exists  with  evidences  of  circulation.  An  extended  dis¬ 
sertation  on  the  subject  can  be  found  under  the  appropriate  entry 
in  our  sale  of  the  Eliasberg  Collection  of  United  States  Gold  Coins 
(October  1982).

578  1879  Flowing  Hair  $4  Stella.  Struck  in  gold.  Proof-60.  A  very  nice 
example  of  this  classic  and  highly  desired  United  States  Coin. 

The  story  of  the  $4  has  been  told  a  number  of  times,  with  much  technical  information 
being  recited  recently  by  Michael  Hodder  in  our  Rare  Coin  Review  #65  and  #66. 

In  brief,  Hon.  John  A.  Kasson,  United  States  Minister  to  Austria,  conceived  the  idea 
of  creating  a  coin  which  would  be  smaller  than  the  United  States  $5  piece  and  which 
would  approximate  the  value  of  several  different  European  gold  issues.  His  thought  was 
that  such  a  piece  would  be  convenient  for  travelers  going  from  one  country  to  another 
in  Europe. 

Charles  E.  Barber  prepared  a  pattern  illustrating  what  today  is  known  as  a  Flowing 
flair  style,  the  variety  offered  here,  while  George  T  Morgan  created  the  Coiled  Hair  mo¬ 


tif.  Of  the  Flowing  Hair  style,  it  is  believed  that  15  pieces  were  initially  minted.  They 
proved  popular.  Congressmen  and  other  desired  additional  pieces,  and  a  demand  rose 
from  collectors,  so  that  an  additional  quantity,  variously  estimated  as  being  from  41X1  to 
600  coins,  left  the  presses. 

Walter  Breen  recites  the  enchanting  tale  that  bordello  denizens  in  Washington,  DC  were 
the  recipients  of  a  number  of  $4  pieces  given  by  congressmen,  thus  accounting  for  the 
occasional  mounted  jewelry  piece  seen  today. 

Ever  since  the  time  of  issue,  the  $4  has  been  a  favorite  with  numismatists.  Although 
strictly  speaking  it  is  the  pattern,  the  denomination  has  been  incorporated  into  the  regular 
series  by  many  and,  indeed,  occupies  its  own  distinctive  listing  among  regular  issue  pieces 
in  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins. 
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Half  Eagles 


Sharp  1795  Half  Eagle 


579  1795  Small  Eagle  reverse.  Breen  2-C.  EF-40.  With  some  prooflike 
surface.  Exceedingly  well-struck,  exhibits  a  wealth  of  detail,  includ¬ 
ing  the  eagle's  breast  feathers  at  the  center  of  the  reverse. 

The  1795  half  eagle  represents  the  first  United  States  gold  coin 
issued  by  the  fledgling  Mint.  The  obverse  is  of  the  Capped  Bust 
to  right  style,  while  the  reverse  is  of  the  Small  Eagle  motif,  depict¬ 
ing  an  eagle  perched  on  an  olive  branch  and  holding  aloft  a  laurel 
wreath  in  its  beak.  The  reverse  design  was  adapted  from  an  an¬ 
cient  Roman  cameo. 

While  the  obverse  design,  with  varying  star  arrangements  and 
counts,  was  used  through  1807,  the  Small  Eagle  reverse  was  dis¬ 
continued  in  1798.

Prooflike  sur¬ 
faces.  A  superb  specimen. 

The  obverse  is  Breen's  1,  the  overdate.  The  reverse  does  not  pre¬ 
cisely  match  any  Breen  listing.  The  first  T  is  recut  as  on  reverse 
C;  the  arrows  are  past  the  N  as  on  reverses  A  and  B;  and  there 
is  a  break  at  the  third  E  continuing  to  the  wing  as  on  his  reverse  D. 

A  detailed  description  of  the  reverse  is  hereby  given  for  use  of  future  students:  in  the 
inscription,  the  base  of  each  T  is  defective  at  the  right,  with  tiny  thorn-like  projections 
extending  from  the  lower  right  of  the  first  two  T  letters.  The  right  side  of  the  first  T  is 
recut  sharply,  particularly  noticeable  at  the  upper  right  serif.  The  furthermost  arrows 
extend  just  a  hair  beyond  the  right  upright  of  N.  A  star  point  aims  directly  at  the  tip 
of  the  eagle's  lower  beak.  There  are  five  berries  in  the  branch,  two  to  the  left  side  and 
one  to  the  right,  which  the  lowest  two  berries  are  the  boldest  (at  least  on  the  specimen 
offered  here;  perhaps  not  on  all).  The  eagle's  talon  is  exceedingly  close  to  the  lower  right 
of  the  letter  A  but  does  not  touch.  The  point  of  a  leaf  does  touch  the  base  of  the  letter 
I,  slightly  to  the  left  of  center.  The  left-most  vertical  stripe  in  this  shield  is  defective  and 
extends  below  the  curved  shield  outline.  A  fine  die  crack  begins  at  the  border,  extends 
through  the  E  to  the  right  of  its  center,  passes  above  the  highest  leaf  on  the  right,  goes 
through  the  tip  of  the  highest  leaf  on  the  left,  and  ends  at  the  third  lowest  feather  adja¬ 
cent  to  the  shield.  Another  break,  or  possibly  continuation  of  the  same  one,  extends 
from  just  above  the  center  of  the  shield,  through  the  horizontal  stripes,  exiting  just  be¬ 
low  the  upper  left  shield  point,  continuing  through  the  L  of  PLURIBUS,  progressing 
through  the  feathers,  and  extending  at  the  top  of  the  highest  left  feather  to  the  border.

583  1805  AU-55.  Unlisted  in  the  Breen  reference. 

The  example  is  somewhat  similar  to  Breen's  obverse  three,  but 
only  one  point  of  the  ninth  star  touches  the  Y.  The  reverse  is  not 
listed.  Another  opportunity  for  the  half  eagle  specialist. 

Obverse  die  description:  date  1805  evenly  spaced;  first  and  second  digits  closer  to  the 
denticals  than  the  last  two;  serif  of  1  embedded  in  hair;  top  part  of  5  embedded  in  grape 
wreath.  First  star  distant  from  hair;  two  points  of  the  eighth  star  close  to  but  not  touch¬ 
ing  cap;  L  extremely  close  to  cap  but  not  touching;  point  of  ninth  star  touches  upper 
right  arm  of  Y;  point  of  13th  star  embedded  in  drapery;  the  11th,  12th,  and  13th  stars 
are  closer  together  than  are  any  of  the  other  stars. 

Reverse  die  characteristics:  in  the  border  inscription,  the  lower  right  foot  of  each  T  is 
missing;  in  UNITED,  E  is  closer  to  the  denticles  than  are  the  other  letters;  tip  of  right 
Foot  barely  touches  clouds;  first  A  in  AMERICA  embedded  in  feathers;  AM  joined  at 
base;  ME  nearly  joined;  leaf  end  under  left  edge  of  I;  thorn  or  spur  from  lowest  right 
leaf  points  toward  left  side  of  C;  talon  barely  touches  lower  right  of  A  at  its  center;  fur¬ 
thest  arrows  are  near  the  right  side  of  N  but  do  not  extend  as  far  as  it;  in  branch,  five 
berries,  two  left  and  three  right;  lower  right  leaf  recut  with  thorn  at  end,  as  noted,  and 
with  pronounced  recutting  at  base.  Star  points  directly  toward  tip  of  eagle's  lower  beak. 
First  and  third  top  stars  barely  touch  clouds,  fourth  nearly  touches  clouds,  others  are 
free  of  clouds.

Although  this  issue  is  generally  classified  as  having  a  round  top  six  (as  apposed  to 
the  pointed  top  six  variety),  more  significant  in  our  view  is  the  star  arrangement.  The 
variety  with  round  top  six  has  the  stars  arranged  seven  left  and  six  to  the  right,  while 
the  variety  with  pointed  six  has  the  obverse  stars  arranged  eight  to  the  left  and  five  to 
the  right.

585  1807  Capped  Bust  to  right.  Heraldic  eagle  reverse.  B  1-A.  EF-40  to 
AU-50.  A  superb  specimen  of  the  last  year  of  this  general  design 
type. 

On  the  reverse,  the  branch  exhibits  inept  die  cutting.  Extending  from  the  second  lowest 
leaf  on  the  left  are  two  spines  or  'twigs'  the  leftmost  of  which  seems  to  have  a  tiny  berry 
at  the  end.  The  fourth  leaf  on  the  left  appears  only  in  outline  form,  with  no  details  at 
the  center.  The  third  leaf  from  the  bottom  on  the  right  touches  the  base  of  the  I,  in  an 
area  which  exhibits  either  a  die  flaw  or  repunching,  in  the  form  of  a  bar  connecting  the 
base  of  the  I  with  the  right  serif  of  the  R.

593  1819  with  5D  over  50  on  reverse.  B  1-A.  Choice  AU-55.  With  most 
original  mint  lustre  remaining.  Sharply  struck.  This  is  from  the  Elias- 
berg  Collection,  Lot  374,  sold  by  us  in  1982.  The  following  descrip¬ 
tion  is  adapted  from  that  we  used  in  the  Eliasberg  catalogue. 

This  piece  is  of  precious  beauty  and  is  certainly  one  of  the  finest 
known.  Reverse  die  exhibits  the  blunder  5D  over  50.  Apparently 
this  was  a  result  of  inattention  on  the  part  of  the  engraver.  After 
cutting  the  numeral  five  the  engraver  was  perhaps  daydreaming 
and  cut  a  zero,  thus  '50'  as  on  a  half  dollar.  He  then  realized  he 
was  doing  a  half  eagle  die,  so  he  corrected  the  erroneous  digit  by 
overpunching  it  with  the  letter  D.  Under  magnification  the  blun¬ 
der  is  very  apparent. 

In  the  line-up  of  great  half  eagle  rarities  of  this  era,  the  1819,  while 
not  overlooked,  certainly  has  not  received  the  publicity  of  certain 
other  issues.  Of  this  particular  variety  with  the  blundered  reverse, 
Walter  Breen  states  that  'to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  exactly  five 
specimens  survive.'  In  addition  he  notes  that  approximately  five 
or  six  examples  are  known  of  the  1819  with  perfect  reverse.  This 
would  produce  a  combined  population  of  only  about  a  dozen  pieces 
for  the  1819  year. 

Known  1819  half  eagles  of  the  blundered  reverse,  per  the  Breen 
listing,  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  Wolfson  Collection  specimen,  earlier  in  the  'Memorable 
Collection,'  before  that  in  the  World's  Greatest  Collection'  (F.  C. 
C.  Boyd),  and  earlier  in  the  collection  of  William  H.  Woodin  (who 
exhibited  it  at  the  American  Numismatic  Society  in  1914).  Earlier 
it  was  the  property  of  D.  S.  Wilson.  Described  by  Walter  Breen  as 
'Uncirculated.' 

2.  The  specimen  offered  here,  sold  by  us  in  1982,  from  the  Elias¬ 
berg  Collection.  Earlier  in  the  John  H.  Clapp  Collection,  and  be¬ 
fore  that  in  the  Harlan  P.  Smith  Collection,  1906. 

3.  The  Adolphe  Menjou  Collection  specimen.  Before  that  owned 
by  Charles  M.  Williams,  William  Forrester  Dunham,  and  Matthew 
Stickney,  Very  Fine. 

4.  The  specimen  appearing  in  New  Netherlands  Coin  Compa¬ 
ny's  49th  Sale,  duplicate  from  the  Eliasberg  Collection,  earlier  of¬ 
fered  in  the  Lee  Collection,  the  Col.  Flanagan  Collection,  and  the 
George  H.  Earle  Collection.  Extremely  Fine  or  better. 

5.  The  example  in  the  January  1963  Schulman-Kreisberg  Sale  from 
an  'Oregon  consignor.'  Earlier  in  the  Atwater  and  Carpentier  col¬ 
lections.  Incorrectly  pictured  by  B.  Max  Mehl  in  the  Atwater  offer¬ 
ing  (the  illustration  used  was  the  Dunham  coin;  Mehl  often  used 
'stock'  photographs).  Very  Fine. 

6.  The  Garrett  Collection  coin  sold  by  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries 
on  behalf  of  The  John  Hopkins  University,  November  1979,  Lot  462, 
described  as  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Acquired  by  T.  Harri¬ 
son  Garrett  from  W.  Elliot  Woodward,  January  27,  1883.  Earlier  from 
the  collections  of  Joseph  J.  Mickley  and  William  Sumner  Apple- 
ton.  Not  included  in  the  Breen  listing. 

B.  Max  Mehl,  the  colorful  Fort  Worth,  Texas  dealer  who  was  un¬ 


questionably  the  most  prominent  professional  numismatist  in 
America  during  the  first  half  of  the  present  century,  believed  that 
the  1819  half  eagle  was  unappreciated.  In  the  1941  Dunham  Sale 
he  described  the  coin  offered  there  with  an  enthusiastic  title,  com¬ 
plete  with  exclamation  point:  'THE  EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  1819 
HALF  EAGLE-ONE  OF  OUR  REALLY  GREAT  RARITIES!'  His 
text  description,  quoted  here  in  part,  is  likewise  enthusiastic: 

'The  second  rarest  half  eagle,  next  in  rarity  to  the  matchless  1822, 
has  always  been  considered  to  be  the  1815  half  eagle.  The  1819  has 
always  been  recognized  as  the  third  rarest  of  the  entire  series.  But 
from  the  records  of  the  number  of  specimens  offered  in  the  past 
50  years,  I  believe  that  while  the  1815  is  and  should  be  rated  as 
the  second  rarest  half  eagle  [it  is  worth  noting  that  no  1815  half 
eagle  appeared  in  the  Dunham  Sale— Ed.],  but  from  the  same 
records  it  is  certainly  evident  that  the  1819  is— if  not  as  rare  as  the 
1815— most  certainly  a  mighty  close  second. 

'From  1890  to  the  present  time  [1941]  there  were  offered  at  auc¬ 
tion  three  specimens  of  the  1815  half  eagle.  The  first  in  the  Harlan 
P.  Smith  Sale,  where  the  coin  brought  $1050.  The  next  specimen 
sold  was  in  the  following  year,  1907,  in  the  Matthew  A.  Stickney 
Sale,  where  the  coin  sold  for  $2000.  The  third  specimen  was  in  my 
sale  of  the  famous  James  Ten  Eyck  Collection,  in  1922,  where  the 
1815  half  eagle  brought  $2200  plus  5%  [commission  charged  to  the 
buyer] . 

'Since  my  sale  of  the  Ten  Eyck  Collection  in  May  1922,  not  an¬ 
other  1815  half  eagle  has  been  offered  at  auction.  However,  I  have 
handled  and  sold  three  specimens  at  private  sale  during  this  peri¬ 
od,  although  two  of  these  specimens  were  previously  sold  at  auc¬ 
tion  and  were  not  newly  discovered  or  additional  specimens. 

'During  the  same  period  of  numismatic  history,  from  1890  until 
the  present  time  [1941],  more  than  50  years,  there  were  only  four 
specimens  of  the  1819  half  eagle  offered  at  auction— just  one  more 
than  were  offered  of  the  1815... 

'Since  my  sale  of  the  Ten  Eyck  Collection  in  1922  I  can  find  no 
record  of  a  single  other  specimen  having  been  offered  at  auction . 
Although  I  have  had  four  1815  half  eagles  pass  through  my  hands 
during  the  same  period,  handling  one  of  them  twice,  making  a  to¬ 
tal  of  six  sales  of  1815  half  eagles,  I  have  had  in  my  40  years  in  the 
numismatic  business  but  two  1819  half  eagles. 

'So,  from  [my  records]  it  can  be  very  easily  noted  that  the  1819 
is  just  about  on  a  par  in  rarity  and  value  with  the  1815  half  eagle, 
which  has  an  auction  record  of  well  over  $2200,  and  a  record  at 
private  sale  of  over  $4000!  Then,  truly,  the  1819  half  eagle  can  cer¬ 
tainly  be  classed  among  the  really  great  American  numismatic 
rarities.' 

The  coin  presently  offered  is  Choice  AU-55  with  most  original 
mint  lustre.  Sharp,  beautiful,  and  desirable.

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594  1834  Classic  Head.  Plain  four.  Fine-12/ VF-20.  First  year  of  the  de¬ 
sign  style. 

The  law  of  June  28,  1834,  effective  August  1,  1834,  mandated  a  weight  reduction  in 
United  States  gold  coins.  At  the  time  gold  coins  were  worth  more  in  bullion  value  than 
in  face  value,  so  freshly  minted  pieces  simply  went  to  the  melting  pot.  Examples  minted 
under  the  new  legislation  were  of  a  revised  design,  today  called  the  Classic  Head,  at¬ 
tributed  to  Chief  Engraver  William  Kneass. 

595  1836  EF-40.  A  sharp  example  of  this  Classic  Head  issue. 

The  obverse  is  bisected  by  a  fine  die  break  extending  from  the  denticals  through  the 
left  side  of  6,  through  the  hair,  through  T  of  LIBERTY,  exiting  through  the  left  side  of 
the  eighth  star,  where  the  crack  divides  slightly,  continuing  to  the  border. 

596  1837  VF-30  to  EF-40.  A  very  sharp  example  of  this  late  Classic  Head 
issue.

Memo  to  the  Proofreading  Department  of  A  Guidebook  of  United  States  Coins: 

Dear  Friends, 

We  noted  in  the  1987  edition  of  A  Guidebook  of  United  States  Coins  that  the  1843-C  half 
eagle  catalogued  $700  in  EF-40  grade,  zoomed  to  $10,000  in  AU-50  grade,  then  dropped 
back  to  just  $2,500  in  MS-60  grade.  Similarly,  the  1843-D  half  eagle  catalogued  $800  in 
EF-40  preservation,  jumped  up  to  a  whopping  $12,000  in  AU-50  grade,  and  then  settled 
back  to  only  $3,500  in  MS-60  preservation.  We  assume  that  this  was  a  typographical  er¬ 
ror  and  that  instead  of  $10,000  the  figure  meant  for  the  1843-C  in  AU-50  grade  was  $1,000; 
and  for  the  1843-D  the  figure  $12,000  should  have  been  $1,200. 

But,  now  we  are  not  so  sure,  for  taking  our  trusty  red-covered  brand-new  (relatively) 
1988  edition  of  your  esteemed  reference  from  the  shelf,  we  note  that,  again,  the  1843-C 
half  eagle  is  priced  at  $10,000  in  AU-50  grade  (but  only  $2,500  in  the  better  grade  of  MS-60), 
and  the  1843-D  is  again  priced  at  $12,000  in  AU-50  but  only  $3,500  in  MS-60  grade.  We 
hasten  to  add  that  the  only  reason  for  mentioning  this  here  in  our  catalogue,  for  all  the 
world  to  see,  is  we  do  not  want  some  prospective  bidder  on  our  1843-D  half  eagle  of¬ 
fered  here  to  feel  that  he  or  she  should  bid  close  to  $12,000  for  it,  for  it  does  approach 
AU-50  in  grade.  It  is  not  that  we  wouldn't  be  happy  with  a  bid  of  close  to  $12,000,  for 
we  certainly  would  be— but  it  wouldn't  be  fair.  So,  we  respectfully  request  a  closer  read¬ 
ing  of  page  190  of  your  fine  book,  and  encourage  you  to  revise  the  figures  in  your  next 
issue.

The  1861-D  is  distinctive  in  several  different  ways.  First,  only  1,597 
examples  were  reported  to  have  been  struck,  the  lowest  mintage  of 
all  Dahlonega  half  eagles.  This  number  was  undoubtedly  augment¬ 
ed  by  several  hundred  additional  pieces  produced  under  the 
auspices  of  Confederate  States  of  America  following  the  seizure 
of  the  Dahlonega  facility.  However,  even  if  one  allows  for  a  few  hun¬ 
dred  further  examples,  the  1861-D  remains  a  classic  rarity. 

The  variety  is  further  distinctive  as  the  last  year  mintage  of  the 
Dahlonega  Mint.  Still  another  aspect  of  desirability  is  that  it  may 
have  been  struck  by  the  Confederate  States  of  America.  Those  struck 
under  Confederate  auspices  cannot  be  differentiated  from  those 
struck  under  Union  auspices,  and  the  chances  are  less  than  50-50 
that  it  is  a  Confederate  piece,  but  at  least  the  connection  remains. 

In  1838,  branch  mints  were  opened  for  the  first  time.  Previous  to  this  year,  all  United 
States  coinage  had  been  accomplished  at  Philadelphia.  In  1838  facilities  were  opened 
in  New  Orleans,  Dahlonega,  and  Charlotte,  the  last  two  being  devoted  to  the  processing 
and  coining  of  gold  metal  from  their  respective  areas. 

The  Charlotte  Mint  and  the  Dahlonega  Mint  produced  gold  coins  only,  and  of  the 
denominations  $1,  $2 '/a,  $5.  The  equipment  was  antiquated,  so  this  probably  accounts 
for  not  striking  larger  denominations,  which  would  have  required  greater  pressure  and 
better  facilities.  In  general,  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  coins  seen  today  are  crudely  struck 
in  comparison  to  their  Philadelphia  Mint  counterparts,  evidences  of  which  can  be  seen 
in  light  striking,  uneven  planchets,  and  other  details.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1862,  the  United  State's  government  purchased  the  facil¬ 
ities  of  Clark  Gruber  &  Company,  coiners  and  investment  bankers,  and  named  the  new¬ 
ly  acquired  building  the  Denver  Mint.  However,  it  turned  out  that  the  name  was  prema¬ 
ture,  and  that  no  coins  were  ever  struck  there  by  the  government.  When  the  Denver 
Mint  did  begin  producing  coins  in  1906,  as  noted,  a  new  facility  had  been  constructed 
for  the  purpose.

Today,  Proof  gold  coins  are  highly  prized, 
of  course,  and  the  rarity  in  nearly  every  instance  is  far  rarer  than  the  already  low  min¬ 
tages  indicate.

The  story  of  the  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle  is  well-known  and,  among  other  places, 
can  be  found  In  The  History  of  United  States  Cold  Coinage,  by  Q.  David  Bowers.  Stated 
briefly.  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  visited  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  saw  Greek  coins 
on  display  there,  and  was  impressed  with  their  'sculptured'  appearance.  He  commis¬ 
sioned  his  friend,  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  who  maintained  his  studio  in  Cornish,  New 
Hampshire,  to  redesign  the  entire  spectrum  of  American  coinage  from  the  cent  to  the 
double  eagle,  so  that  United  States  pieces  would  be  more  artistic.  Saint-Gaudens,  in  failing 


health,  completed  designs  for  just  the  $10  and  $20  before  his  death  in  1907. 

The  $20  was  and  is  the  more  famous  of  the  two.  The  High  Relief  design  was  unpresident- 
ed  in  American  coinage,  and  when  it  was  created,  officials  at  the  Mint  objected  violent¬ 
ly.  They  stated  that  Saint-Gaudens  was  not  familiar  with  the  practical  side  of  coinage, 
and  that  pieces  in  such  high  relief  could  not  be  produced  effectively  on  high-speed  equip¬ 
ment.  They  were  correct  in  this,  but  on  the  other  side  was  President  Roosevelt,  who 
took  a  strong  stand  and  said  that  even  if  only  one  coin  per  day  could  be  struck,  that  is 
how  it  would  be.  As  it  turned  out,  production  was  accomplished  much  faster  than  this, 
but  each  coin  had  to  receive  three  separate  blows  of  the  dies  for  the  design  to  be  brought 
up  in  full  relief.  After  11,250  were  struck  for  circulation,  the  design  was  modified,  the 
Roman  numerals  were  dropped,  and  the  relief  was  lowered.  Later  coins,  in  low  relief, 
could  be  produced  in  quantity  quickly.  Thus  was  born  what  many  collectors  considered 
to  be  the  most  beautiful  of  all  United  States  coinage  designs  produced  for  circulation

'PS:  Did  you  get  the  pattern  cent.  Will  bring  mine  and  three  or 
four  nickels,  two-cent  pieces.  Proof,  next  trip.'

sets  were  offered.  In  addition,  a  new  release  concerning  the  coins 
is  enclosed,  giving  suggestions  for  displaying  the  pieces.  Further, 
a  cardboard  placard  illustrating  the  different  designs  is  included, 
as  is  a  clipping  from  The  Numismatist,  which  states  the  number  of 
examples  coined,  those  reserved  for  the  Assay  Commission,  those 
available,  and  the  numbers  melted. 

The  set  offered  here  is  Certified  Set  #70  and,  presumably,  is  the 
70th  set  sold.  Accompanying  the  set  are  individual  documents  for 
each  coin  in  the  set,  attesting  that  the  coins  are  certified  as  being 
number  70. 

The  importance  of  the  Panama-Pacific  set  of  commemorative  coins 
is  well-known  to  numismatists.  This  is  certainly  the  most  beauti¬ 
ful  numismatic  display  item  ever  to  bear  the  imprint  of  the  United 
States  government.

This  date  has  a  reported  mintage  of  1,758  pieces.  Some  numismatic  scholars  believe 
that  it  is  likely  that  some  1794  dollars  were  also  minted  in  1795.  Today,  however,  it  is 
believed  that  about  100  specimens  exist  from  the  original  mintage. 

The  1794  dollar  offered  here  has  an  illustrious  pedigree.  It  was  researched  for  our 
consignor  by  Jack  Collins,  a  numismatic  authority  who  has  made  an  in-depth  study 
of  dollars  of  this  date.  The  presently  offered  coin  can  be  traced  back  to  the  W.E.  Wood¬ 
ward  sale  of  May  21-25,  1888.  Subsequently  it  appeared  in  the  George  H.  Earle,  Jr. 
collection  sold  by  Henry  Chapman  at  auction  in  June  1912.  More  recently  it  has  ap¬ 
peared  in  Stack's  Anderson-Dupont  sale  of  November  1954,  and  shortly  thereafter  in 
the  Baldenhofer  sale  of  November  1955.  Its  most  recent  auction  appearance  was  in 
the  Metropolitan  New  York  Numismatic  Convention  sale  conducted  by  Kagins  on  March 
29-30,  1985.  This  coin  was  lot  number  1356  in  that  sale.

grading  standards  were  not  as  strict  as  they  are  today.  The  1861 
is  scarce  in  all  grades,  for  just  6,072  were  minted,  and  in  higher 
preservation  such  as  this  it  is  decidedly  rare. 


Of  all  gold  denominations  produced  for  circulation,  by  far 
the  rarest  is  the  $3  value.  Minted  only  from  1854  through 
1889,  all  were  produced  in  limited  quantities,  so  there  is  no 
such  thing  as  a  “common"  issue.  The  following  listing  com¬ 
prises  several  truly  rare  pieces  interspersed  with  a  number 
of  very  scarce  coins.

The  1907  Indian  Without  Motto  design  became  the  regular  issue  for  circulation  be¬ 
cause  Mint  officials  were  worried  that  the  public  would  not  be  happy  with  the  Rolled 
Edge  version  Many  specimens  were  saved  as  souvenir  pieces,  because  this  was  the 
first  year  of  issue  of  one  of  the  most  beautiful  coins  ever  struck  by  the  United  States 
Mint. 

David  Akers  states  in  his  book  on  the  subject  United  States  Cold  Coins,  Volume  V, 
Eagles  1795-1933,  that  no  Proofs  were  struck  for  collectors,  but  the  DiBello  Collection 
did  contain  two  unusual  Proofs  One  piece  had  a  satin  finish  and  fairly  high  relief, 
and  the  other  was  a  Matte  Proof  with  a  lower  relief.  It  is  believed  that  the  DiBello 
Proofs  are  unique. 


2766  Pair  of  better-date  Indian  eagles:  1908-D  Without  Motto.  AU-50. 
Just  210,000  pieces  struck.  This  issue  is  about  four  times  scarcer 
than  the  1908-D  With  Motto  on  the  reverse.  This  piece  is  brilli¬ 
ant  and  fully  lustrous;  1914-D  AU-55.  Blazing  brilliance.  Nice 
strike.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

2767  1908  Indian.  With  Motto.  AU-50.  A  lustrous  and  attractive  ex¬ 
ample  of  this  first  year  of  issue  with  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE 
TRUST  on  the  reverse. 

2768  Pair  of  Indian  Head  eagles:  1908  With  Motto.  AU-50,  polished; 
1911  EF-45,  badly  scratched  on  the  obverse.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

2769  1908  With  Motto.  EF-40.  Traces  of  original  mint  lustre  visible 
around  the  central  devices  and  periphery.  Just  a  whisper  of  light 
tangerine  toning. 

2770  1909  AU-55.  Fully  brilliant  and  lustrous.  Very  sharply  struck.  A 
nice  example  of  this  scarce  issue. 

The  1909  Indian  Head  eagle  is  one  of  the  scarcest  Philadelphia  Mint  issues.  Only 
the  1908  No  Motto  and  1933  dates  are  rarer,  among  regular  issues. 

2771  1911  AU-58/MS-60.  Beautiful  original  full  mint  lustre.  Satinlike 
surfaces  surround  frosted  devices.  An  extremely  attractive  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  issue.  Many  would  not  hesitate  to  grade  this  piece 
MS-60  overall,  but  for  technical  purposes  we  are  grading  the  ob¬ 
verse  AU-58. 


2772  1912  MS-60.  Exceptional  strike.  Full  original  mint  lustre  is  com¬ 
plemented  by  a  whisper  of  light  orange  toning.  Outstanding  eye 
appeal.  Save  for  a  few  scattered  bag  marks,  this  piece  would  easily 
grade  MS-63.  A  noteworthy  piece  for  a  type  collection.

Fully  lustrous. 

This  piece  has 
exceptional  eye  appeal.

Much  of  the  original  mint  lustre  still  remains 
on  this  piece.  A  pleasing  example  of  the  issue. 


2789  1884-CC  MS-60.  A  beautiful  example  of  the  issue.  This  piece  has 
fully  frosted  devices  and  satinlike  surfaces  and  a  great  deal  of 
original  mint  lustre.  This  piece  is  well  struck  with  just  a  few  light 
bagmarks  visible. 

This  issue  is  quite  scarce  in  Uncirculated  condition.  Total  mintage  for  the  issue  was 
a  mere  81,139  pieces.

Fully  brilliant  and  mirrored  surfaces  complement 
heavily  frosted  devices.  This  piece  is  extremely  well  struck.  An 
attractive  and  desirable  example  of  the  issue.

Razor-sharp 
strike.  Very  nice  eye  appeal. 

2807  1904  AU-58  to  MS-60.  Brilliant  and  lustrous. 

2808  Pair  of  double  eagles:  1904  EF-40,  polished;  1913  EF-45.  Traces 
of  mint  lustre  remain  in  protected  areas.  Nice  detail  still  visible. 
(Total:  2  pieces)

round  fully  frosted  devices.  Sharply  struck  with  nice  eye  appeal.

Fully 
brilliant  with  a  whisper  of  light  rose  toning;  1907-D  AU-55;  191 1-D

tractive  rose  hues;  1915-S  AU-58.  Beautiful  full  mint  frost  and 
brilliance.

This  piece 
has  beautiful  satinlike  surfaces  and  full  original  mint  lustre.  The 
coin  is  extremely  well  struck  with  full  device  details  visible.

2839  1925-S  AU-55.  Breathtaking  brilliance  with  a  great  deal  of  origi¬ 
nal  mint  lustre  still  visible. 

Although  the  mintage  on  this  piece  is  quite  high  (over  3  million  pieces  were  struck), 
this  issue  is  one  of  the  most  underrated  in  the  entire  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle  ser¬ 
ies.  This  issue  is  extremely  scarce  in  strict  Uncirculated  condition.  David  Akers  states 
in  his  book  on  the  subject.  United  States  Gold  Coins,  Volume  VI,  Double  Eagles  1849-1933, 
that  he  knows  of  only  one  Superb  Uncirculated  1925-S  double  eagle. 

2840  1926  AU-58  to  MS-60.  Attractive  deep  golden-yellow  toning  over 
fully  lustrous  surfaces.  Nice  eye  appeal  and  free  of  detracting 
bagmarks.  This  piece  would  grade  MS-63  if  not  for  some  light 
rubbing. 


2836  1925  MS-63.  An  exceptional  example  of  the  issue  with  superb 
satiny  lustre  and  full  mint  brilliance.  Well  struck  with  very  few 
marks.

Metz  Mint  emissions  were  meant  for  circulation  in  Lorraine,  but  a  number  of  these 
apparently  found  their  way  to  the  Americas,  where  they  circulated  in  the  French  co¬ 
lonial  districts. 


3003  1723  Rosa  American  twopence.  N-14.  256.6  grains.  Usual  type  with 
period  after  REX;  no  period  after  date.  N-14.  AU-55  to  MS-60. 
A  splendid  specimen  with  deep  olive-brown  surfaces.  A  small 
bump  is  hidden  on  the  edge  opposite  U  of  UTILE  on  the  reverse. 
Seldom  seen  in  this  high  preservation. 


3005  1723  Wood's  Hibernia  Halfpenny.  MS-60,  light  golden-brown, 
with  a  few  traces  of  mint  red.  Some  obverse  scratches.  Different 
reverse  die  than  that  in  the  preceding  piece,  A  recut.

It  is  not  necessary  to  dwell  upon  the  desirability  of  the  1793 
half  cent,  except  to  state  that  it  is  the  only  year  with  Miss  Liberty 
facing  left,  with  pole  to  cap,  and  thus  is  a  necessity  for  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  a  design  type  of  United  States  coins.  In  addition,  it  has 
always  enjoyed  a  basic  demand  from  half  cent  specialists. 

The  variety  is  a  combination  of  Breen's  Obverse  2  with  Reverse  C.  On  the  obverse, 
the  L  in  Liberty  is  too  low.  In  the  date  the  1  is  thick  and  the  7  is  short.  David  Proskey 
designated  this  as  Small  Date  variety,  although  the  name  has  not  become  a  part  of  the 
literature,  simply  because  the  date  on  Obverse  1  is  about  the  same  size  (the  most  notable 
differentiation  being  the  numeral  7). 

The  reverse  has  13  leaves  and  9  sprays  of  berries  on  the  left  branch  and  14  leaves 
and  10  sprays  on  the  right.  The  branches  are  heavy,  extremely  long,  slightly  bowed, 
and  present  a  distinctive  appearance,  as  do  the  broad,  forked  ribbon  ends.

Although  half  cents  of  1794  are  usually  grouped  as  part  of  the  1794-1797  style  with 
Miss  Liberty  facing  right,  liberty  cap  behind  her  head,  in  actuality  half  cents  of  the 
year  1794  represent  a  distinctive  type,  inasmuch  as  the  portrait  is  much  larger  than 
on  the  1795-1797  pieces. 

The  quality  of  the  planchet  stock  for  1794  half  cents  was  such  that  the  majority  of 
examples  offered  today  are  dark  and  porous.  An  attractive  problem-free  example  such 
as  is  offered  here  is  decidedly  rare,  especially  so  in  relation  to  half  cents  of  the  1795-1797 
years  (which  were  struck  on  better  planchets).

At  the  time  of  strik¬ 
ing,  the  obverse  was  in  low  relief  as  was  the  inscription  LIBER¬ 
TY.  By  contrast,  the  reverse  devices  were  more  strongly  impressed. 

This  is  the  famous  AMERI.  variety,  in  which  AMERICA  is  short¬ 
ened.  It  is  believed  that  this  was  done  because  the  engraver  felt 
that  the  entire  word  would  not  fit  properly  on  the  die  (if  the  word 
had  been  continued  in  its  present  location,  the  separation  between 
the  final  letter  of  AMERICA  and  the  first  letter  of  UNITED  would 
have  been  much  smaller  than  the  spaces  between  the  other  let¬ 
ters  on  the  reverse  inscription).  Traditionally,  this  variety  has  been 
attributed  as  the  first  large  cent  struck,  on  the  theory  that  other 
issues  with  AMERICA  spelled  out  in  full,  and  reasonably  well¬ 
spaced,  would  have  been  made  after  this  one. 

Over  the  years  the  1793  Chain  AMERI.  has  been  one  of  the  most 
famous  of  all  cent  varieties,  and  the  offering  of  the  piece  in  any 
grade  is  viewed  as  being  significant. 
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1793  Chain  AMERICA  Cent 


3059  1793  S-3.  Chain  AMERICA.  Value  of  VG-8  to  F-12,  but  a  more 
expanded  description  is  as  follows: 

The  obverse  is  F-15  or  so,  far  above  average  in  sharpness.  A  num¬ 
ber  of  minute  scratches  are  seen,  especially  under  magnification, 
including  a  cluster  of  scratches  beneath  Miss  Liberty's  jaw  which 
apparently  were  made  to  strengthen  the  appearance  of  the  jaw 
feature.  The  reverse  is  VF-20  to  VF-30  but  has  some  light  plan- 
chet  fissures.  The  chain  device  is  especially  bold. 

The  obverse  and  reverse  surfaces  are  a  pleasing  medium  brown. 

Generally  speaking,  it  is  not  possible  to  assign  a  single  numerical  grade,  without 
further  explanation,  to  early  copper  coins  such  as  this.  Very  few  1793  Chain  cents  are 
simply  "F-12,"  "VF-20,"  or  some  other  standard  grade.  It  is  far  more  desirable,  in  our 
opinion,  to  describe  such  pieces  in  detail,  so  that  the  prospective  buyer  can,  by  means 
of  our  description  and  accompanying  photograph,  be  given  an  idea  of  the  aesthetic 
worth  of  a  piece. 

At  the  American  Numismatic  Association  Convention  a  few  months  ago,  we  engaged 
in  a  debate  with  a  representative  of  a  well-known  grading  service  who  disagreed  with 
us.  We  stated  that  if  this  particular  grading  service  were  to  show  us  20  large  cents, 
all  of  the  same  variety,  which  the  grading  service  had  graded  MS-60,  we  would  take 
the  position  that  some  of  them  were  more  desirable  than  others  and,  thus,  were  worth 
more  money  than  the  others.  In  fact,  we  went  so  far  as  to  suggest  that  a  piece  that 
is  particularly  sharp,  with  glossy,  lustrous  surfaces,  and  possessing  a  high  degree  of 
aesthetic  appeal  might  even  be  worth  twice  the  price  of  a  similarly  graded  coin  with 
unattractive  surfaces. 

The  grading  service  representative  thought  we  were  completely  wrong,  and  stuck 
to  his  position  that  numbers  are  numbers  are  numbers,  and  that  all  one  needs  to  do 
in  order  to  establish  the  value  of  a  coin  is  simply  assign  a  number  to  it,  and  then  check 
that  value  against  a  pricing  guide. 


Attractive  1793  Wreath  Cent 


3060  1793  S-10.  Wreath.  Period  after  legend  on  reverse.  VF-20  to  30. 

A  very  attractive  specimen,  with  a  technical  grade  of  VF-30,  but 
with  a  tiny  nick  after  the  last  letter  in  LIBERTY.  The  surfaces  are 
a  medium  brown  coloration  and  are  quite  attractive.  The  excel¬ 
lent  centering  of  the  piece  gives  the  coin  a  cameolike  appearance, 
as  all  of  the  obverse  and  reverse  border  beading  is  desirable. 

The  obverse  and  reverse  are  an  attractive  medium  brown  col¬ 
oration.  The  piece  possesses  a  high  degree  of  aesthetic  appeal, 
more  so  than  the  average  example  of  this  variety  and  grade. 

The  obverse  features  Miss  Liberty  facing  right,  styled  differently 
than  on  the  preceding  Chain  issue,  with  LIBERTY  in  very  small 
letters  above  her  head,  a  sprig  and  the  date  1793  below.  The  re¬ 
verse  displays  a  wreath  ornamented  with  sprays  of  berries,  as  seen 
on  1793  half  cents,  but  not  on  issues  after  this  year.  The  edge  of 
S-10  consists  of  vertical  bars  or  "reeding"  interspersed  between 
vine  motifs. 


3061  1794  S-63.  "Fallen  4"  variety.  VF-30.  Medium  brown  surfaces. 

Some  old  marks  are  seen  here  and  there,  including  two  light  lines 
at  the  center  of  the  wreath  on  the  reverse,  not  unusual  for  the 
grade. 

This  is  the  famous  Fallen  4  issue,  so  called  because  the  last  dig¬ 
it  is  sharply  below  the  9  and  shows  the  result  of  not  planning 
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ahead.  However,  as  Chapman  noted,  it  can  be  argued  that  it  is 
the  9  that  is  out  of  line,  by  being  too  high.  The  entire  obverse 
is  crudely  done  in  comparison  to  certain  of  its  contemporaries, 
with  the  word  LIBERTY  too  high  and  against  the  denticles,  with 
the  date  being  recut  and,  as  noted,  irregular  in  its  positioning, 
and  with  a  spur  extending  from  a  denticle  toward  the  last  date 
digit.  Clapp  called  this  the  Drunken  Die  Cutter's  Obverse. 

While  S-63  is  not  a  rarity,  the  unusual  configuration  of  the  date 
numerals  has  made  this  high  on  the  list  of  favorites  with  collec¬ 
tors  over  the  years.

The  story  of  the  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent  has  been  reiterated  in  our  catalogues  when¬ 
ever  we  have  had  occasion  to  offer  one  of  these.  Stated  briefly,  in  the  1850s  the  Mint 
realized  that  the  copper  cent,  what  we  now  designate  as  the  large  cent,  was  an  anach¬ 
ronism,  so  experiments  were  conducted  to  create  a  smaller  version.  These  efforts  took 
many  forms,  among  them  being  a  small  pattern  made  of  a  composition  known  as  bil¬ 
lon,  consisting  of  10  percent  silver  and  90  percent  copper,  with  a  hole  in  the  center 
in  the  manner  of  an  Oriental  coin.  These  are  listed  in  United  States  Pattern,  Experimen¬ 
tal  and  Trial  Pieces  as  Judd-119  through  124.  The  same  general  concept  was  continued 
in  1851,  with  additional  "ring"  cents  being  produced.  In  1854  a  very  curious  cent  pat¬ 
tern  was  made,  one  with  the  obverse  made  by  reducing  the  motif  of  an  1851  Liberty 
Seated  silver  dollar  to  small  size.  Certain  of  these  were  made  in  electrotype,  rather  than 
struck,  form  at  the  Mint.  Refer  to  Judd  156  through  159,  Additional  patterns  of  1854 
include  a  Liberty  Head  style  similar  to  the  contemporary  large  cent,  but  of  smaller 
diameter,  and  with  the  obverse  stars  omitted;  and,  important  to  the  present  discus¬ 
sion,  a  series  of  pieces  bearing  Gobrecht's  Flying  Eagle  on  the  obverse,  again  smaller 
than  the  contemporary  'large"  cent.  Flying  Eagle  cents  of  this  style  were  produced 
in  1854  and  1855,  after  which  a  quantum  reduction  in  size  was  made  to  the  cent  di¬ 
ameter  as  we  know  it  today,  and  of  a  new  alloy  consisting  of  88  parts  copper  and  12 
parts  nickel,  known  as  copper-nickel.  These  72-grain  cents  were  smaller  than  the  pat¬ 
terns  of  1854-1855  and  considerably  smaller  than  the  circulating  large  cents.  Bearing 
a  Flying  Eagle  motif  on  the  obverse,  these  small  copper-nickel  1856  cents  were  struck 
in  a  quantity  of  approximately  600  pieces  for  distribution  to  congressmen,  newspaper 
editors,  and  others  of  influence,  in  order  to  acquaint  them  with  the  proposed  change. 
From  the  very  beginning,  the  new  cent  proved  popular  with  collectors,  and  by  1859 
examples  were  selling  at  $2  each.  Stated  more  spectacularly,  they  were  selling  for  200 
times  face  value.  This  was  not  lost  on  certain  Mint  officials,  who  during  the  1858-1860 
years  set  about  restriking  examples  from  Proof  dies,  at  which  time  an  additional  1,200 
or  so  were  made.  Added  to  the  original  production  (original  pieces  being  primarily 
in  business  strike  form)  this  places  the  mintage  at  approximately  1,800  to,  say,  2,000 
pieces,  although  the  exact  quantity  will  never  be  known. 

A  reading  of  19th-century  numismatic  literature  makes  it  abundantly  clear  that  the 
introduction  of  the  Flying  Eagle  cent  in  circulation  in  1857  set  the  groundwork  for  col¬ 
lecting  coins  as  a  national  pastime.  As  years  went  by,  the  1856-dated  Flying  Eagle  cent 
continued  its  status  as  a  rarity  and  became  an  American  classic.  This  honored  posi¬ 
tion  was  continued  for  many  years,  and  as  recently  as  1960  just  about  every  numisma¬ 
tist  in  existence,  who  specialized  in  American  coins,  recognized  the  1856  Flying  Eagle 
cent  as  one  of  the  most  famous  of  all  American  issues.  Since  that  time,  the  situation 
has  become  a  bit  clouded,  with  emphasis  on  "type"  coins,  a  proliferation  of  invest¬ 
ment  newsletters  promoting  other  issues  available  in  large  quantities,  and  so  on,  so, 
now,  only  the  "purist"  is  apt  to  be  able  to  separate  the  wheat  from  the  chaff  and  be¬ 
come  aware  of  the  recognition  this  coin  deserves.

Although  a  silver  coinage  was  authorized  by  the  Mint  Act  of  April  2,  1792,  neither 
the  Chief  Coiner  nor  the  Assayer  were  able  to  post  the  large  surety  bond  requried  by 
the  Act.  When  the  amount  of  the  bond  was  reduced  from  $10,000  to  $5,000,  both  the 
Chief  Coiner  and  the  Assayer  were  able  to  proceed  with  their  duties.  The  first  half 
dimes  were  dated  1794,  but  actually  struck  in  the  following  year,  1795.  Slightly  more 
than  86,000  pieces  are  thought  to  have  been  struck  of  the  1794  and  1795  dates  combined.

Although  95,000  examples  of  the  1853  No  Arrows  dime  were 
minted,  a  figure  sufficiently  low  that  the  rarity  of  the  piece  would 
be  assured  at  any  event,  the  production  quantity  is  only  a  part 
of  the  story.  At  the  time,  silver  had  advanced  sharply  in  price 
in  relation  to  gold,  for  recent  discoveries  in  the  California  gold 
fields  had  made  gold  "common"  by  comparison.  This  resulted 
in  the  untenable  situation  of  American  silver  coins  being  worth 
more  in  melt-down  value  than  face  value.  Confronted  with  the 
distinct  possibility  that  freshly-minted  1853  dimes  would  go  into 
the  hands  of  bullion  traders  as  soon  as  they  were  released,  the 
Mint  melted  substantial  quantities  of  them.  So,  of  the  95,000 
reported  coins,  it  is  probable  that  only  a  fraction  of  this  amount 
actually  reached  circulation.  Subsequently,  the  authorized  weight 
of  silver  dimes  was  reduced,  and  the  new  lightweight  pieces  were 
distinguished  by  having  arrows  at  the  date.

Only  6,000  business  strikes  were  produced  of  the  1867  dime, 
the  lowest  mintage  of  its  era  and,  indeed,  one  of  the  lowest  min¬ 
tages  of  any  silver  coin  of  the  time.  Collectors  desiring  examples 
for  their  cabinets  were  satisfied  with  Proofs,  which  625  were 
coined,  with  the  result  that  business  strikes  were  overlooked.  Had 
collectors  desired  business  strikes  they  would  not  have  been  able 
to  have  acquired  them  easily,  for  in  1867  specie  payments  were 
still  in  suspension  (having  been  so  since  1862),  and  freshly-minted 
coins  were  stored  in  Treasury  vaults. 

While  no  one  can  see  all  things  or  know  all  things  in  numis¬ 
matics,  we  are  fairly  confident  in  stating  that  this  piece  is  one  of 
the  finest  known,  undoubtedly  among  the  top  several  finest 
known  business  strikes— and  it  may  well  be  the  very  finest  known. 
We  have  never  seen  a  finer  one,  nor  do  we  have  any  knowledge 
that  a  finer  one  exists.  For  the  connoisseur  this  piece  is  one  of 
the  most  important  coins  in  the  present  sale.

Un¬ 
der  magnification  a  series  of  minute  lines  are  seen  in  front  of  the 
face,  possibly  the  result  of  long-ago  burnishing,  but  barely  visi¬ 
ble  unless  you  look  for  it.  The  reverse  is  likewise  F-15  to  VF-20, 
but  has  a  diagonal  planchet  lamination  defect,  as  illustrated,  the 
result  of  improper  rolling  of  the  planchet  strip  at  the  Mint.  The 
overall  aspect  of  the  coin  is  quite  desirable,  and,  if  anything,  our 
suggested  VG-8  value  may  be  on  the  low  side.  We  suggest  that 
prospective  bidders  look  at  the  coin  in  person. 

The  17%  quarter  dollar  is  doubly  desirable.  First,  it  is  a  low- mintage  issue:  just  6,146 
were  struck.  Second,  and  most  important,  it  is  the  only  year  combining  the  Draped 
Bust  obverse  with  the  Small  Eagle  reverse  and  thus  is  an  essential  part  of  a  collection 
of  United  States  coins  by  design  types.

Last  year  of  the  design  type  incorporat¬ 
ing  the  Draped  Bust  obverse  with  the  Heraldic  Eagle  reverse,  as 
struck  from  1804  to  1807. 

3390  1815  B-l.  EF-45,  with  E  counterstamped  above  head.  104.6  grains. 
A  pleasing  coin,  exceedingly  sharply  struck,  with  much  original 
mint  lustre.  A  very  desirable  coin  from  an  aesthetic  point  of  view. 

Silver  coins  of  this  era,  notably  quarters  and  dimes,  are  seen  with  some  regularity 
bearing  counterstamps  on  the  obverse  above  the  head  of  Miss  Liberty.  The  letters  seen 
are  E,  R,  and  L.  The  meaning  of  these  is  not  known,  although  it  has  been  theorized 
that  they  relate  to  the  weight  of  the  piece  and  may  represent  "excess,"  "regular,"  and 
"light."  Under  this  idea,  the  present  piece,  which  weighs  104.6  grains,  against  the  autho¬ 
rized  weight  of  104.0  grains,  may  indeed  be  "excess."  However,  weighing  a  piece  to 
such  a  small  decimal  degree  would  have  been  a  rather  sophisticated  process  back  then, 
and  even  though  the  weight  of  this  coin  is  slightly  more  than  the  authorized  weight, 
it  would  seem  to  us  that  it  would  fall  within  normal  production  variation. 

The  whole  concept  of  the  E,  R,  and  L  counterstamps  is  one  that  needs  exploration, 
combined  with  weighing  extant  pieces.  If  readers  possessing  such  coins  would  care 
to  send  them  to  us  (we  will  pay  round-trip  postage,  weigh  and  photograph  them  here, 
and  send  them  back)  we  will  follow-up  on  this  with  an  article  in  our  Rare  Coin  Review. 
Alternatively,  but  not  as  desirable,  would  be  to  furnish  us  with  the  weight  of  any  pieces 
in  your  possession,  however  it  is  important  to  be  sure  that  the  weighing  is  done  on 
a  precision  laboratory  scale  and  is  not  simply  approximate,  for  the  weight  may  be  a  criti¬ 
cal  factor  in  the  analysis.

The  story  of  the  1861  Confederate  cent  and  the  subsequent  restrikes  is  well  known 
and  has  been  recited  in  varied  places,  including  our  recent  (August  1987)  sale  of  the 
Bebee  Collection. 

In  1861  the  Confederate  States  of  America  commissioned  Robert  Lovett,  Jr.,  a  Phila¬ 
delphia  engraver,  to  produce  dies  for  a  cent.  Lovett  did  this,  struck  12  pieces  in  copper- 
nickel,  and  then  hid  the  dies  in  his  cellar,  fearing  that  such  an  effort  would  be  con¬ 
strued  by  the  Union  to  be  aiding  the  enemy.  The  creation  of  these  coins  was  unknown 
until  the  early  1870s,  when  Captain  John  W.  Haseltine,  a  Philadelphia  coin  dealer,  was 
shown  one  that  had  been  received  in  change  over  a  bar.  He  confronted  Lovett  with 
the  coin,  recognizing  it  as  Lovett's  work,  for  the  same  “Liberty  head"  appeared  on 
an  advertising  token  made  by  Lovett  and  also  a  number  of  Civil  War  tokens  produced 
by  him.  Lovett  denied  that  the  1861  Confederate  cent  was  his  work,  however. 

Haseltine,  undaunted,  continued  to  persist,  and  finally  Lovett  told  him  the  story. 
Haseltine  acquired  the  original  dies,  and  together  with  Peter  L.  Krider,  a  Philadelphia 
diesinker  who  also  worked  from  time  to  time  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  produced  re¬ 
strikes.  No  restrikes  were  made  in  copper-nickel  metal,  thus  preserving  the  integrity 
of  the  originals.  Seven  pieces  were  restruck  in  gold,  12  in  silver,  and  it  was  intended 
to  made  several  hundred  in  copper,  however  on  the  55th  impression  the  die  broke, 
thus  fixing  the  number  of  copper  restrikes  at  55  pieces.  The  varieties  of  the  issue  are 
described  on  page  260  of  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins. 

Confederate  cents  have  always  been  popular,  and  whenever  we  have  had  them  in 
our  sales  they  have  attracted  spirited  bidding  competition.  The  present  coin  should 
be  no  exception. 


Coins  of  Hawaii

These  were  struck  at  the  San  Francisco 
Mint,  although  no  mintmark  was  used.

This  and  other  pieces  were  produced  in  1900  and  1901  by  Joseph  Lesher,  an  unem¬ 
ployed  silver  miner  from  the  the  Georgetown,  Colorado,  district  who  settled  in  Victor, 
Colorado,  in  the  Cripple  Creek  Gold  District,  to  seek  another  fortune.  He  came  up 
with  the  idea  of  issuing  "referendum"  coins  valued  at  $1.25,  containing  one  ounce  of 
silver,  to  be  redeemed  by  banks  and  local  merchants.  The  thought  was  to  provide  a 
market  for  silver,  the  price  of  which  was  depressed  at  the  time.  The  federal  authorities 
did  not  look  kindly  on  the  project,  visited  Lesher,  and  seized  the  dies.  Thus  was  end¬ 
ed  an  ambitious  project.  A  number  of  different  varieties  of  Lesher  "dollars"  still  sur¬ 
vive,  and  were  the  subject  of  a  brilliant  study  by  Adna  Wilde  in  The  Numismatist  sever¬ 
al  years  ago  (reprints  are  available  from  the  American  Numismatic  Association,  818 
North  Cascade  Avenue,  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado  80903-3279).  The  present  coin  bears 
the  name  of  A.B.  Bumstead,  a  local  grocer  who  is  a  friend  of  Lesher's  and  who  re¬ 
deemed  numerous  of  the  pieces.

Hard  Times  Tokens 


From  colonial  times  through  the  Civil  War,  tokens  formed 
a  significant  part  of  the  pocket  change  of  the  average  citi- 
:  zen.  When  national  coinage  was  in  short  supply,  it  was  the 
,  humble  copper  or  brass  token  that  took  up  the  slack  for  the 
i  first  nine  decades  of  our  history. 

Hard  Times  tokens  form  a  distinctive  chapter  in  this  his¬ 
tory,  closely  identified  with  the  two  presidential  terms  of  An¬ 
drew  Jackson,  1829-1837.  These  pieces  are  a  fascinating 
reminder  of  the  severe  depression  that  followed  Jackson's  war 
;  against  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  and  the  aftermath  of 
i  that  struggle. 

Elected  as  the  candidate  of  the  "common  man,"  Jackson 
:  opposed  economic  monopolies  of  all  forms,  particularly  that 
of  the  federally  chartered  Bank  of  the  United  States.  Personal 
animosity  toward  bank  president  Nicholas  Biddle  added  zest 
to  Old  Hickory's  crusade  against  a  bank  that  he  charged  had 
strongly  supported  his  opponent  in  the  1828  campaign. 

In  1832,  Jackson  vetoed  Congress'  rechartering  of  the  bank. 
Following  his  re-election  in  1832,  he  removed  government 
deposits  from  it  and  redistributed  them  among  favored  state 
institutions  which  his  retractors  promptly  dubbed  "pet 
banks." 

Discovering  that  the  wave  of  speculation  in  western  lands 
and  the  inflation  fed  by  massive  issues  of  unsecured  bank 
:  notes  or  "shinplasters"  was  endangering  the  nation's  econ¬ 
omy,  Jackson  issued  his  Specie  Circular  on  July  11,  1836. 

The  circular  decreed  that  only  gold  and  silver  "hard  mon¬ 
ey"  would  be  accepted  by  the  government  in  sales  of  west¬ 
ern  lands  after  August  15  of  that  year.  Eastern  business  was 
i  disrupted  by  the  sudden  flow  of  gold  westward  late  in  the 
;  year. 

The  financial  Panic  of  1837  saw  bankruptcies  by  the  score 
in  March  and  April.  Harassed  banks  suspended  hard  mon¬ 
ey  or  specie  payments  after  May  10,  and  depression  held  the 
cou  ry  in  its  iron  grip  for  most  of  the  next  decade. 

Gold  and  silver  coin  vanished  from  circulation.  Although 
the  government's  cents  and  half  cents  were  struck  in  plenti¬ 
ful  supply,  Hard  Times  tokens  flooded  the  channels  of  trade, 
i  gaining  widespread  popularity  and  years  of  hard  use. 

In  an  era  that  thoroughly  enjoyed  good  libel,  many  of  the 
i  new  tokens  were  savagely  satirical.  They  mercilessly  lam¬ 
pooned  Jackson's  speeches,  deeds  and  policies,  going  on  to 
i  assail  his  successor,  Martin  Van  Buren,  after  he  was  elected 
at  the  end  of  1836. 

Jackson's  insistence  on  simplicity  of  dress  and  speech,  his 
i  military  background,  his  supposed  obstinacy,  use  of  the  veto, 


and  honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree,  LLD,  from  Harvard 
College  all  provided  ammunition  for  Connecticut  and  Mass¬ 
achusetts  token-makers. 

Joining  the  satirical-political  tokens  were  issues  of  a  wide 
range  of  businesses.  Most  were  in  use  in  northern  states, 
and  the  most  successful  were  the  tokens  closest  to  the  large 
cent  in  alloy,  size  and  weight. 

Well  made  Hard  Times  tokens  had  a  satisfying  heft,  and 
were  often  well  designed  and  struck.  Many  remained  in  cir¬ 
culation  long  after  the  depression  itself  was  over. 

Most  of  the  tokens  that  follow  belonged  to  the  great  Chica¬ 
go  collector  Virgil  Brand  and  were  purchased  by  Brand  from 
numismatic  pioneer  Carl  Wurtzbach  of  Lee,  Massachusetts. 
Many  were  taken  by  us  from  the  Wurtzbach  envelopes  bear¬ 
ing  the  stamp  of  St.  Louis  dealer  Burdette  G.  Johnson,  who 
appraised  much  of  the  Brand  Estate.  Other  pieces  are  from 
the  collection  of  Dr.  Thomas  Hall,  which  was  purchased  by 
Brand. 

Hard  Times  tokens  have  interested  collectors  since  Charles 
Ira  Bushnell  first  cataloged  them  in  1858.  Lyman  H.  Low  pro¬ 
duced  his  standard  reference  in  1899,  expanded  by  Russell 
Rulau  in  his  Hard  Times  Tokens,  the  second  edition  of  which 
was  released  in  1981.

7  resulted  in  plans  to  resume  payments  on  the  anniversary  of  suspension.  These  acts 
of  the  fearful  bankers  are  recalled  by  a  variety  of  May  Tenth  tokens,  including  this  oak 
wreath  reverse.

Seemingly  ready  for  anything,  one 
faction  promptly  produced  Loco  Foco  matches  and  candles  and  relit  the  hall.  The 
Democrats  were  called  Loco  Focos  for  decades  after.  Since  Thomas  Hart  Benton  was 
the  Democratic  leader  in  the  Senate,  BENTONIAN  EXPERIMENT  on  the  reverse  of 
these  tokens  seems  highly  appropriate.

limitations  of  the  design.

His  lifelong  defense  of  the  Constitution  and 
opposition  to  the  bank's  destruction  are  symbolized  by  the  sailing  ship  Constitution 
on  a  calm  sea,  contrasted  to  the  Jackson-Van  Buren  "Experiment"  cast  on  the  rocks 
in  a  stormy  wreck.

At  the  base  of  the  pillar  are  the  arms  of  Great  Britain  and  France. 
The  inscription  around  may  be  translated  as  "May  it  not  delay 
the  fair  peace  of  Europe.  1762."  Probably  struck  in  the  Nether¬ 
lands,  where  Holtzhey  was  active.  Van  Loon  suggested  that  the 
iconography  of  the  reverse  was  meant  to  portray  the  wish  that 
the  events  in  the  Americas  would  not  delay  the  successful  negoti¬ 
ation  of  an  end  to  the  Seven  Years  War.

The  reverse  shows  Athena  standing,  bearing  a  spear  in  her 
right  hand  and  a  ribbon  which  supports  the  shields  of  France, 
Great  Britain,  Spain,  and  Holland.  On  the  ground  lies  a  shield 
emblazoned  with  the  head  of  Medusa,  sower  of  discord. 

The  shield  bearing  13  bars  described  on  the  obverse  is  very  reminiscent  of  the  bar 
cent,  which  bore  on  its  reverse  a  similar  charge  of  13  bars.

Typical  condition  for  this  rarity,  as  these  sil¬ 
ver  medals  usually  are  found  in  EF-AU  condition,  with  some 
marks  here  and  there. 

Struck  from  dies  by  Augustin  Dupre,  Engraver  General  of  the  Paris  Mint  (1791-1803), 
and  commissioned  by  Benjamin  Franklin.  The  silver  Libertas  Americana  medals  were 
struck  for  presentation  to  the  American  commissioners  in  Paris,  and  for  presentation 
to  important  members  of  the  American  Congress.  The  obverse  design,  which  features 
the  bust  left  of  American  Liberty  with  the  Phrygian  cap  of  Liberty  on  a  pole  behind 
her,  became  the  prototype  for  our  first  half  cents  and  large  cents,  and  was  echoed  on 
later,  medals  and  medalettes  struck  during  The  French  Revolution.  The  reverse  alle¬ 
gorical  scene  represents  Athena  shielding  the  infant  American  republic  from  the  at¬ 
tack  of  the  British  lion.  The  dates  in  the  reverse  exergue  refer  to  the  victories  at  Sarato¬ 
ga  and  Yorktown  The  reverse  legend  may  be  translated  as  "The  spirited  child  prevailed 
with  the  help  of  the  gods." 

At  present  we  can  trace  the  following  specimens  of  the  Libertas  Americana  medal 
struck  in  silver:  NASCA/Kessler-Spangenberger  (April,  1981):1940;  Bowers  and  Rud¬ 
dy/New  York  Public  Library  Collection  (October,  1982):2825;  this  last  later  to  Bowers 
and  Merena/Drevfuss  Collection  (April,  1986):5586;  Bowers  and  Merena/M.  Vernon 
Sheldon  (April,  1983):2507;  this  specimen.

Die  states 
identical  to  those  as  seen  on  Dreyfuss:5238;  as  well  as  the  silver 
specimen  of  MI-2  in  the  same  sale,  and  the  specimen  in  the  Daniel 
Webster  Cabinet  conserved  at  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Soci¬ 
ety.  About  equivalent  in  overall  quality  to  the  Dreyfuss:5238  speci¬ 
men.  About  75  pieces  thought  to  have  been  struck  originally.  The 
overall  fabric  of  this  piece  strongly  suggests  the  Paris  mint  as  its 
origin,  rather  than  the  United  States  Mint  circa  1801. 

4240  MI-7.  General  Daniel  Morgan.  About  Uncirculated.  Copper. 
56mm.  Struck  from  the  copy  dies  cut  by  Barre  in  Paris,  1839,  and 
one  of  the  handfuls  struck  in  copper  to  test  the  new  dies  before 
shipment  to  the  United  States.  The  fabric  on  this  piece  suggests 
a  French  origin  rather  than  a  United  States  Mint  origin.  Closely 
comparable  to  Dreyfuss:5245.

Collectors  of  this  interesting 
specialty  will  find  rare  and  unlisted  varieties,  as  well  as  pieces 
in  high  grade  for  their  types.  The  standard  reference  to  the 
series  is  now  Edmund  B.  Sullivan's  American  Political  Badges 
and  Medalettes  1789-1892  (2nd.  ed.)  which  expanded  and  con¬ 
siderably  updated  J.  Doyle  DeWitt's  earlier  A  Century  of  Cam¬ 
paign  Buttons.  All  references  to  variety  numbers  found  be¬ 
low  have  been  taken  from  DeWitt  Sullivan's  works.

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The  Cathartic  Pills  were  just  one  of  many  products  produced  by  Dr.  James  Cook 
Aver  Dr  Ayer  and  his  younger  brother  Frederick  brewed  a  cherry-flavored  opium  cough 
syrup,  Ayer's  Cherrv  Pectoral,  which,  combined  with  an  untold  amount  spent  on  ad¬ 
vertising,  made  them  millionaires  and  kings  of  the  patent  medicine  era.'  Along  the 
way,  thev  concocted  addition  cure-alls,  like  Ayer's  Cathartic  Pills  and  Ayer's  Sarsaparilla 
(both  of  which  were  advertised  on  encased  postage  stamps).

The  'Fancy 
Goods'  advertised  on  his  encased  postage  stamps  included  various  imported  and 
domestic  gift  items.  On  his  death.  Bate's  personal  estate  amounted  to  less  than  $400, 
while  his  outstanding  debts  totaled  nearly  $3,000.

X.)  was  plastered  across  the  landscape  in  such  profusion  that  the 
New  York  legislature  passed  one  of  the  earliest  outdoor  advertising  codes,  prohibiting 
Drake  from  defacing  the  scenic  banks  of  the  Hudson  River  with  his  advertising  mes¬ 
sages.  Originally  a  canal  toll  collector,  Drake  started  his  bitters  business  in  Bingham¬ 
ton,  New  York  in  the  1850s.  The  enterprise  was  enormously  successful,  allowing  Drake's 
partner,  Demas  Barnes,  to  finance  a  successful  campaign  for  the  United  States  Congress

Nearly  40  years  before  the  world-famous  firm  of  Lord  &  Taylor  advertised  on  John 
Gault's  encased  postage  stamps,  Samuel  Lord,  originally  an  orphin  from  England,  bor¬ 
rowed  $1,000  from  his  wife's  uncle  and  opened  a  small  store  in  New  York  City's  Green¬ 
wich  Village.  From  this  modest  beginning  Lord  and  George  Washington  Taylor  built 
the  firm  into  one  that  has  now  spread  across  the  United  States.  Successfully  introduc¬ 
ing  the  department  store  concept  to  the  dry  goods  trade,  their  business  was  almost 
guaranteed  of  success  By  the  time  they  came  to  advertise  on  Gault's  encased  postage 
stamps,  they  operated  three  locations  in  New  York  City.  During  the  Civil  War  anti¬ 
draft  riots.  Lord  &  Taylor's  clerks  defended  the  Broadway  location  against  mobs  of  draft 
rioters.

In  addition  to  the 
walk-in  trade  in  his  pharmacy,  his  bronchial  troches  advertised  on  Gault's  encased 
postage  stamps  spread  his  reputation  far  and  wide  and  earned  him  a  successful  liv¬ 
ing.  By  the  time  he  advertised  on  Gault's  products,  he  was  72  years  old!  Brown  died 
at  the  age  of  92,  at  which  time  he  was  called  'the  oldest  apothecary  in  Boston.'

Five  years 
later,  he  returned  to  Boston  where  he  began  working  in  a  machinists  shop.  During 
the  Civil  War,  Gault  devised  three  experimental  designs  for  fragmentation  artillary 
rounds,  amoung  other  technical  innovations.  Gault  doubtless  imagined  a  large  trade 
in  his  encased  postage  stamps,  during  a  time  of  severe  shortage  of  small  change,  but 
by  the  time  his  patent  had  been  issued  (August  12,  1862)  numerous  bronze  and  cop¬ 
per  nickel  store  cards  and  patriotic  tokens  were  in  circulation.  As  these  latter  could 
be  manufactured  quickly,  they  soon  pushed  Gault's  encased  postage  stamp  issues  out 
of  the  market.

Bryan  Money 

The  following  reference  collection  of  Bryan  money 
pieces  is  the  most  extensive  ever  to  be  offered  at  public  auc¬ 
tion,  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge.  The  Farran  Zerbe  Collec¬ 
tion  was  donated  intact  to  the  American  Numismatic  Socie¬ 
ty,  and  the  landmark  Mitchell  Collection  that  was  sold  at 
public  auction  in  1979  contained  only  108  pieces.  This  pres¬ 
ent  collection  is  significantly  larger  than  the  Mitchell  Col¬ 
lection,  and  much  larger  than  the  important  offering  of  Bryan 
money  pieces  we  sold  in  our  Russell  B.  Patterson  Collection 
Sale  (March,  1985).  As  such,  it  represents  an  unrivaled  op¬ 
portunity  for  the  collector,  both  beginner  and  advanced,  to 
acquire  pieces  which  may  not  reappear  on  the  market  for 
many  years. 

The  basic  reference  is  still  Farran  Zerbe's  'Bryan  Money. 
Tokens  of  the  Presidential  Campaigns  of  1896  and 
1900— Comparative  and  Satirical',  The  Numismatist  (July, 
1926).  In  the  lot  descriptions  that  follow,  each  piece  is  iden¬ 
tified  by  its  corresponding  Zerbe  number.  Where  unlisted 
pieces  are  included  in  the  offering  we  have  adopted  the  con¬ 
vention  of  retaining  the  base  Zerbe  number,  adding  a  letter 
after  the  number  to  indicate  an  addition  to  Zerbe's  listing. 
We  urge  collectors  to  pay  careful  attention  to  this  conven¬ 
tion,  as  the  number  of  unlisted  varieties  contained  herein 
is  large. 

The  purpose  behind  all  the  many  types  of  Bryan  money 
which  have  been  catalogued  by  Farran  Zerbe  was  the  same, 
to  ridicule  free-silver's  stand  on  the  convertibility  of  silver 
to  gold  at  the  16:1  ratio.  Whether  made  in  .900  fine  coin  sil¬ 
ver,  type  metal,  bronze,  or  aluminum,  their  aim  was  to  sway 
public  opinion  away  from  Bryan  and  toward  McKinley  and 
the  Republican  party.  The  media  chosen  to  express  what  was 
really  a  political  objective  varied  according  to  the  taste  and 
economic  status  of  the  target  of  the  propaganda.  The  meth¬ 
od,  however,  was  largely  the  same:  to  exaggerate  by  size, 
weight,  and  bulk  the  effect  of  a  free  conversion  from  silver 
to  gold.  Thus  we  have  the  size  of  the  standard  Morgan  type 


silver  dollar,  containing  412V2  grains  of  coin  silver,  superim¬ 
posed  on  a  planchet  manufactured  by  Tiffany  of  the  same 
fineness  but  containing  823  grains  of  silver— the  equivalent 
of  one  gold  dollar's  worth  of  silver  if  the  silver  dollar  were 
revalued  upward  50%  as  the  Democrats  wanted  in  1896.  The 
moral  was  clear  and  could  be  drawn  by  anyone  fortunate 
enough  to  afford  one  of  these  souvenirs.  If  the  free  silverites 
won  the  election  the  sheer  physical  bulk  of  the  silver  coin¬ 
age  would  double.  The  large  coin  silver  pieces  could  never 
reach  the  general  public,  of  course,  since  their  cost  was  the 
equivalent  of  a  gold  dollar,  too  much  to  spend  on  a  cam¬ 
paign  curio  no  matter  how  partisan  the  average  man  might 
have  been.  The  majority  of  Bryan  money  pieces  Zerbe  cata¬ 
logued  were  base  metal,  cast  or  struck  pieces,  sometimes 
bronzed,  sometimes  aluminum,  but  usually  by  their  weight 
or  size  bearing  the  same  lesson  as  their  more  expensive  cou¬ 
sins.  The  denominations  caricatured  reflect  those  most  like¬ 
ly  to  have  seen  the  widest  circulation  in  trade  or  wages:  the 
silver  dime  and  the  silver  dollar.  The  messages  they  bore  all 
hammered  home  the  same  point,  how  inconvenient  and 
cumbersome  the  coinage  would  become  if  Bryan  were 
elected. 

Bryan  money  pieces  in  coin  silver  were  manufactured  by 
eastern  jewelers  and  silversmiths,  principally  Tiffany  in  New 
York  and  the  Gorham  Manufacturing  Company.  These  two 
firms  produced  pieces  for  sale  under  their  own  names.  Tiffa¬ 
ny  sold  some  to  the  St.  Louis  jewelers  E.  Jaccard  &  Compa¬ 
ny,  but  these  did  not  bear  Jaccard's  name  and  the  edge  stamp 
identifying  the  maker  as  Tiffany  was  not  employed.  They 
are  ascribed  to  Tiffany  by  the  similarity  of  their  design,  let¬ 
tering,  and  fabric.  Gorham  Manufacturing  was  by  far  the 
largest  manufacturer  and  distributor.  Their  products  were 
marketed  under  their  own  name  in  two  types,  with  and 
without  the  graphic  comparison  of  the  standard  versus  the 
free-silver  dollar.  Gorham  also  manufactured  pieces  for 
Spaulding  &  Company;  these  bear  Spaulding's  name  cut  into 
the  set  of  working  dies.  Gorham's  products  were  also  struck 
without  their  name  appearing  on  the  pieces.  These  were  sold 
to  distributors;  in  two  case  the  names  of  the  distributors  were 
then  punched  into  the  struck  pieces  before  shipment.  We 
many  assume  that  these  coin  silver  pieces  were  sold,  occa¬ 
sionally  given  as  gifts,  or  otherwise  distributed  to  a  select 
market  probably  already  convinced  of  the  moral  that  they 
were  meant  to  draw.  Distribution  of  these  expensive  items 
seems  to  have  been  limited  primarily  to  New  York  and  St. 
Louis. 

Base  metal  pieces  were  more  widely  manufactured.  Dollar¬ 
sized  pieces  were  made  in  Wisconsin  and  New  York  City, 
dimes  in  San  Francisco,  Cleveland,  Chicago  and  Pittsburgh; 
outright  satirical  pieces  were  produced  in  most  of  these  same 
cities.  The  centers  of  production  hinged  on  Chicago  and 
northwest  Pennsylvania,  and  the  creators  ranged  from  in¬ 
dividuals  with  a  flair  for  casting  type  to  firms  engaged  in 
the  business  of  manufacturing  store  cards  and  other  adver¬ 
tising  media.  Unlike  their  more  expensive  eastern  cousins 
these  base  metal  pieces  were  not  meant  to  last  longer  than 
the  resolution  of  the  issues  that  they  caricatured.  After  the 
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results  of  the  1896  election  gave  McKinley  his  victory  the 
smaller  pieces  were  discarded,  lost,  or  passed  on.  The  chief 
midwestern  manufacturer,  S.  D.  Childs  of  Chicago,  had  de¬ 
stroyed  its  records,  dies,  and  remaining  specimens  prior  to 
Zerbe's  visit  to  them  in  1918.  The  San  Francisco  firms  of 
Moise  &  Company  and  Irvine  &  Jachens  lost  their  records 
and  specimens  in  the  fire  following  the  1906  earthquake. 
Many  of  the  rarest  Bryan  money  types  are  found  in  the  dime 
series  or  among  the  avowedly  satirical  pieces. 

Exponents  of  free  silver  did  not  meet  the  challenge  of  Bryan 
money  with  equal  fervor.  Zerbe's  study  found  only  one  type 
that  may  relate  to  the  1896  campaign  and  but  two  dated  1900. 
When  Bryan  resurrected  free-silver  during  the  1900  campaign 
as  his  chief  issue  alongside  U.S.  imperialistic  expansion  into 
Puerto  Rico  and  the  Pacific,  Gorham  dusted  off  the  old  1896 
cartwheel  die  and  ran  off  a  new  series  of  coin-silver  pieces 
dated  1900  using  the  previous  issue's  design.  The  company 
also  produced  a  rectangular  ingot  for  McKinley's  partisans, 
one  of  the  few  ingot-sized  types  of  Bryan  money  now  known. 

The  campaign  of  1896  saw  the  most  types  and  the  widest 
distribution  of  Bryan  money.  Pieces  dated  1900  are  far  fewer 
in  number  than  those  from  the  previous  campaign.  A  few 
pieces  dated  1908  and  1912,  the  'Taft'  and  'Wilson'  dollars, 
were  made  by  Thomas  L.  Elder  for  private  circulation.  Some 
pieces  dated  1931  and  1933  will  be  found  below;  these  are 
of  uncertain  origin  and  intent.  Farran  Zerbe  speculated  that 
governmental  suppression  of  the  manufacture  of  some  of 
these  pieces  in  1896  and  1897  may  have  made  them  seem 
risky.  Technically  all  but  the  coin-silver  types  and  the  baldly 
satirical  ones  violated  the  counterfeiting  laws.  In  Pittsburgh, 
Secret  Service  agents  confiscated  a  dollar  token  and  threat¬ 
ened  the  designer  with  a  $100  fine  in  1897.  Zerbe  went  so 
far  as  to  speculate  that  the  government  may  have  selective¬ 
ly  suppressed  some  of  these  pieces  in  areas  where  their  ef¬ 
fects  might  have  influenced  voters'  opinions.  This  issue  was 
clouded,  however,  by  the  fact  that  while  the  Democrats  con¬ 
trolled  the  presidency  in  1896  the  president  was  an  outcast 
in  his  own  party.  Whatever  the  cause  for  the  disappearance 
of  Bryan  money  after  1897,  the  pieces  themselves  remain  to¬ 
day  as  political  messages  dressed  in  numismatic  clothes  and 
have  been  a  popular  collecting  field  since  Farran  Zerbe's  pi¬ 
oneering  work  in  cataloguing  the  series  was  first  published 
in  1926  in  The  Numismatist.

Zerbe-8  is  the  most  attractive  of  all  the  Bryan  money  coinsilver  pieces.  Both  obverse 
and  reverse  surfaces  have  been  filled  with  inscriptions,  and  the  solid  straight  line  for- 
.  mat  of  the  obverse  is  nicely  offset  by  the  curved  line  format  of  the  reverse.  This  cart¬ 
wheel  device  was  earlier  employed  by  the  company  on  its  1896  coinsilver  pieces.  This 
fact  was  first  pointed  out  by  us  in  our  Patterson  Collection  sale  catalogue.

4527  Z-51B.  VF,  deep  obverse  cut.  Types  unlisted  by  Zerbe.  Obverse: 
ONE  FREE  SILVER  DIME  within  a  wreath;  reverse:  GOOD  FOR 
ONE  TRIP  UP  SALT  RIVER  NOV.  7  1900.  Lead  casting. 

4528  Z-53.  AU,  with  some  lustre.  Struck  white  metal.  An  attractive  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  UNITED  SNAKES  OF  AMERICA  satirical  ONE 
DAM. 

4529  Z-53.  EF,  with  some  peripheral  lustre.  A  second  example  of  this 
popular  satirical  variety. 

4530  Z-54.  VF,  corroded.  Types  as  Z-53,  but  with  reeded  edge.  Type 
metal  casting. 

4531  Z-55.  VF,  corroded.  Types  as  the  preceding,  but  cast  in  iron. 

4532  Z-56.  VF,  holed  as  often  seen.  Rough  white  metal  strike. 

4533  Z-57.  VF.  Types  as  the  preceding,  but  with  a  reeded  edge.  Holed 
white  metal  casting. 

4534  Z-58.  VG,  very  rough.  Types  as  the  preceding,  cast  in  lead. 

4535  Z-59.  EF,  with  considerable  lustre.  Struck  white  metal.  A  nice  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  ANTI  EVERYTHING  satirical  dime. 

4536  Z-59A.  EF,  spotted.  Types  of  Z-59,  but  in  a  heavier,  nickel  alloy. 
Plain  edge.  Non-magnetic. 

4537  Z-60.  EF.  Holed  as  usual.  Cast  in  Babbitt  metal.  Liberty  head  fac¬ 
ing  left,  copying  the  the  Morgan  dollar.  Similar  to  the  design  for 
Z-62,  but  on  this  variety,  the  kernels  of  grain  are  smaller  in  Miss 
Liberty's  coronet.  This  variety  has  six-pointed  stars. 

4538  Z-61.  EF.  Scratches  and  grafitti  on  the  surfaces.  Cast  in  type  met¬ 
al.  Same  design  as  Z-60,  but  with  details  that  are  not  as  well 
defined . 

4539  Z-62.  EF.  Edge  dents.  Cast  in  type  metal.  Similar  to  Z-60,  this  va¬ 
riety  differs  in  having  five-pointed  stars.  The  edge  reads,  "CAM¬ 
PAIGN  SOUVENIR".  Very  rare. 

4540  Z-64.  AU.  Mold  flaw  on  right  wing.  Small  punch  mark  beneath 
eagle.  Cast  in  pewter.  Obverse  and  reverse  same  as  Z-62.  The  mis¬ 
spelled  edge  inscription  reads,  "CAMPAIGN  SOUVINIR  MOISE". 
Scarce. 


4541  Z-65.  AU.  Lustrous.  Cast  in  pewter.  Similar  to  Z-64,  but  from  a 
different  mold.  The  edge  reads,  "  CAMPAIGN  SOUVINIR 
MOISE".  Rare. 

4542  Z-66A.  VF.  Crude  white  metal  cast.  Similar  to  Z-66.  The  word 
FRONTIER,  in  highly  raised  letters,  behind  Miss  Liberty's  head. 
The  inscription  IRVINE  S.F.  is  not  present  beneath  the  bust. 

4543  Z-68A.  VF.  Types  as  Z-68,  but  a  type  metal  casting. 

4544  Z-69.  VF.  Laquered.  Inked  letters  in  the  field  on  both  obverse  and 
reverse.  Type  as  Z-68,  but  silver  or  nickel  plated. 

4545  Z-71.  Fine  or  better.  Cast  in  Babbitt  metal.  Many  of  these  were 
distributed  by  the  famous  numismatist  W.F.  Dunham  of  Chica¬ 
go  during  the  1896  campaign.  They  reportedly  were  made  by  a 
customer  of  his  named  Kirk. 

4546  Z-72.  VF.  Type  of  Z-71,  but  crudely  cast  in  zinc. 

4547  Z-72A.  VF.  Cast  in  Zinc.  Very  similar  to  Z-72,  but  the  numerals 
of  the  date  are  shaped  differently. 

4548  Z-72B.  VF.  Cast  in  Zinc.  Type  of  Z-72,  but  has  reeded  edge. 

4549  Z-73A.  VF.  Type  of  Z-73,  but  cast  in  type  metal. 

4550  Z-73B.  VF.  Type  of  Z-73,  but  cast  in  iron.  On  this  example  the  in¬ 
scriptions,  "16  TO  1"  and  "NIT"  were  scratched  off  long  ago. 

4551  Z-73C.  VF.  Type  of  Z-73.  Crudely  cast  in  tin.  Only  85mm  in 
diameter. 

4552  Z-73M.  VF.  Type  of  Z-73,  but  the  letters  of  the  word  LIBERTY  in 
Miss  Liberty's  coronet  are  arranged  differently. 
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4553  Z-74.  VF.  Cast  in  lead,  with  a  bronze  wash.  These  were  at  one 
time  common  in  New  York  and  vicinity"  according  to  Zerbe. 

4554  Z-74A.  VF.  Type  of  Z-74,  but  with  aluminum  paint  over  the  lead. 

4555  Z-74B.  EF.  Type  of  Z-74.  Cast  in  type  metal  or  lead  without  a  bronze 
wash. 

4556  Z-74C.  AU.  Type  of  Z-74,  but  cast  in  white  metal,  from  a  strength¬ 
ened  mold. 

4557  Z-74D.  VF.  Similar  to  Z-74,  but  cast  in  very  dark  metal.  Only  86mm 
in  diameter. 

4558  Z-74E.  VF.  Similar  to  Z-74,  but  88mm  in  diameter.  There  is  a  mold 
flaw  on  the  reverse. 

4559  Z-75.  Fine  or  better.  Holed  above  Miss  Liberty's  head.  Cast  in  white 
bronze.  Similar  to  Z-74,  but  crudely  cast  and  with  smaller  date. 

4560  Z-75A.  As  made.  Type  of  Z-75.  Crudely  cast  in  bronze.  Only  86mm 
in  diameter.  An  important  variety. 


4565  Z-80A.  EF.  Cast  in  type  metal.  Type  of  Z-80,  but  the  thickness 
of  the  piece  is  only  1.5mm.  This  specimen  has  a  few  old  scratches. 

4566  Z-80B.  VF.  Cast  in  type  metal.  Type  of  Z-80,  but  an  aftercast  or 
late  mold  state.  Thin  feathers  on  right  wing  tip.  The  stars  are  small 
blobs. 

4567  Z-85.  Fine.  Cleaned.  The  type  of  Z-80,  but  cast  in  iron,  and  plat¬ 
ed  with  nickel.  The  word  "NIT"  was  removed  after  casting,  but 
before  plating. 

4568  Z-85A.  VF.  Cast  in  iron,  and  plated  with  nickel.  This  is  the  same 
type  as  Z-85,  but  the  word  "NIT"  is  intact. 

4569  Z-86.  VF.  Cast  in  type  metal.  3mm  thick.  A  variety  very  similar 
to  Z-80,  but  from  a  different  mold.  The  arrangement  of  the  orna¬ 
ments  on  the  coronet  differ  from  Z-80,  as  do  the  leaves  in  the 
wreath  on  the  reverse. 

4570  Z-86.  VF.  Cast  in  type  metal.  A  second  example. 

4571  Z-86A.  VF.  Cast  in  type  metal.  Type  of  Z-86,  but  only  2mm  thick.

Z-76.  EF.  Cast  in  lead.  This  is  a  transitional  variety.  The  obverse 
is  the  type  of  Z-71,  but  without  stars.  The  reverse  is  the  type  of 


Z-102. 


4562  Z-76A.  VF.  Type  of  Z-76,  but  cast  in  white  metal. 


4572  Z-87.  VF.  Type  of  Z-86,  but  cast  in  iron.  Magnetic. 

4573  Z-88.  AU.  Crudely  cast  in  aluminum.  Similar  to  Z-80,  but  the  date, 
letters,  wreath,  and  laurel  branch  are  all  shaped  differently.  The 
stars  are  very  large.  A  rare  variety. 


4563  Z-78.  AU.  Cast  in  white  metal  and  coated  with  aluminum  paint. 
This  is  a  nice  example  which  has  not  been  holed. 


4574  Z-88A.  AU.  Type  of  Z-88,  but  cast  in  type  metal.  A  nice  sharp  cast 

from  a  fresh  mold. 


4564  Z-80.  EF.  Cast  in  type  metal.  2.5mm  thick.  On  this  and  on  sever¬ 
al  varieties  following,  small  wreath  like  ornaments  are  used  in 
place  of  the  word  LIBERTY  on  Miss  Liberty's  coronet. 


4575  Z-88B.  EF  Type  of  Z-88,  but  cast  in  nickel  plated  bronze. 

4576  Z-89A.  VF.  Cast  in  type  metal.  Type  of  Z-89,  with  irregularly 
shaped  8  in  the  date,  but  with  reeded  edge. 
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4577  Z-89B.  VF.  Cast  in  type  metal.  Type  of  Z-89,  but  coated  with  alu¬ 
minum  paint. 

4578  Z-89C.  VF.  Type  of  Z-89,  but  cast  in  lead.  Porous.  Some  surface 
damage. 

4579  Z-91.  AU.  Type  of  Z-90,  but  cast  in  lead.  A  popular  variety.  Ob¬ 
verse:  "  BRYAN'S  MONEY  /  1896".  Reverse:  "  BRYAN'S  IDEA  OF 
COINAGE  /  ABER  16  TO  1  NIT". 

This  variety  and  several  similar  ones  from  Z-90  through  Z-96  were  manufactured 
by  the  Schwab  Seal  &  Stamp  Company  of  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin. 

4580  Z-92.  AU.  Same  type  as  Z-90,  but  cast  in  white  metal. 

4581  Z-93.  Fine.  Same  type  as  Z-90,  but  cast  in  iron  and  nickel  plated. 

4582  Z-93A.  EF.  Cast  in  type  metal.  Obverse:  type  of  Z-90.  Reverse: 
eagle  and  "ABER  16  TO  1  NIT"  "UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERI¬ 
CA"  in  large  letters  is  around  the  periphery. 

4583  Z-94.  Fine  or  better.  Cast  in  hard  white  metal.  A  poor  copy  of 
Z-90.  This  piece  is  an  example  of  an  issue  that  was  crudely  cast 
and  distributed  years  after  the  campaign  of  1896.  These  can  be 
distinguished  easily  by  the  coarseness  of  the  casting,  by  their  thick¬ 
ness  (4mm,  thicker  than  the  originals),  and  by  their  small  diameter 
of  85mm  (originals  are  89mm). 

4584  Z-94A.  VF.  Type  of  Z-94.  Cast  in  type  metal.  84mm  diameter; 
5 ¥2 mm  thick. 

4585  Z-94B.  VF.  Type  of  Z-94.  Cast  in  lead.  88mm  diameter;  4mm  thick. 

4586  Z-94C.  EF.  Type  of  Z-94.  Cast  in  iron.  87mm  diameter. 

4587  Z-94D.  VF-EF.  Type  of  Z-94.  Very  crudely  cast  in  type  metal.  84mm 
diameter. 

4588  Z-94E.  EF.  Type  of  Z-94.  Dark  gray  casting.  86mm  diameter. 

4589  Z-96A.  F  to  VF.  Cast  in  dark  type  metal.  The  obverse  is  similar 
to  Z-90.  Reverse:  "UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA/  ABER / 16  TO 
1/  NIT"  around  the  eagle.  "R  &  S  MFG  CO"  beneath  the  eagle. 
87mm  in  diameter;  4mm  thick.  Compare  to  Z-93A  described 
above. 

4590  Z-98.  EF.  Cast  in  type  metal.  Childishly  executed  Liberty  head 
and  eagle.  Obverse:  "IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  FOR  THE  OTHER  47". 
Reverse:  "BILLY  BRYAN  IDEA  OF  FREE  COINACE",  with  inverted 
L's  and  N's.  89mm  in  diameter. 

4591  Z-98A.  Fine,  nicked.  Similar  to  the  type  of  Z-98.  Cast  in  lead.  Ob¬ 
verse:  "  IN  McKINLEY  WE  TRUST/  IN  BRYAN  WE  BUST",  around 
the  liberty  head.  Reverse:  "BILLY  BRYAN'S  IDEA  OF  FREE  COIN¬ 
AGE/  16  TO  1"  around  the  eagle.  89mm  in  diameter. 

4592  Z-100.  AU.  Some  lustre.  Cast  in  type  metal.  88mm  in  diameter. 
Plain  edge.  This  variety  is  illustrated  in  the  Zerbe  monograph. 
The  eagle  on  the  reverse  carries  two  rudimentary  laurel  branches. 

4593  Z-100A.  EF.  Type  of  Z-100,  but  cast  in  white  metal  with  reeded 
edge. 

4594  Z-101.  EF.  Cast  in  type  metal.  Type  of  Z-100,  but  without  an  in¬ 
scription  around  the  Liberty  head.  The  reverse  is  the  same  as 
Z-100.

4595  Z-102A.  VF.  Cast  in  type  metal.  Very  similar  to  Z-101,  except  that 
the  word  "LIBERTY"  is  completely  missing  from  the  headband. 
89mm  diameter. 

4596  Z-102B.  EF.  Similar  to  Z-102,  but  crudely  cast  in  nickel  alloy.  This 
piece  has  a  distinct  ring. 

4597  Z-102C.  F  to  VF.  Similar  to  Z-102  but  the  shapes  of  the  letters  and 
the  date  differ.  Old  nicks,  scratches. 


4598  Z-102D.  VF.  Cast  in  type  metal.  Similar  to  Z-102,  but  from  a  differ¬ 
ent  mold  with  thicker  lettering.  Porous. 

4599  Z-102E.  VF.  Similar  to  Z-102,  but  cast  in  brass.  This  variety  has 
a  reeded  edge,  and  is  only  80mm  in  diameter. 

4600  Z-102F.  VF.  Cast  in  type  metal.  Similar  to  Z-102,  but  some  of  the 
letters  in  the  word  "LIBERTY"  are  still  faintly  visible  on  Miss 
Liberty's  headband,  and  the  date  is  not  set  in  an  oblong  tablet. 

4601  Z-103.  AU.  Cast  in  type  metal.  This  variety  is  illustrated  in  the 
Zerbe  monograph.  Very  similar  to  Z-100.  The  eagle  holds  the  same 
rudimentary  laurel  branches  on  each  of  the  two  varieties.  The  ob¬ 
verse  inscription  reads,  "IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  FOR  THE  OTHER 
47C".  The  reverse  reads  "UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA/ 16  TO 
1/  BILL  BRYAN/  NIT"  around  the  eagle,  and  "THE  IDEAL  OF 
FREE  SILVER"  below  the  eagle. 


4602  Z-103A.  AU.  Dark  gray  casting.  Same  type  as  Z-103,  but  "  RUBEN- 
STEIN'S  MINT"  in  raised  letters  on  the  obverse  behind  Miss 
Liberty's  head. 

4603  Z-104A.  VF.  The  obverse  inscription,  counterstamped  above  the 
liberty  head,  reads,  "IN  BRYAN  WE  TRUST".  Below  the  Liberty 
head  is  "1879".  On  the  reverse  is  "UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERI¬ 
CA/  10  TO  1".  The  word  "NIT"  was  removed  from  the  mold.  87mm 
in  diameter.  3mm  thick. 

4604  Z-104B.  VG-F.  Cast  in  whitish  metal.  On  the  obverse  "IN  GOD 
WE  TRUST"  is  above  the  Liberty  head,  and  the  date  "1896  is 
below.  The  inscription  "UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA"  is 
around  the  eagle  on  the  reverse.  87mm  in  diameter.  3mm  thick. 

4605  Z-104C.  VF.  Dark  gray  casting.  On  the  obverse  "IN  McKINLEY 
WE  TRUST"  is  over  the  Liberty  head.  Below  is  "IN  BRYAN  WE 
BUST".  On  the  reverse,  "BILLY  BRYANS  IDEA  OF  FREE  COIN- 
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AGE  is  around  the  eagle.  Below  is  “16  TO  1".  The  eagle  is  the 
type  of  Z-9 7,  but  carries  three  well  formed  arrows  and  an  oak 
branch. 

4606  Z-105.  EF.  Zinc  casting.  Scarce. 

4607  Z-106.  Also  EF.  Types  as  Z-105,  but  cast  in  lead.  Scarce. 

4608  Z-106A.  EF,  bent.  Reverse  edge  nicked.  Types  as  Z-106,  but  with 
reverse  inscription  as  16  TO  l/NOT/1896,  rather  than  the  usually 
seen  NIT.  Apparently  lead  casting.  Scarce. 

4609  Z-107.  EF,  with  the  usually  seen  discoloration.  Types  as  Z-105,  but 
an  aluminum  casting. 

4610  Z-107A.  EF,  with  the  usually  seen  discoloration.  Types  similar  to 
Z-105,  but  with  some  apparent  doubling  in  the  obverse  letters  and 
devices.  85.5mm.  4mm  thick. 

4611  Z-109.  AU,  with  some  lustre  remaining.  Holed  at  the  top,  as  usu¬ 
ally  seen.  A  nice,  well  struck  white  metal  specimen  of  one  of  the 
rarest  of  the  Bryan  dollars. 

4612  Z-lll.  EF,  centers  weak  as  usually  seen.  Struck  aluminum. 

4613  Z-111A.  Crude  Fine.  Types  as  Z-lll,  but  cast  in  brass.  Some  old 
scratches  visible. 

4614  Z-112.  VF,  holed  at  the  top.  63mm  diameter.  Struck  type  metal. 

4615  Z-112B.  VF.  Types  as  Z-112,  but  thick  (4mm)  type  metal  casting. 

4616  Z-113A.  VG.  Types  as  Z-113,  but  in  reduced,  60mm  diameter.  Cast 
lead. 

4617  Z-114.  Fine.  Types  as  Z-lll,  but  a  rough  white  metal  cast  with 
reeded  edge. 

4618  Z-115.  VF.  Holed,  as  usual.  Lead  casting.  Probably  cast  from  a 
mold  made  from  a  damaged  specimen  of  Z-112. 

4619  Z-115A.  VF.  Types  as  Z-115  (Z-lll),  but  cast  in  type  metal  and 
with  aluminum  paint. 

4620  Z-115B.  VF.  Types  as  Z-115,  but  only  61mm  in  diameter. 

4621  Z-118.  AU,  attractive.  One  of  the  nicest  of  these  specimens  seen. 

4622  Z-118A.  EF.  Types  as  Z-118,  but  in  aluminum  painted  type  metal. 

4623  Z-118B.  VF.  Holed  and  plugged.  Types  as  Z-118,  but  apparently 
nickel-plated.  Initial  letters  EBM  scratched  in,  in  the  same  size 
as  those  of  the  inscription  BULLION  VALUE.  First  seen. 

4624  Z-118C.  AU,  porous.  Types  as  Z-118,  but  a  nice  type  metal  casting. 

4625  Z-121.  EF.  Considerable  light  nickel  plating  still  remains. 

4626  Z-121A.  VF.  Types  as  Z-121,  but  without  star  after  TRUST  on  the 
obverse. 

4627  Z-121B.  EF.  Types  as  Z-121,  but  on  the  obverse  four  stars  and  two 
periods  replace  the  incuse  lettering.  Reverse  bears  large  incuse 
lettering  16/TO  1/NIT.  Non-magnetic  planchet. 

4628  Z-121C.  EF.  Types  similar  to  Z-121,  but  without  inscription  around 
Liberty's  head,  replaced  by  two  stars  and  a  period  on  each  side. 
Dark  gray  metal  casting,  non-magnetic. 

4629  Z-121D.  Fine.  Similar  to  Z-121,  but  a  specimen  of  the  Filled  Mold 
variety. 

4630  Z-126A.  EF,  very  porous,  dark.  Similar  to  Z-126,  but  aluminum 
casting.  Holed,  as  usual. 

4631  Z-128.  Fine,  numerous  old  marks.  Possibly  plugged. 


4632  Z-130.  EF,  granular.  Lead  casting. 

4633  Z-130A.  EF.  Types  as  Z-130,  but  cast  in  a  nickel  alloy  with  a  dis¬ 
tinct  ring. 

4634  Z-130B.  Types  as  Z-130,  but  from  a  much  later  state  of  the  mold. 

4635  Z-131A.  EF,  dark  obverse,  bright  reverse.  Types  as  Z-131,  but  a 
white  metal  casting,  not  struck.  A  nice  example  of  the  Charles 
W.  Hoefig  die  sinker  satirical  piece. 

4636  Z-133.  Fine.  Very  scarce.  About  30%  of  the  inking  on  the  reverse 
has  been  rubbed  away.  A  rarely  encountered  type. 

4637  Z-134.  EF,  bright.  A  nice  specimen  of  the  Bryan  mechanical. 

4638  Z-135.  EF,  dark.  Types  as  the  preceding,  manufactured  after  grant¬ 
ing  of  the  patent  on  July  27,  1897.  A  second  example  of  the  popu¬ 
lar  Bryan  mechanical. 

4639  Z-136.  VF,  dark.  Uniface  striking  on  tin  plate.  Very  rare. 

4640  Z-137.  AU,  attractive.  A  nice  example  of  this  rarely  encountered 
Bryan  money  piece. 

4641  Z-138.  VF,  a  few  nicks  on  the  edge.  Yet  another  rarely  encoun¬ 
tered  Bryan  money  piece,  dated  1900. 

4642  Z-140.  EF.  Uniface  brass  striking.  Very  rare. 

4643  Z-141.  EF,  with  60%  of  the  gilding  intact  on  the  reverse.  Hard  metal 
casting.  Very  rare. 

4644  Z-142.  Addition  to  Zerbe's  listing.  Uniface  engraving  with  punched 
letters  on  a  white  metal  struck  steel  blank.  41mm.  Holed  at  the 
top.  Bearing  a  crudely  incised  displayed  heraldic  eagle,  with  in¬ 
scription  punched  around  by  individual  punches  reading  IN 
BRYAN  WE  TRUST  IN  HANNA  WE  BUST  1900. 

4645  Z-143.  Obverse  type  of  Z-17;  reverse:  ALTGELD  TILLMAN 
STEWART  &  CO.  Rare.  White  metal  casting. 

4646  Z-144.  EF/VF,  scratched.  Uniface  type  metal  casting,  bearing  on 
one  side  16  TO  1  within  a  border  of  stars. 

4647  Z-145.  VF.  Crude  letter  punches  creating  inscriptions  on  both  sur¬ 
faces  of  a  worn  19th  century  European  copper  coin.  32mm.  Ob¬ 
verse:  BRYAN  1  C.  MONEY  1896;  reverse:  16.  TO.  1/ABER/NIT. 

4648  Z-146.  Similar  to  the  preceding,  crude  letter  punches  stamped  into 
the  surfaces  of  a  very  worn  British  copper  of  the  19th  century 
period.  Obverse:  BRYAN  5C.  MONEY;  reverse:  16.  TO. 
l/NOT/1896.  Holed  at  the  top  for  suspension. 

4649  Z-unlisted.  AU.  Lead.  Obverse  similar  to  Z-105,  but  dated  1908. 
Reverse  shows  a  12-spoked  wheel.  92mm.  5V2mm  thick.  Rare. 

4650  Z-unlisted.  VF.  58mm.  5mm  thick.  Crude  lead  cast.  Crude  Greek 
head  facing  left;  reverse:  BRYAN/1931  around  a  lit  torch.  Hoover 
era  piece.  Rare. 

4651  Z-unlisted.  EF.  Lead  casting.  90mm.  5mm  thick.  Well  executed 
Greek  head  facing  left;  reverse:  16  TO  l/NIT/1931.  Also  a  rare 
Hoover  era  piece. 

4652  Z-l.  EF,  holed  as  usual.  Pro-silver  Statue  of  Liberty  specimen. 

4653  Z-3.  EF,  with  considerable  lustre.  Pro-silver,  pro-Bryan  piece. 

4654  Z-unlisted.  VF.  Uniface.  With  original  loop.  United  States  flag  in 
the  center,  topped  by  a  Liberty  cap,  dated  1776/1896,  inscribed 
around  FREE  SILVER  FREE  PEOPLE.  37mm.  First  seen.

This  medal,  popularly  but  improperly  called  the  "Wilson  Dollar'', 
was  designed  by  Clifford  Hewitt,  a  technical  mint  expert  who  installed  men  and  equip¬ 
ment  at  Manila,  and  also  gave  instructions  to  the  personnel  in  the  operations  of  a  mint. 
The  original  price  for  the  Wilson  Medal  was  $1.00  for  silver  and  50  cents  for  bronze.

This  par¬ 
ticular  Allender  patent  pending  model  was  manufactured  before 
the  $3  gold  piece  was  issued  in  1854,  accounting  for  the  lack  of 
a  detector  for  that  denomination. 

A  useful  reference  for  U.S.  counterfeit  detectors  is  Mallis  "Counterfeit  Coin  Detect¬ 
ing  Devices  of  the  U.S."  (Numismatist,  5-74).

The  Kahului  Railroad  Company  was  the  successor  to  the  Kahului  and  Wailuku  Rail¬ 
road  Company,  the  first  in  the  islands,  built  in  1879  and  originally  only  three  miles 
in  length.  The  railroad,  under  its  later  name,  operated  until  1966. 

4699  Transportation  token.  Honolulu  Rapid  Transit  Company  Limit¬ 
ed,  1924.  EF-40,  very  dark.  Zinc,  once  copper-plated.  Very  scarce. 

4700  Wailuku  Plantation  token,  1871.  12V2.  VF-30.  Obverse  variety  with 
thick  star.  Very  rare. 

The  Wailuku  Plantation  was  founded  in  1862.  Tokens  were  issued  for  the  use  of 
the  employees  on  the  plantation,  and  while  not  legal  tender,  had  currency  through¬ 
out  the  islands. 

Thick  star 
variety.  Rare.

United  States  vs  John  W.  Haseltine 

4702  Carbon  copy  of  the  United  States  government  Statement  of  De¬ 
mand,  filed  on  June  9,  1910  against  John  W.  Haseltine,  in  the  east¬ 
ern  district  United  States  circuit  court,  Pennsylvania.  An  11  page 
carbon  copy  of  the  U.S.  government's  Statement  of  Demand,  filed 
against  John  VV.  Haseltine,  for  the  seizure  of  24  United  States  pat¬ 
tern  coins,  1859-1883,  denominations  one  cent  through  $10.  In¬ 
cluded  are  the  government's  arguments  against  the  possession 
of  off-metal  and  pattern  strikes  by  private  persons;  an  exhibit  con¬ 
taining  the  rules  of  the  United  States  Mint,  as  of  July  1,  1866, 
drawn  up  by  Henry  R.  Linderman;  another  exhibit  containing 
the  regulations  for  striking  and  sale  of  medals,  under  the  Coin¬ 
age  Act  of  1873,  issued  May  14,  1874;  and  general  instructions  and 
regulations  regarding  the  transaction  of  business  at  the  Mint,  en¬ 
forced  July  1,  1881.  Hand  annotated  throughout,  probably  by  the 
defense. 

As  John  W.  Adams  relates  in  his  United  States  Numismatic  Literature  volume  1,  page  47: 

Haseltine  is  an  important  numismatic  link  in  at  least  several  respects.  Profes¬ 
sionally  speaking,  he  connects  Ebenezer  Mason,  whose  partnership  he  joined 
circa  1869,  with  the  Chapman  brothers,  to  whom  he  gave  employment  in  the 
mid-1870s  and  whose  careers  extend  well  into  the  20th-century.  Logistically 
speaking,  Haseltine  built  a  close  relationship  with  various  officials  at  the  U.S. 
Mint,  serving  as  conduit  to  the  hobby  for  many  rare  (and  some  not  so  rare) 
pattern  coins.  Finally,  he  renewed  links  with  our  past  by  unearthing  long  lost 
or  forgotten  items,  such  as  the  Nova  Constellatio  1000  mill  and  500  mill  pieces, 
the  Confederate  cent  complete  with  dies,  and  the  Economite  Hoard. 


Haseltine's  Affidavit  Of  Defense

swer  to  the  government  brief,  for  unlawful  detention  of  24  pat¬ 
tern  coins.  19  pages.  An  important  document,  containing  the  out¬ 
line  of  Haseltine's  defense  in  five  pages;  an  exhibit  regarding  the 
sale  of  American  medals  and  cabinet  coins  by  Henry  R.  Linder¬ 
man;  various  definitions  of  pattern  coins  and  technical  numis¬ 
matic  terms;  and  three  pages  of  prior  auction  sale  records  of  pat¬ 
terns  similar  to  those  Haseltine  was  accused  of  unlawfully 
detaining,  including  such  notable  references  as  the  Zerbe,  Jewett, 
Parmelee,  Linderman,  Wilson,  et  al.  sales.  A  very  important  docu¬ 
ment  for  numismatic  historians.  Haseltine  eventually  won  his  case 
and  retained  possession  of  the  patterns  the  government  attempted 
to  seize.

Fractional  Currency 

Fractional  currency  notes  were  issued  from  August  1862 
through  1876,  at  a  time  in  which  silver  coins  were  hoarded, 
and,  during  the  early  part  of  this  period,  circulating  change 
of  any  kind  was  scarce.  These  paper  notes,  derisively  called 
'stamps'  by  the  public,  were  produced  in  various  denomi¬ 
nations  from  3  cents  to  50  cents.  Early  issues,  that  of  the  First 
Issue  (August  21,  1862  through  May  27,  1863)  were  simply 
stamp  designs  used  as  a  motif,  with  surrounding  embellish¬ 
ments,  for  currency.  Like  stamps,  the  earliest  of  the  First  Is¬ 
sue  pieces  had  perforated  edges.
